A Declaration of His Highneſs Prince Rupert. 


OT that His Highneſs thinks to juſtifie himſelf to thoſe , who 
by that muſt condemn themſelves : Nor that he believes any 
thing he hath done needs a Declaration, does he publiſh this to 
the World: But he thought it might not be unneceſſary to the 
Service of his Majeſty (in order to which all his Actions have been di- 
reed) to let the World ſee that he hath faithfully ſerved Him, and that 
his Enemies had no other reaſon for his accuſation, than that they found 
it neceſſary for their defence.” His Highneſs is not ignorant how great a 
difficulty he hath undertaken in ſatisfying the People, who are as ſevere 
in the Actions of others as they are partial in their own, and who cen- 
ſure all by ſucceſs ; which judgment, how unjuſt it is, the meaneſt under- 
ſtanding, even thoſe brought againſt him, muſt confeſs. Yet with theſe diſ- 
advantages muſt he now appear,and he is confident that through them all 
he ſhall let the miſinformed Kingdom ſee that his honour is as much a- 
bove the malice of his Enemies as their competition. His Highneſs will

to maintain that Poſt. Theſe Poſts thus ſetled, our Horſe were forced to 
be upon exceeding great Buty, to ſtand by the Foot, leſt the Foot being 
ſo weak in all their Poſts, mi ht receive an affront. And truly herein 
we were very happy, that we ſhould receive ſo little loſs by Sallies, con- 
ſidering the paucity of our Men to make good the Poſts, and Streng th of 
the Enemy within: By Sailies (which were three or four) I know not 
that we loſt thirty Men in all the time of our Siege. Of Officers of Qua-

HE Parliament being thus become Maſters of Briſtol, on 
Saturday, Sept. 13. a Council of War was called in their 
Army to adviſe whether they ſhould march preſently for the Relief 
of Plimouth, and further parts of the Weſt, or to clear thoſe Gam- 
ſons that did interpoſe between the Weſt and London; which lat- 
ter was very neceſſary, for that if thoſe Gariſons were not reduced, 
they would hinder Correſpondency between London and the Army 


Army by Convoys upon every occaſion. But it was reſolved for the 
preſent to attempt only the taking in of Berkley,and the, Devizes, as 
thoſe that were the neareſt ; deferring the reſt to further opportu- 


nities. Colonel Rainsborough for that purpoſe was Commanded to 


march with a Brigade (conſiſting of Major Gen. Skippon's, Col. Her- 
bert's, and Lieut. Col. Pride's Regiments) for the taking in of Berk- 
ley Caſtle (already blocked up by Horſe) the only Gariſon conſide- 
rable left in the County of Glouceſter, interrupting the Paſſage be- 
tween that City and Briſtol. Lieut. Gen. Cromwell was deſigned by 
the General with another Brigade (conſiſting of Col. Mountaguè s, 
Col. Pickering's, Sir HardreſS Waller's and Col. Hammond's Regi- 
ments) for the taking in of the Devizes, and Laicoct Houſe. 
Wedneſday, Sept. 17. General Fairfax marched to Bath,and reſted 
there fbur or five days, for the better recovery of his Health, ha- 
ving been much wearied out, and ſpent with the Fatigues he en- 
dured at Briſtol- Siege.

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from Minton Cromwell advanc'd to Baſing, the Houſe of my Lord 
Marquis of Wincheſter, which he having ſtrongly Fortified kept 
Gariton therein himſelf for His Majeſty, and had already withſtood 


riſe with loſs : The Marquis declaring, That if the King had no 
more Ground in Eng/and but Baſing-Houſe, he would adventure as 


the did, and hold it out to the utmoſt Extremity ; inſomuch that 


this Houſe was called by the King's Party Loyalty. The Works 
were many, the Line of Circumvallation above a Mile in compaſs. 
The old Houſe had ſtood ſome Hundreds of years, but the New one 
ſurpaſſed in ſtate and beauty, and either of them were fit for a 
Royal Palace. 

Cromwell knew the Reſolution of this Gariſon, and therefore 
whatever it colt him reſolved to Storm it, wherein he ſucceeded, 
and became Maſter of it on Tueſday the 14th of October, which was 
thus related by him in his Letter to the Speaker,

I Thank God I can give you a good account of Baſing: After our Bat- 
teries placed, we ſetled the ieveral Poſts tor the Storm: Col. Dolbier 

was to be on the North ſide next the Grange; Col. Pickering on his Leſt- 
hand, and Sir. Hardreſs Waller's, and Col. Mountague's Regiments next 
him. We Stormed this Morning, after Six of the Clock ; the Signal for 
falling on, was the Firing four of our Cannon, which being done, our 
Men fell on with great Reſolution and cheerfulneſs; we took the two 
Houſes without any conſiderable loſs to our ſelves: Col. Pickering Storm- 
ed the New Houſe, paſſed through and got the Gate of the Old Houle ;

In this Sir Hardreſs Waller pertorming his 
Duty with Honour and Diligence, was ſhot in the Arm, but not dan- 
gerouſly. We have had little loſszmany of the Enemy our Men put to the 
Sword, and ſome Officers of Quality; moſt of the reſt we have Priſon- 
ſoners, among which the Marqueſs, and Sir Robert Peak, with divers o- 
ther Officers, whom I have 2 to be ſent to you: We have taken 
about Ten Pieces of Ordnance, much Ammunztion, and our Soldiers 2 
good Encouragement. | | 
I humbly offer to have this Place lighted for theſe Reafons : It will 
ask 800 Men to Mann it; it is no Frontier, the Country is poor about 
it, the Place exceedingly ruined by our Batteries and Mortar-Pieces, and 
a Fire which tell upon the Place ſince our taking it. It you pleaſe to take 
the Gariſon of Farnham, ſome out of Chicheſter, and a good part of the 
Foot which are here under D' Albier , and make a ſtrong Quarter at Neu- 
bery, with three or four Troops of Horſe ; I dare be confident it would 
not only be a curb to Denington, but a Security and Frontier to all thoſe 
Parts, and by lying there, will make the Trade moſt ſecure between Bri- 
fol and London for all Carriages ; and I believe the Gentry of Suſſex and 
Hampſhire will with more cheerfulneſs contribute to maintain a Gariſon 
on the Frontier than in their Bowels, which will have leſs ſafety in it. 
Sir, I hope not to delay, but march towards the Weſt to Morrow, and to 
be as diligent as I may in my Expedition thither. I muſt yu my Judg- 
ment to you, that if you intend to have your Work carried on, Recruits 
of Foot muſt be had, and a courſe taken to pay vour Army; elſe believe 
me, Sir, it may not be able to anſwer the Work you have for it to do. 

I intreated Col. Hammond to wait upon you, who was taken by a mi- 
ſtake whilſt we lay before this Gariſon, whom God ſafely delivered to

In the mean time General Fairfax on Saturday, Sept. 27. march. 
ed to Warminſter, and there made an Halt for two or three Days, 
till Col. Rainsborough from the taking of Berkley-Caſtle might come

Dartmouth having return'd a reſolute Negative Anſwer to the 
Summons ſent in, it was reſolved to ſtorm the Town; and whilſt 
Proviſions were making for that purpoſe, Capt. Batten a Command- 
er at Sea for the Parliament, came before the Haven with a Squa- 
dron of Ships (being ſent for by Fairfax) to aſſiſt by Sea, and keep 
any Ships from going out of the Harbour, whilſt it was Storm'd 
by Land, who alſo Landed 200 of his Seamen, who had their 
Poſt allotted them on Shore, and did great Service in the Storm, 
which began on Sunday, Jau. 18. about Eleven a Clock at Night. 
The Aſſailants word given was, God with us, and the Signal of the 
Soldiers, their Shirts out before and behind. They went on with 
ſo much fury and Reſolution, that after the Town had diſcharged 
once, before they could get ready a ſecond, they were got under 
their Cannon, and quickly poſſeſs d them, and turn'd them on the 
Town, for they had no great Pieces of their own there, the way 
and weather not admitting any to be drawn to that place, where 
there were near an Hundred Pieces mounted againſt them.

Col. Hammond entred the Weſt-Gate, where Four Guns were planted, 
and Two upon the Mill-Pool, upon his Flank, (the Enemy firing his 
Great Guns but once) : His Men that had the Forelorn Hope did very 
Gallantly (as indeed they did all) and went freely on, and beat off the 
Enemy, and poſſeſſed one Fort after another, viz. Mount Flagon, the

Gate to Little Dartmouth. In the interim Lieut. Col. Pride attempted the

his met. Col. Forteſcue with his Men attempted Tunſtal-Church, which 
was very well Manned with above a Hundred Men, and having in it 
Ten Guns; his Men after ſome diſpute, with good Reſolution entred 
the place and poſſeſſed it. So that by this time the Enemy was beaten 
out of all, except the Great Fort on the Eaſt- ſide of the River called 
King ſwortb-Fort, and the Caſtle, with the Fort that lay over the Caſtle, 
at the Mouth of the Harbour, called Gallants-Bower ; to which laſt, the 
Governour and the Earl of Newport, and as many as eſcaped us, fled. After 
they were forced from their Strengths out of the Town ; the Governour 
coming back from the Caſtle, to ſee in what poſture the Town was, had 
a remarkable ſhot, as he was in the Boat; a Muſquet ſhot was made at 
the Boat, which picrced the Boat, and both the Thighs of one that fat 
next to him,and about three Inches into his own Thigh ; whereupon he 
Retreated to the Caſtle. Our Dragoons with two Companies of our Fire- 
locks, and ſome Seamen were only to Alarm King ſworth Fort, wherein 
was Sir Henry Cary with his Regiment, having in it Twelve Guns, and 
Twelve Barrels of Powder, and convenient proportion of Ammunition. 
This was a very ſtrong Fort, with about Das good Bulwarks, ſtrong 


ingly to Terms ; and to fave time, I willingly condeſcended to let Sir 
Henry Cary march away with the reſt, leaving the Arms, Ordnance, Am- 
munition, with all Proviſions in the Fort, to me, and all engaging them- 


ſelves never to take up Arms more againſt the Parliament; which was 


accordingly performed. Next Morning, being thus Maſter of all, but 
the Caſtle, and Gallants-Bower, I Summoned that ; the Governour was 
willing to liſten unto me, but I held him to thoſe Terms, upon which 
after ſome diſpute he yielded, which was to deliver himſelf and all Offi- 
cers and Soldiers,upon Quarter. He ſent me out Col: Seymour, and Mr. 
Denham for Hoſtages, with whom came out the Earl of Newport, and all 
was this day performed accordingly. In this Fort and Caftle were Eleven 
Guns, with proportion of Ammunition and Proviſions. We have taken 
in the Harbour Two Men of War, one belonging to the Governour of 
Barnſtaple, with Twelve Guns, Burthen 200 Tuns; the other belonging 
to Newcaſtle, formerly Capt. Fobnſan s, of Ten Guns.

whereunto the next day an Anſwer was returned, that they could 
not in Honour Surrender upon the Terms offered, whilſt they were 
in no worſe Condition, and had ſuch probable hopes of Relief from 
the Prince: To which a Reply was ſent ; and indeed little beſides 
theſe Papers paſt at that time between them, fave only that the 
Parliamentarians now Blockt up the City on the Welt-ſide alſo, by 
ſetling Guards and Quarters at Afington, Barley-Houſe, and Rey- 
mouth-Houſe within a mile of the City, and a Gariſon kept at Poul- 
dram, and ſome Foot under the Command of Col. Shapcoate, lay 
before the Fort at Exmouth, ſo that Exeter was compleatly ſtrait- 
ned and Blockaded on all ſides, and the Command in chief of all 
theſe Forces conferred on Sir Hardreſ Waller, whilſt General Fair- 
fax with the reſt of his Army was once more forc'd to march off, 


who was gone into Fraxce to ſollicite Aid, or on ſome other Ser- 
vice for his Majeſty ) being made Commander in Chief under the 
Prince, and having been Reinforced with New Levies in Cornwall, 
had uſed Extraordinary Expedition, marching in one day from 
Stratton to Torrington (which is eighteen long miles) with near four 
thouſand Horſe, and three thouſand Foot, expecting there 1000 
Horſe and Foot more to joyn them irgm Barnſtaple, and having 
with them great ſtore of Cattel, Sheep, Salr, and other Proviſions 
for the Relief of Exeter. ; 

To oppoſe them, Fairfax on the 10th of February march'd from 
Chidley to Crediton, where waiting till Supply of Money, and ſome 
other Forces came up to him, he advanced on the 14th to Chim- 
ley, and from thence to Torrington, where a ſmart Engagement 
happened. The Account of which as it was given to the Houſe of 
Commons in a Letter from General Fairfax ran thus.

And to continue the Blocking up ot Exeter on the Weſt- 
ide, I left Sir Hardreſs Waller with Three Regiments of Foot, and one of 
Horſe of this Army, and advanced with Five Regiments of Horſe, and 
Seven Regiments of Foot, and Five Troops of Dragoons, the reſt of the 
Horſe and Dragoons being abſent with Col. Cook in Dorſerſhire, but then 
ſent for to come up, when I was reſolved upon my Advance this way. 
The Enemy at the ſame time Advanced out of Cormwall with all the Foot 
to Torrington, about which their Horſe did lye before, and began to For- 
tifie the Town; their intentions therein, as we conceived, and do ſince 
further find, were by advantage of this place and their Gariſon of Barn- 
faple ſo near it, to make this part of Devonſhire more ſurely theirs, and 
more difficult tor us to come into, and lying ſo much the nearer to Exe- 
ter (againſt which they ſuppoſed this Army wholly engaged) to take their 
beſt advantages from hence; and from Chimley, which they meant alſo 
to have poſſeſſed, to relieve Exeter on the North-ſide, or diſturb us in 


poſture here, to ſecure the Landing ot Iriſh or Welſh Supplies ſo much the 
torwarder towards the Eaſt, 

On Saturday laſt, I advanced trom Crediton to Chimley, where by many 
Priſoners, I was intormed, that the Lord Hopton had hereabouts Four 


bout Two thouſand Foot or upwards, and Three thouſand Horſe ; the 
extream foulneſs of Weather that day and the next, occaſioned me not 
to advance from about Chimley for the next Night, ſave only one Foot- 
Quarter, and an Horſe-Guard advanced to Rings-Aſh, three miles towards 
the Enemy, to ſecure a Rendezyous ſo much the nearer to them ; for 
the day following I underſtood by the beſt Intelligence that the Enemy 
was reſolved to make good their Station, and ſet their reſt upon it to 
Fight us there if we would come up to them ; and truly Men in their 
condition could not hope (all things conſidered) to have more for it, 
their Horſe for number ſuperior to what I brought up with me ; their 
Foot, as I find ſince, not much inferior; and if they could with all their 
Force make good this Town, and put us co lye in the Field, there being 
no Villages near it that could ſheker the Army, the wet Weather conti- 
nuing, which was then moſt likely, would have forced us to draw back 
and make our Fire-Arms little uſetul, either for aſſault or defence. And 
beſides, we were like for matter of Proviſions to be forced to draw off 
firſt, they having both by their poſture, with the plentitul Country of 
Cornwall behind them, and a River at their backs, ſecuring alſo a good 
part of Devonſhire unto them, and by their Strength ot Horſe, much ad- 
vantage for longer ſubfiſtence than we. And we by the Barrenneſs of 
the place where we muſt have layn before them, eſpecially for Horſe- 
meat, their Gariſon of Barnſtaple lying partly behind us, their Horſe 
more numerous than ours, which might with ſtronger parties cut off our 
Supplies, had little poſſibility to ſubſiſt long before them. Theſe Conſi- 
derations we had in our Eye to diſcourage us from going on, as I believe 
they had to encourage them to ſtand ; yet on the other ſide, finding that 
by reaſon of the barrenneſs and long exhauſting of our Quarters 'behind 
us we could neither keep our Horſe fo cloſe together as to lye ſafe fo 
near the Enemy, nor indeed find ſubſiſtence for the Army, either where 


ſo as to ſecure the Siege of Exeter from Relief; and upon all Conſidera- 
tions conceiving the Affairs of the Kingdom did require us, and God by 
all did call us to make a preſent Attempt upon the Enemy: We reſolved 
to go on, to try what God would do for us, and truſt him for Weather, 
Subſiſtence, and all things. | | EN 
Accordingly on Monday Morning I drew out the Army to an early 
Rendezvous at Rings-4ſh, within fix miles of the Enemy; the Weather 
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drawing away, by reaſon of their drawing back ſome Out-Guards, ſmall 


tinued ; whereas we had ſcarce ſeen one fair blaſt for many days before. 


Town, which they had Fortified with good Barricadoes with Earth caſt 
up at every Avenue, and a competent Line patch'd up round about it, 


them in, Col. Hammond was ſent up with Three Regiments of Foot, be- 
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ſtill continued very wet, and ſo by all ſigns was like to hold till we were 
advanced from the Rendezvous. But ſuddenly when we were upon the 
march, beyond all expectation it began to be fair and dry, and ſo con- 


The Enemy (as we underſtood by the way) had all their Horſe drawn 
together about Torrington,” and with their Foot prepared to defend the 


cheir Horſe ſtanding by to Flank the ſame, and ſome within to ſcowre 
the Streets. Our Forelorn-Hope had order to advance to Stephenſon- 
Park, about a mile from the Town, and there to ſtay for the drawing up 
of the Army, there being no other place fit for that purpoſe nearer to the 
Town on that ſide we came on. But when we came near we under- 
ſtood that the Enemy had with Two hundred Dragoons poſſeſt the Houſe 
in the Park, and were Fortifying it, being of it ſelf very ſtrong, but up- 
on our nearer approach, the Dragoons quitted the Houſe, and our For- 
lorn-Hope falling on them, took many Priſoners ; and purfuing them 
near the Town were engaged ſo far as that they could nor well draw 
back to the Park, which occaſioned the ſending up of ſtronger Parties to 
make them good where they were, or beating them off; and art laſt, 
there being ſome fear that the Enemy would draw about them and hem 


ing his own, Col. Harlow's, and mine, and ſome more Horſe, to lye for 
Reſerves unto them; by which time the Night was grown on, ſo-that it 
was not thought fit, unleſs the Enemy appear'd to be drawing away, to 
attempt any thing turther upon the Town till Morning, in regard none 
of us knew the Ground, nor the Advantages or diſadvantages of it ; but 
about Nine of the Clock, there being ſome apprehenſion of the Enemies 


Parties were ſent out towards the Town's end to make a certain diſcove- 
, which going very near their Works, before the Enemy made any 
ring, but being at laſt entertained with a great Volley of Shot, and 
thereupon ſuppoſed to be Engaged, ſtronger Parties were ſent up to re- 
lieve them, and after them the Three Regiments went up for reſerves, 
till at laſt they fell on in earneſt ; after very hot Firings our Men coming 
up to the Barricadoes and Line, the Diſpute continued long at puſh o 
Pike, and with Butt-ends of Muskets, till at laſt it pleaſed God to make 
the Enemy fly from their Works, and give our Men the Entrance. After 
which our Men were twice repulſed by their Horſe, and almoſt all driven 
out again, but Col. Hammond with ſome other Officers and a few Soldi- 
ers, made a ſtop at the Barricadoes,and ſo making good their re-entrance, 
rallied their Men and went on again; Major Stephen's with their Forlorn 
Hope of Horſe coming ſeaſonably up to ſecond them, the Enemies Foot 
ran ſeveral ways, moſt of them leaving their Arms, but moſt of their 
Officers with the aſſiſtance of Horſe, made good their own Retreat out 
of the Town towards the Bridge, and taking the advantage of ſtraight 
Paſſages, to make often ſtands againſt our Men, gave time for many of 
their Foot to get over the Bridge; their Horſe without the Town, atter 
ſome attempts at other Avenues, to have broken in again upon us, being 
repulſed, at laſt went all away over another Bridge, and at ſeveral other 
Paſſes of the River, and all tell Weſt-ward ; the Ground where their 
Horſe had ſtood, and the Bridge they went over lying ſo beyond the 
Town, as our Horſe could not come at them, but through the Town, 
which by reafon of ſtraight Paſſages through ſeveral Barricadoes was ve- 
ry tedious, by means whereof, and by reaſon of continued ſtraight 
Lanes the Enemy had to Retreat by after they were over the River, as 
alſo by the advantage of the Night, and by their perfect knowledge of 
the Country, and our ignorance therein, our Horſe could do little Exe- 
cution upon the purſuit ; but Parties being ſent out ſeveral ways to fol- 
low them as thoſe diſadyantages would admit, did the beſt they could, 
brought back many Priſoners and Horſes; we took many Priſoners in the 
Town, who being put into the Church where the Enemies Magazine 


lay, 
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lay, of above Fourſcore Barrels of Poder, as is reported, beſides other Am- 
munition, either purpoſely by ſome deſperate Priſoner, or caſually by ſome 
Soldier, the Powder was fired, whereby the Church was quite blown up, 
the Priſoners and moſt of our Men that Guarded them were killed, and 
overwhelmed in the Ruins, the Houſes of the Town ſhaken and ſhatter- 
ed, and our Men all the Town over much endangered by the Stones, 
Timber, and Lead, which with the Blaſt were carricd up verv high and 
ſcattered in great abundance all the Town over, and beyond; yet it 
pleaſed God that few of our Men were ſlain or hurt thereby, ſave thoſe 
in the Church; only our loſs of Men otherwiſe, was ſmall in this Ser- 
vice, though many Wounded, it being a hotter Service than. any Storm 


this Army hath beſore been upon, wherein God gave our Men great Re- 


ſolution ; and Col. Hammond eſpecially, and other Officers Engaged with 
him, behaved themſelves with much Reſolution, Couragg and Diligence 


recovering the Ground after their Men were quite repulſed. Ot Priſon- 
ers taken in this Service about Two hundred were Blown up, Two hun- 


dred have taken up Arms with us, and about Two hundred more Com- 
mon Soldiers remain Priſoners, beſides many Officers, Gentlemen and 
Servants ; not many Ylain, but their Foot ſo diſperſed, as that of about 


| Three thouſand, which the moſt credible Perſons affirm they had there, 


and we find by a Liſt taken among the Lord Hopron's Papers, themſelves 
did account the more, we cannot hear of above Four hundred that they 
carried off with them into Cornwall, whither their Horle alſo are gone; 
being much broken and diſperſed as well as their Foot. 

By the Conſiderations and Circumſtances in this Buſineſs which I have 
here touched upon, you will perceive whoſe hand it was that led us to 
it, and gave ſuch ſucceſs in it; and truly there were many more evident 
appearances of the good hand ot God therein than I can ſet forth; let all 
the Honour be to him alone tor ever, being deſirous, as Gcd ſhall fee it] 
good, and further enable me, to improve the advantage of this ſucceſs 
to the uttermoſt. 

The next day having ſent ſome Regiments of Horſe and Foot to ad- 
vance unto Quarters up towards Hel/orthy, to ſet the Enemy more 
home unto Cormwall, and with more terror upon them, I ſent alſo one 
Regiment of Foot with ſome Horſe, back towards Parnſtaple to poſſeſs 
the Earl of Bath's Houſe at North-Taviſtock, about a mile from Barnftaple, 
on this ſide the River, whereby the Gariſon will be eaſily kept in on this 
ſide, and I ſhall try what will be done upon it other ways, whilſt the 
Army takes a little reſt here abouts, which the unſeaſonable Marches, 
miſerable Quarters, and hard Duty both Horſe and Foot for many days, 
have been put unto, do neceſſarily require. But I conceive that as ſoon 
as the Army can be fitted for the purpoſe, it would be beſt to follow the 
Enemy home, and throughly into Cornwall ; the breaking ot that Body of 
Horſe that's left there being the likelieſt means to prevent or diſcourage 
the Landing of any Foreign Forces in theſe Parts; or the railing of any 
more out of Cornwall; in order to which I mult earneſtly recommend to 
your care two things eſpecially, the one to provide by the diſpoſal of 
your Forces in the. Midland Parts, that by*Excurſions from Oxfird hither- 
ward, I may not be diverted from proſecution of the Work in Cermwall 
to fend again that way, nor the Sieges of Exeter and Barnſtaple diſturbed, 
when I am Engaged further Weſt: The other, that Money may be ſpee- 


. ded; if any ways poſſible, but for a Month or fix Weeks to enable the 


Horſe as well as Foot to pay Quarters in Cermwell, whereby the oppoli- 
tions that People might make would in all likelihood be taken off , and 
their Aﬀections or good opinions gained, to make them helptul to us a- 
gainſt Fog profang oppreſſors. There came unto me this day a young 
Man from Truro, who certifieth me, that Sir Walter Dudley came very late- 
ly from France, to let thoſe about the Prince know, that it there were an 
abſolute neceſſity, they could bring over their Men with a fair Wind from 
France to be here by the middle ot the next Month; expreſſing that they 
had near Sooo Foot, and 2900 Horle in readineſs, ard Three Months 


Pay provided for them, beſides Ten thouſand Pound in Bullion daily ex- 
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pected, a Mint being ready to Coyn the fame, but yet intimated a con- 21 Caralj. 


upon Sir Jobn Culpepper was to go in all haſte to France updn Friday laſt, as 
is ſuppoſed on purpoſe either to haſten all, or a good part of thoſe Forces 
over. I think it will be very good that as much Shipping as may be ob- 
tained be haſtned into thoſe Parts. I ſhall upon this Intormation, and the 
good Succeſs God hath been pleaſed to give us, ſo diſpoſe of the Army, 
as may moſt effectually conduce to a ſpeedy and through Settlement of

Out-Guards up to the Main-Guard, which conſiſting of about 600, | 
moſt of them his Highneſs's the Prince of Wales's Life-Guard, and 
brave Gentlemen, then Commanded by Major Pert a proper ſtout 
Gallant Man, who drew out to meet them, and gave a molt brisk 
home-Charge, the Major himſelt Charging quite through the firſt 
Diviſion, but being ſhot was taken Priſoner, (and afterwards died 
of his Wounds) upon which his Troops retired in diſorder, and 
were purſued two or three miles by Quarter-Maſter General Fincher, 
who led the Van, wherein many were Slain and Wounded, near 
an hundred taken Priſoners, and about 300 Horſes taken, their

And I hear from good 
hands, that our Gracious Sovereign is at preſent ſo far advanced in a 
Treaty with the Parliament, as that he hath promiſed to paſs four of their 
Bills propoſed, whereot the intruſting of the Militia for Seven years, in 
hands agreed between them, is one. I,defire you to deal freely with me 
in that particular, for if that be ſo, it will ſpare the labour of further 
Treaty, being for my part ready to obey whatſoever his Majeſty ſnall a- 
gree to. God hath indeed of late humbled us. with many ill Succeſſes, 
which I acknowledge as a very certain evidence of his juſt Judgment a- 
gainſt us for our Perſonal crimes ; yet give me leave to ſay, your pre- 
lent proſperity cannot be ſo certain an evidence of his being altogether 
pleaſed with you. It is true, we are reduced to a lower condition than

The Trumpet was 
return'd about Three in the Morning, that the General did hear. 
ken to a Treaty, and would appoint Commiſſioners to meet at the 
Place propoſed by the Lord Hopton. Hereupon Commiſſioners on 
both ſides were nominated to meet at Nine the next Day, (being 
Tueſday Morning March the roth but the General being unwilling 
to loſe time, gave Orders for a March ; accordingly the Army that 
Tueſday advanced by break of Day, and marched to a Rendezvous 
within two miles of Truro, by Ten of the Clock, where the Lord 
Hopton's Trumpeter brought a fate Conduct for the Commiſſioners, 
and they. having received the like, a Ceſſation was agreed to, but 
withal a Meſſage was ſent to the Lord Hopton from the General, 


Night, which he thought fit to give him notice of, that none of 
his Forces might be lett in the Town. This much diſreliſhed the 
Lord Hopton, and his Commiſſioners that he ſent, had much relu- 
Aancyfagainlt it. And fo at laſt Fairfax upon Conference, was con- 
tent to let them have St. Ellen for their Quarter, reſerving till 


Wedneſday the 11th, the Commiſſioners on both ſides met again, 
but could not make any great progreſs into the Treaty; the Ceſla- 
tion was continued for a day longer; about one hundred and twen- 
ty Muſquetiers came in this Day with their Arms and Colours fly- 
ing, being of Colonel Trevanians Regiment; alſo divers Colonels, 
Knights and Gentlemen of Quality ſent to Fairfax, making known 
their deſires, to be received into the Protection of the Parliament; 
which ſo diſheartned Col. Trevanian then with his Regiment at Pe- 
rin, that late that Evening he alſo ſent, deſiring he might be in- 
cluded in the Treaty with the Lord Hopton, and have the ſame} 
Conditions that other Officers were to have. Theſe things ope- 


that had a great command of the Haven at Falmouth, that he like 
wiſe ſent to be received into the like Terms. And although the 
Governour of Pendennis ſent to command him to come into the Ca- 
{tle of Pendennis, he refuſed and perſiſted in his former deſire; where- 
upon the General ſent him Conditions, with a Summons ; which 
were accepted, and he agreed to Surrender. 

By Twelve of the Clock this Night, all the material Points of 
the Treaty were concluded, matters of Circumſtances only remain- 
ed, which yet were ſo neceſſary to be concluded, in order to the 
perſecting of the Treaty, that the next Day was allowed (and the 
Ceſſation continued) for the finiſhing therein. When the Treaty 
was fully ended, and Hoſtages appointed, the ſame day St. Mawes 
Caſtle was Surrendred, and Thirteen Pieces of Ordnance in it, 
(whereot Two Great Braſs-pieces of about Four thouſand Weight 
a piece) and Foot were ſent to poſſeſs it. | 

The Treaty being thus ended, thoſe that ſeemed moſt diſcontent- | 
ed were the Common Troopers that were to be Diſmounted, who 
therefore to mend their Conditions, had changed away their belt | 
Horſes, for advantage before the Disbanding. Sature 
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Saturday was appointed to be the day of Disbanding, which yet 
of. very neceſſity was put off till the next day; and now all things 
being agreed, the Commiſſioners of both ſides ſupt this Night 
with the General. 

The next Day the French Regiment under the Command of Mon- 
feur Lapland, which was to be the firſt Disbanded, was brought 
to the place appointed.

X. That to all thoſe who according to the effe of the Articles ſhall 
chuſe to go beyond the Seas, Paſſes ſhall be granted from the General 
Sir Thomas Fairſax accordingly ; and to thoſe who being Engliſh ſhall 
chuſe to live at home, Paſſes for that purpoſe, and Protections for the 
liberty of their Perſons, and alſo for the Freedom of their Eſtates from 
all Plunder and violence of Soldiers; and that ſuch Gentlemen, or others 
that haye conſiderable Eſtates, may have the General's Letter of Recom- 
mendation to the Parliament (it deſired) for their moderate compoſition. 


XI. That after the performance of theſe Articles ſo far as to Disbanding 
and delivering up of: what is to be delivered, all Officers and Soldiers that 
ſhall according to theſe Articles, chuſe to go beyond the Seas,ſhall have ſuf- 
| ficiznt- Quarters aſſigned them by Sir Tho. Fairfax near convenient Ports 
for their Tranſportation: And that they ſhall have Twenty eight Days al- 
lowed to ſtay in England, from the day of their ſeveral Disbanding, an 
that the charge of Quartering their Horſes be diſcharged by themſelves 
after the firſt tourteen Days tor the time of their further ſtay. That the 
General will appoint Men to take care that Shipping ſhall be provided 
tor Tranſporting their Perſons, Arms, Bag and Baggage, they paying the 
accuſtomed Rates. 


XII. That a certain number of Officers of the Lord Hopron's Army, 
not exceeding forty, upon the Lord Hopron's Commiſſioners requeſt, ſhall 
be permitted to have Paſſes for themſelves, and their Servants, Horſes 


the number ot two, their Horſes three, to every one reſpectively. 


XIII. That the Lord Hopton ſhall be allowed for his own uſe, all his 
Horſes : Provided they exceed not the number of forty ; and Arms for 
himſelf and twelve Men.

XV. - That all Horſes, Arms and Furniture of War, belonging to, or 
in the hands of any Perſon in the ſaid Army, not allowed in the prece- 
dent or ſubſequent Articles to be carried away, ſhall be delivered up to 
ſuch Perſons and ſuch Places near Truro, or Sr. Thomas Fairfax his Head 
Quarters, as his Excellency ſhall appoint, within Six Days after the 
Date hereot without Spoil or Embezilment, at the Care as well of 
the General Officers of the ſaid Army and all Commanders in their ſe- 
veral .Charges, as by the Perſons themſelves to whom ſuch Arms or 
Furniture of War do belong, or in whoſe Cuſtody they were. 


XVI. That whoſoever ſhall after the Concluſion of this Treaty, 
purpoſely break, ſpoil, or embezle any of the Arms, Horſes, or Furni- 
ture agreed and concluded to be delivered up in this Treaty, ſhall forfeit 
the Benefit due to him by any Article in the Treaty. And if any of 
the ſaid Army, after the Concluſion of this Treaty, ſhall Plunder or wil- 
fully do any Violence unto any Inhabitants of the Country, he ſhall 
give Satisfaction unto the Perſons ſo wronged, or loſe the Benefit of the 
Treaty ; and that the Commiſſioners of both Parties, or any Three of 
them, whereof one or more to be of Sr. Thomas Fairfax his Party, and 
one or more to be of the Lord Hopton's , ſhall have Power to hear and 
determine all ſuch Caſes accordingly. | 


XVII. That the ſaid Army and Horſes, under the Command of the 
Lord Hopton, from the time of the Concluſion of this Treaty until the 
time of their drawing out to be disbanded, as in the enſuing Articles, 
ſhall be Quartered in ſuch Places Weſtward from Truro as Sr. Thomas 
| Fairfax ſhall appoint , which ſhall be large enough for their Accom- 
modation ; and that the Ceſſation of Arms, and of all Acts of Hoſti- 
liry betwixt the Two Armies, «hall continue unto the Time of the 
compleat disbanding of the Lord Hopton's Army. 


XVIII. That for the Disbanding of the ſaid Forces, and Delivering 
up of Horſes, Arms, Cc. in Performance of the precedent Articles, 
every Brigade and Regiment under the Lord Hopren's Command ſhall 
by their Reſpective Commanders be drawn out into ſuch Places of Ren- 
devouz, within Two Miles of Truro, or Sr. Thomas Fairfax his Head 
Quarters, and upon ſuch Days as Sir Thomas Fairfax ſhall for them jointly 
or ſeverally appoint, notice of the ſame being given to his Excellency 
in writing Sixteen Hours before-hand, under the Commiſſioners of the 
Lord Hoptons Part, or any of them; Two or more of whom ſhall for 
that End and other Purpoſes , continue at Sr. Thomas Fairfax his Head 
Quarters, until the disbanding be finiſhed ; and that the Quarter-Maſter 
| General, or Adjutant of the Lord Hopton s, with one Horſeman from 
every Brigade, ſhall alſo be there with them, and that none of the ſaid 
Brigades or Regiments ſhall be drawn out of their Quarters (which ſhall 
be aſſigned to them as before) otherwiſe than upon, and according to, 
ſuch notice from Sir Thomas Fairfax as before, except to and for their 
ordinary Guards. 


XIX. That to, or before the drawing out of the ſeveral Brigades or 
Regiments to ſuch Rendezvouz, as before, the Chief Commanders of them 
reſpectively ſhall deliver, unto whom Sir Thomas Fairfax ſhall appoint, a 
true and perfect Liſt of the Regiments and Troops in the ſeveral Bri- 


gades, and of all Officers and Soldiers in their ſeveral Troops, —

Tranſaftions to the end of the Year 1645. 


LIS Majeſty after the fatal Battel at Naſeby, June the 14th, 

Retreated towards Hereford, and ſo to Ragland, and other 
parts in Wales to Recruit his Army; from whence about the be- 
ginning of Auguſt he advanced with about 3000 Horſe by the way 
of Ludlow, and ſo to Litchfield, Aug. the 8th, the Scots (who by 
this time were ſet down before Hereford, as ſhall be related in 
convenient place) ſending out a ſtrong Party of Horſe under Lieu- 
tenant General David Leſley, to attend his Motions. On Wedne/- 
day, Aug. 13th, his Majeſty Quartered about Titbury and Aſblurn, 
where Sir Fohn Gell Skirmiſht with his Rear, but was beat off, and 
ſome of his Men taken Priſoners. On the 15th the King came to 
Welbeck-Houſe, and there was Reinforced with Horſe and Dra- 
goons from Newark. It was believed that his Majeſty then deſign- 
ed for the North, to Joyn with Montroſs, who about that time was 
Maſter of the Field in Scotland. To prevent which Major General 
Poyntz was Poſted with above 2000 Horle about Doncaſter and Ro- 
theram, with whom Col. Roſſiter, and the Staffordſhire and Derby- 


Paſſage that way Intercepted (the Pais at Ferrybriggs beipg ſecured, 
and Leſley ready to joyn with the Enemy) turn'd back Southwards, 
and from Newark fell into the Aſſociated Counties, and having lain 
one Night at Belvoir. Caſtle, made his next Head-Quarters at Stam- 


the Van of his Army (which conſiſted only of Horſe and Dragoons ) 
came to Huntington, where at the Bridge Capt. Bennet with his 
Foot-Company oppoſed them, until he himſelf, his Lieutenant, and 
many of his Men being ſlain, they_forc'd their Entrance, and be- 
came Maſters of that Town, where the King Quarter'd on Monday 
rae 25th of Auguſt, and gave Cambridge ſeveral Alarms, and faced 
it with a Party of Horſe, but then drew off, and on Tueſday lay at 
Wooburn,but his Troops ſpread themſelves in ſeveral Parties through 
Bedfordſhire, and part of Hartfordſhire, ſome of them coming as 
far ks Margret- Street, not above five miles beyond St. Albars, and 
on Wedneſday his Majeſty was in Perſon at Dunſtable, but moſt of 
his Forces Quarter'd about Biſſiter, and on the 287 of Auguſt re- 
paired to Oxford, where the day before the Lord Keeper Littleton| 
departed this Life. In this ſudden and unexpected March, his Ma- 
jeſty's Horſe got great Booty out of thoſe Countries adhering to the 
Parliament through which they paſsd, eſpecially at Huntington. 
His Majeſty taking with him what Forces might be ſpared, on the 
3 1/t of Auguſt march d from Oxford to Cambden, and the Two Hou 
(es fearing that his deſign was either to raiſe the Siege of Hereford 
or Briſtol ( whereof the former was at that time Inveſted by Gene- 
ral Leven and the Scots, the latter by Fairfax) gave immediate Or- 
ders that Major General Poyntz and Col. Roſſiter ſhould draw what 
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[forces they could together, and attend the King's lotions, hold. 
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ing Correſpondence with Leven or Fairfax, according as they 
found eirher of them in danger of being Attacked. But the Scots 
upon the King's approach (and for the reaſons herein after menti- 
oned) raiſed their Siege before Fereford of their own accord, and 
began to march homewards ; ind ſoon after his Majeſty received 
the unexpected News of the loſs of Briſtol, being Surrendred by 
Prince Rupert on the Eleventh of September to Sir Thomas 
Fairfax. 

The King after the Retreat of the Scots viſited Hereford, and 
continued there and at Worceſter and Ludlow, till about the 2oth 
of that Month, Poyntz with conſiderable Forces lying between 
him and Oxford. Sometime before this the Parliaments Forces Be- 
ſieging Beeſton-Caſtle, not far from Weſt-cheſter, on a ſudden Col. 
Jones who Commanded the Horſe, with Adjutant General Louthian, 
who Commanded the Foot, drew off thence a Party of 1300 Horſe 
and Foot about Eight a Clock in the Evening, and advancing all 


Clock before Cheſter on the Eaſt-Gate fide, and divided their For. 
ces into four Squadrons to Storm the Works in ſo many ſeveral 
places, and got upon the Works in {ome places before the Guards 
diſcovered them, and fo with little loſs made themſelves Maſters of 
the Forreſt-Street, with the Bar, St. 7h s Church, Barker's Lane, 
Sc. with the Mayor's Houſe, Sword and Mace, and thereby much 
afirightned and ſtrauned the City, before which they continued, 
expecting daily Sir William Brereton with more Forces to joyn 
with them; whereſore to prevent it poſſible the loſs of fo impor. 
tant a place (and ſo convenient for the Landing ofthe Forces from 
Ireland, who every minute were expected) his Majeſty with about 
5000 Horle and Foot draind out of ſeveral Gariſons, advanced 
that way, and. Major General Poyntz follows with all expedition 
aſter him; and on Routon Heath within ſome two miles of Cheſter, 
began to Engage with his Majelty's Forces, who Charged with 
ſuch Reſolution that they routed the Major, and were in purſuit of 
him, when at the ſame inſtant Col. Jones and Adjutant Louthian ha- 
ving drawn out 500 Horle, and 300 Foot from their Leaguer be- 
fore Cheſter, came up to his Aſliſtance, Charging the King's Troops 
on the other ſide, u hich gave Poyntz s Men an opportunity to Rally, 
and then there began a moſt furious freſh Encounter, wherein at 
laſt the King's Forces having to deal with Poyntz in the Front, and 
Jones in the Rear, were diſcomfited, five or {ix hundred of them 
{lain upon the place, amongſt whom was the Lord Berty Stuart 
Earl ot Litchfeld ; many Officers and Perſons of Quality, and a- 
bove 1000 Common Soldiers taken, his Majeſty himſelf not with. 
out difficulry retiring with the Remainder into Wales; where having 
ſtaid ſome days about Denbighſhire to retreſh and recruit his Forces, 


Marmaduke Langdale, and other Great Commanders, and an Army 
of about 3000 Fighting Men, came on the Second of October to 
Litchfield, the next day to Melburn, and on the 4th to Newark, 
where he continued till, about the beginning of November ; his 
Horſe being Quarter'd at Belvoir, Worton, Welbeck, and Sleford. 
But Poyntz and great Numbers of the Parliaments Forces drawing 
round that way, and having on Monday, Novemb. 3. taken by 
Storm Shelford Mannor (the Earl of Cheſterfield's Houſe) where the 


Gariſon conſiſting of about 200, were moſt of them put to the 
Sword,

ark, took the opportunity whilſt the Parliamentarians were Enga- 
ged before that Houſe, to march away in the Night with a Party 
of Horſe to Daintry, where the Eat] of Northampton met him with 
a greater Body, and conducted him to Banbury, and fo to Oxford, 
where he arrived Novemb. the 6th, and continued there and there- 
abouts all the reſt of this Year, ſending divers Meſlages to the Two 
Houles about a Treaty for Peace: All which together with their 
Anſwers you will find in the {ſubſequent Chapter of Civil Tranſ- 
actions. | 

After the Surrender of Newcaſtle to the Scottiſh Army in Octob. 
16.44 (whereof we have before given an Account) part of their 
Forces laid Siege to Carliſle, which was reſolutely defended by the 
Governour Sir Tho. Glemham; but being reduced to the utmoſt Ex- 
tremity, and without any proſpect of Relief, he Surrendred it to 


them June the 28th upon Honourable Conditions, viz. to march 


out with Horte and Arms, Colours Flying, Drums Beating, and a 
Convoy to Skipton or Newark ; to which latter he march'd with a- 
bout eighty Horſe, and 500 Foot. | 

Soon alter, viz. Fuly 21. Pontfrat-Caſtle likewiſe Surrendred to 
the Parliaments Forces upon Articles much to the ſame effect. 

And four days after Scarborough.Caſtle (that had held out a long 
Siege under Sir Hugh Cholmley, and before which Sir John Meldrum 
upon a Salley in May had been Wounded, whereot he afterwards 
died) did allo Surrender to Sir Mat. Bointon upon Articles, which 
were much grumbled at by ſome of the Parliaments Party as too 


. | favourable, being as follows. 


Articles agreed and concluded upon the Twenty ſecond Day of July 1645, 
betwixt the Honourable Sir Matthew Boynton, Knight and Baronet, | 
one of the Military Committee for the Northern Afſcciation : Col. 
Francis Laſſels, Col. Simon Needham, Commanders in chief of the 
Forces for the King and Parliament in Scarborough: And the Ho- 
nourable Sir Hugh Cholmley, Xnight and Baronet, Governour of 
the Caſtle there ; concerning the Rendition thereof to the Perſons 
before Named. 


I. HA the Caſtle be Surrendred upon Friday next, being the 

Twenty fifth Day of this Inſtant July 1645, by Twelve ot the 
Clock at Noon: That all the Arms, Ordnance, Ammunition, Proviſion 
and Goods of what ſort ſoever, now in, and about the Caſtle (except 
what is hereafter excepted) ſhall be delivered to the Commanders in 
Chief in Scarborough, or to whom they ſhall appoint, to the uſe of the 
King and Parliament. | 


II. That all Priſoners now in the Caſtle be ſet at liberty within ſix 
Hours atter the Sealing of theſe Articles. 


III. That the Governour Sir Hugh Chelmley, and thoſe Officers, and 
Gentlemen Soldiers, if he deſire it, Mal have a ſafe Convoy from hence 
into Holland, on be ſafely conveyed to Newark, whether they ſhall chuſe; 
and it any after their coming to Newark ſhall then reſolve to go into 
Holland, giving notice thereof within ſix Days to the Committe for Mili- 
tary Affairs at ork, they ſhall have Paſſes from thence, to take Shipping 
at Hull, Scarborong h, and-Birdlington-K.ey, and be there Accommodated 
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paying {mall Rates, ſo that they take the firſt opportunity of Wind and 
Shipping. | 
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Shipping. And ſuch other who deſire them, ſhall have Paſſes from the 
ſaid Committee to go to the ap Army, or any of his Gariſons, as 
they pleaſe ; they travelling not above Twenty in a Company, where the 
Governour or Colonel ſhall be in Perſon, otherwiſe not above Ten in a 
Company; the time to be permitted gn their ſeveral Paſſes, as the di- 
ſtance of the Places they go to ſhall require ; none of them paſſing 
through any Gariſon for the King and Parliament, if there be any other 


way. 


IV. That no Perſon whatſoever going from this Caſtle, be Plundered, 
Arreſted, or ſtaid upon any ground or pretence whatſoever, and in ſuch 
caſe upon complaint made to the aforeſaid Committee at York, to be 


ſpeedily redreſſed, 


| V. That the Lady Cholmley ſhall have liberty to live at her own Houſe 
in Whitby, and enjoy ſuch part of her Eſtate, as is allowed by Ordnance 
of Parliament : That ſhe may have two Men-ſervants, and two Horſes 


to carry her ſelf and ſuch neceſſary things as ſhall be granted her. 


VI. That all inferior Officers, Common Soldiers, and others, who 
have deſire to live at home, ſhall have Paſſes granted them for that end, 
and ſhall nor be forced to take up Arms againſt their minds : That the 
Sick and Wounded ſhall be provided for until their recovery, and then 
have Paſſes to travel to what place they pleaſe, having ſufficient time al- 
[lowed for their Journey, and two Perſons permitted to take care of 


them. 


VII. That the Governour march on his own Horſe, with Sword, 
Piſtols, and Defenſive Arms +; and all Field-Officers upon their own 
Horſes, with their Swords and Piſtols, all Captains whatſoever, Lieute- 
nants, Cornets of Horſe in like manner, three Servants of the Governour 
and one for every Field-Officer as aforeſaid, and all other Officers and 
Soldiers whatſoever on Foot, without any other Arms than their Swords, 
and not to be compelled to march above ten Miles a Day.

Servant, and that all Sick and Lame-men may enjoy the fame Priviledge. 


X. That all Gentlemen of Quality and Clergy-men have liberty to 
march, Gentlemen with their Swords ; that none of them carry above 
the value of 5 J. in Money or Plate about their Perſons, and nothing in 


their Cloth-bags, but as is expreſſed in the Eighth Article. 


XI. That there be no fraud or deceit whatſoever uſed, in ſpoiling or 
imbezilling any thing before mentioned, or comprized in theſe Articles; 
and if any of them bal be violated, the Party offending ſhall be deliver- 
ed to the Commander in chief where the fact ſhall be done, to give ſatis- 
faction for his offence, and his particular a& ſhall not be underftood as a 


breach of theſe Articles, nor be prejudicial to any other.

The Scots continued here till about the beginning of September, 
and then raiſed their Siege. The occaſions and reaſons whereof 
they ſoon after publiſh'd as followeth. 
A Declaration of his Excellency the Earl of Leven. 
2 EST the miſrepreſentation of our Affairs at a diſtance, and the miſ- A Declarati- 
conſtructions of ſuch as want affection, might poſſibly beget a miſ- | on of his Ex- 


underſtanding of the reality and ſincerity of our intentions and deſires, to 
be uſeful to this Kingdom. and to improve every opportunity and advan- 
tage for advancing the Publick Service; I have thought it neceſſary to 
declare and make known the Grounds and Reaſons of the riſing of this 
Army from the Siege of Hereford, which are as follow. 

At our firſt undertaking of this Service we had large Promiſes, for fur- 
niſhing and providing our Army with Victuals, and with all Materials 
neceſſary for a Siege; in both which we have been exceedingly diſap- 
pointed. Concerning the firſt, the Honourable Houſes of Parliament 
did appoint 200 J. per diem to be Aſſeſſed upon Herefordſhire, and the adja- 
cent Counties, to be paid to the Infantry of the Army, whereof they never 
received a farthing, but for the moſt part have been leſt to their own ſhift, 
and conſtrained to eat Fruit and the Corns that were growing upon the 
ground, and now for theſe fix or ſeven Months paſt, have received but 
one Months Pay, which was advanced by the City of London. 

As the Army hath been much diſcouraged for want of neceſſary Pro- 
viſions for their maintenance, ſo the Service hath been exceedingly re- 
tarded by the want of Battering Pieces and Ball, tor we had only from 
Glouceſter three Guns of Eighteen Pound Ball, and to each of them fifty 
Ball, ſo that we yere forced to ſend to the Iron Mills to cauſe more Ball 
to be caſt, which ſpent a great deal of time; we entertained fifty Min- 
ers, and when the Mines were brought to perfection, they were drown- 
ed by reaſon of eight days continual Rain, the Town being low in Situ- 
ation: Notwithſtanding all which diſcouragements, after conſultation 
with the General Officers, Orders were iſſued upon Monday the firſt of 
this Inſtant, to the ſeveral Regiments, to make ready for a Storm againſt 
the next Morning; but within a few Hours aiter theſe Orders were iſſu- 
ed, there came a Meſſenger from Eveſham with intelligence that the 
King's Horſe, being about 3000, had a Rendezvous on Broadway and 
Cambden-Hill, and were marching to Worceſter : This Intelligence was im- 
mediately confirmed by Letters from the Commitree of Eveſham, and 
from Glauceſter, to the Commiſſioners of Parliament, and from Col. Free- 
man, and Col. Devereux, (who ſent a Copy of a Letter which he had 
from one of his Servants;) ſome of thoſe Informations ſay the Enemy was 
7009,and cthers ſay 6000,and at leaſt 3000. All this could not have made 
us alter our former Reſolutions, but at the ſame time we received a Let- 
ter from Licutenant General David Leſley, ſhewing that he was gone to 
Scotland with the whole Party of Horſe and Dragoons under his Com- 
mand. In this conjuncture we were not a little perplexed how to carry 
our ſelves, for when we thought upon all the pains and hazard we had 
undergone, and the fair probability of our ſpeedy compaſling the end we 
propoſed therein, we were very deſirous to have continued in our Reſo- 
lutions, and the next day to have adventuted a Storm; but the Eneqies

ble ſtrength of Horſe to interpoſe berwixt us and their Quarters, which 
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were ſo near, that they might eaſily have aſſaulted us before our Breaches 
could be made, and ſo have interrupted us in the midſt of the action; it 
was generally conceived a very dangerous attempt, for if the Enemies 
forces ſhould fall upon us before we could enter the Town, it was the 
apparent ruin and deſtruction of the Army: And albeit we had been aſ- 
ſured to carry the place beſore the King's Forces could have come this 
length, (which by our Intelligence we find was not poſſible for us to do) 
yet having no conſiderable ſtrength of Horſe to oppoſe the Enemy, all 
the ways and paſſages had been cloſe ſhut up by their Cavalry, all accom- 
modation of Draughts and Provilions of Victuals had been totally cut off, 
beſides many more inconveniences, from which we knew no way how 
to be relieved. For preventing ot all which, and the preſervation of this | 
Army, tor the Publick good of both Kingdoms, (which is the mcaſure 
of our deſires, and the end of all our Actions) after a full debate and 
ſerious deliberation, it was refolved by the Committee of both Kingdoms, 
reſiding with this Army, that the Siege ſhould be raiſed, and thereupon 
Orders were given for drawing off the whole Body ot the Army to the 


| open Fields, which was accordingly pertormed next Morning, without 


any loſs upon our tide, and the Enemy ſeveral times ſallying forth, both 
with Horſe and Boat, were beaten back with the loſs of divers, both 
Officers and Soldiers. Theſe Grounds and Reaſons impartially weighed, 
will evidence a conjuncture of neceſlities laid upon us for preferring the 
ſafety of the Army to the uncertain event of a dangerous aſſault, in the 
now poſture of Affairs, when a cruel Enemy is Maſter of the Fields in 
Scotland, and for theſe three Weeks paſt, hath robbed, plundered and 
ſpoiled the ſubſtance of that Kingdom at his pleaſure, deſtroy ing the 
Lands and Houſes of the well-affected by fire, and impriſoning their 
Perſons, for all which he pretendeth no other Quarrel, but the aſſiſtance 
given by us to this Kingdom; which as it was performed with much rea- 
dineſs and cheerfulneſs, and no lets expence in the hardeſt ſeaſon of the 
year, and when this Kingdom was in its loweſt condition; ſo we are 
confident to meet with the like kindneſs and cheertul affection in the day 
of our calamity, when the Lord is pleaſed to hide his Countenance irom 
us for our Sins and provocations againſt him.

The Scots marched away to Glouceſter, and ſo towards Warwick 
Northwards ; Lieut. Gen. David Leſley being with a ſtrong Party 
of Horſe and Dragoons gone ſome time betore into Scotland, of 


| whoſe Encounter with the Marqueſs of Montrofs we ſhall have occa- 


ſion to ſpeak in the particular Chapter ot the Affairs of that King- 
dom. 

On the 234 of Septemb, the Commons Ordered that the Scotiſb 
Army in England ſhould be deſired to fit down before Newark, and 
that they ſhould lay no Aſſeſſments or Contributions on any Coun- 
ty in this Kingdom, but that the Eaſtern Aſſociation ſhould pay 
r400 /. per Week to the ſaid Scots Army for their maintaince. And 
on the 6th of Octob. added, That at their fitting down before that 
Gariſon they ſhould have 30000 Pounds paid them, with Proviſion 
of March, Powder, Bullet and other Neceſlaries ; which on the 
x 3th they qualified thus, That the Scots ſhould have the ſaid 30000 /. 


paid them if they ſhould fit down before Newark by the firſt of No. 
vember next, or elſe not. And alto on the Report that one Mr. Caſe 


was to be tryed by a Council of War of the Scotiſb Army, Voted, 
That the Scotiſp Army in this Kingdom have no power to Try any 
Engliſh Man by Martial Law, and that the ſaid Mr. Caſe ought ro 
have ſatisfaction therein. 

And on the 14th of Octob. both Houſes paſs'd the Votes en- 
ſuing : | 


1. That the Houſes will obſerve, and deſire to continue the Aſſiſtance, 
Amity, and Friendſhip betwixt both Kingdoms according to the Solemn 


League and Covenant, and their Treaty. 


2. That the Receding of the Scoriſh Army into thoſe Parts of Yorkſhire, 
where they now are, is not ſo uſeful to this Kingdom, as it they came 
and fat down before Newark, neither ought they to lay Taxes on the 


Country where they come, without making ſatisfaction. 


3. That Carliſle, Tinby-Caſtle, Hartlepool, and other Gariſons in the 
North, now in the Poſſeſſion of the Scots, are to be diſpoſed of accord- 
ing to the directions of the Parliament. 

4. That if the Scots fat down before Newark, according to the former 
Vote by the firſt of November next, they ſhould have forthwith 30000 . 
towards their Pay, &c. 


Alſo Commiſſioners were ſent down to Treat with the Scots 
Commiſſioners, touching the Scots rendition of all the Forts, Ca- 
ſtles and Places Gariſon d by them in England, and upon their re— 
turn, the reaſons alledgd to the contrary were held inſufficient, 
and a Letter Ordered to be ſent to the Parliament of Scotland about 
t. 
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At laſt the Scots did according to the Two Houſes Directions 
come back to Newark and Joyned with the Forces Beſieging that 
Town, where they continued till the beginning of May following, 
at which time his Majeſty thought fit to come privately to their 
Army, and intruſt his Royal Perſon with them, as ſhall be related 
in its proper place. 

As for the reſt of the Military Occurrences of this year 1645, 
conſiderable, and not comprehended under any of the Heads before 
mentioned, take them in the Series of time when they were Tranſ- 
ated, as follows. | 


On the firſt of Auguſt Major General Langhorn of the Parlia- 
ments ſide, drawing out ſome Forces out of the Garifons of Pem- 
broke and Tinby, Engaged Major General Stradling, and Major Ge- 
neral Egerton, with about 1000 Foot, and 400 Horſe, and four 
Ficld-pieces on Colby-Moor , three miles from Haverford-Weſt ; a 
ſharp Encounter there was, both ſides fighting briskly for above an 
Hour, but in Concluſion the Royal Horſe gave Ground and deſert- 
ed their Foot, ſo that beſides 150 kill'd on the place, and in the 
purſuit, there were near 600 taken Priſoners, amongſt whom ſome 
Men of Note, as Lieutenant Col. Price, Major Brande, Major Gud- 
dinge, Seven Captains, Four Guns, Five Barrels of Powder, &c. 
and purſued them to Haverford Town, which that Night they de- 
ſerted, and next Day Langhorn entred it, and on the 5th Stormed 
and took the Caſtle, and therein Col. Manley the Governour, 120 
Arms, &c. 

On the 12th of Octob. the ſame Maj. Gen. Langhorn by agree- 
ment with the Country was admitted into Carmarthen Town and 
Caſtle, the Town declaring for the Parliament. 

About the ſame time Col. Morgan Governour of Glouceſter, with 
300 Horſe, and 400 Foot, aſſiſted by the Monmouthſhire-Men, 
came before the Town of Chepſtow, and with little difficulty gain- 
ed poſſeſſion of it, and then ſent the following Summons to the 
Governour of the Caſtle, Col. Fitzmorrs an Iriſh Man. 


SIX, 


Am commanded by his Excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax to demand this 
Caſtle for the uſe of King and Parliament, which I require of you, 
and to lay down your Arms, and accept of reaſonable Propoſitions, 
which will be granted both to you and your Soldiers it you obſerve this 
Summons. And turther you are to conſider of what Nation and Reli- 
gion you are; it you refuſe this Summons you exclude your ſelf from

| But to return to my Lord Digby's' March : From Welbeck hef 
ſpeedily advanced to Doncaſter, took the Centry and the Parlia- 


ment Soldiers that were there fled, without making any reſiſtance, 
whoſe Quarters at Cuſworth, and ſeveral other Towns they beat up, 
and ſo proceeded to Sherburn, where they routed Col. Wren's Regi- 
ment ot Horſe, and took almoſt a Thouſand Foot Priſoners. And 
laid their Arms on an Heap in Sherburn-Street, till they could get 
Carriages to ſend them away; But before they could provide them, 
Col. Copley with a party of about thirteen hundred came up to 
them, upon whoſe approach the Lord Dighy and Sir Marmaduke 
drew out to meet them, and both ſides Charged with extraordina- 
ry Gallantry, but after a ſharp and doubtſul conteſt Copley's Men 
had the advantage, and put the others to the Rout, recovering not 
only all their own Foot and Arms, but alſo taking about 3009 Pri- 
ſoners, and many of them Perſons oi Note, together with rhe 
Lord Dighy's Coach, and therein ſeveral Letters and Papers, which 
were afterwards Printed by Order of the To Houles, and to recite 
them here would too much {well this Volume.

This is the Subſtance of moſt of thoſe Letters, but there being 7 
one which gives great light to the ſtate of the King's Affairs at that 
juncture, I thall for the Reader's ſatisfaction recite the ſame at large, 
25 tollows. 


At, Dear Lord, 
T is a great comfort to us to hear by this Expreſs, that Her Majeſty | 1 
preſerves Her Health, notwithſtanding that trouble of mind which] Letter to my 
our Misfortunes muſt needs have given Her; and that inſtead of deſpair- L | 
ing, Her Majeſty and you do rather improve your dilizence to Procure 
as Aids; God lend that your Hopes may ſucceed. For my part I think 
there is more probability in that of Denmark tor Men, now the Peace is 
concluded with the Swedes, and for Money trom Rome, than any other 
way. The buſineſs of Ireland hath hung long in ſuſpence, altho the King 
hath long ſince given my Lord of Ormond power to conclude Peace there, 
upon the very utmoſt Conceſſion that can poſſibly be yielded unto, with- 
out cauſing a Revolt, not only of all his Party here, but alſo ſuch an one 
of his Army, and all his Proteſtant Subjects there, as would make it im- 
poflible for the Trib to afford us any Aids, they would have ſo much to 
do within themſelves againſt thoſe that would not ſubmit to Peace upon 
ſuch Terms. The truth of it is, the Þiþ have proceeded hitherto, as it 
| they had no good intention, having not been contented with the Offers 
of more than their Agents did proteſs to expect, and have inſiſted upon 
thoſe Demands, the granting of which they could not but ſee, would be 
abſolutely deſtructive to His Majeſty, that 1s, the granting unto them 
the Proteſtant Churches in ſuch Pariſhes where the Number of the Ca- 
tholicks was greater, that is in effect all through Feland. And whereas 
you write that perhaps my Lord of Ormond is not the fit Perſon to con- 
clude that buſineſs, but that the management of it ſhould be remitted to 
the Queen, I am much afraid that the expectation of that in the Trib hath 
much retarded the hoped for iſſue of the Treaty, but (God be thanked) 
we receiv d Men: Now the certain News is, that the Peace there is con- 
cluded, and that an Expreſs from my Lord of Ormond is upon his way 
from Cheſter with all the Particulars. The utmoſt extent of my Lord of 
Ormond's power to grant, was the Suſpenſion of Poining's At as to the 
paſſing of ſuch Bills as ſhould be firſt agreed on ; the Repeal of the 
Penal Laws, and the allowing the Papiſts ſome Chappels in private pla- 
ces for the Exerciſe of their Religion; but you may not take notice that 
he had ſo large a power, tor happily he may have obtained a Peace upon 
a better Bargain. Thus much for that Buſineſs. 
His Majeſty approves very well of the Courſe propoſed by you for 
ſuch Aids as may be obtained from Denmark ; but above all things let 
the matter of Money be labour d in, for without ſome competent Stock 
of that againſt the next Spring, it will be impoſſible for us ever to have a 
Reſource again. My former Letters will have acquainted you with our 
Progreſs, ſince our Retreat from Wales, and the Reaſons of it, and I make 
no doubt but you will be ſatisfied, that the King's Buſineſs hath been as 
well Conducted in that Retreat from Wales, as the deſperateneſs of our 
condition could admit of, And that in fine, we are likely to have gain'd} 
the only thing we could hope tor, which was to reſerve His Majeſty's 
Perſon ſale, till the ſeaſon of the year ſhould fectire him in any of his 
Principal Gariſons from the danger of a Siege. Tis true, I could have 
wiſht that the Rebels had given us ſome leiſure, either in the North, or at 
Huntington (where we have done them ſome miſchiet, and gained ſome 
Reputation) and not obliged us to go to Oxford, yet this Fortnight, but 
prefling us as they have done, and do, it is not to be avoided; but I hope 
it is not poſſible, that they can any ways endanger Oxford before the Win- 
ter relieve it.

was no Secret, it was not my fault, for I thought it one, and I am ſure it 


ought to have been ſo. Now as {or your opinion of my Bulineſs, and 
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ny Religion, Crown and Friends, you had full reaſon tor your Advice; 
tor I conteſs that ſpeaking as a meer Soldier, or Stateſman, I muſt fay, 
there is no probability but ot my Ruin; Jet as a Chriſtian I muſt cell 
vou, that God will not ſuffer Rebels and Traytors to proſper, nor this 
Cauſe to be overthrown. And whatever Perſonal Puniſhment it ſhall 
pleaſe him to inflict upon me, muſt not make me repine, much lefs give 
over this Quarrel ; and there is as little queſtion that a Compotition with 
them at this time, is nothing elſe but a ſubmiſlion, which by the Grace 
of God I am reſolved againſt whatever it coſt me: For I know my Obli- 
dation to be both in Conſcience and Honour, neither to abandon God's 
Cauſe, injure my Succeſſors, nor forſake my Friends.

{entenc'd to death by a Council of War and Executed; and thence. 
'orwards it remained in poſſeſſion of the King's Forces till a while 
before the taking of Cheſter, and then as a Prodromus of its Neigh- 
bouring Citics tate was yielded to the Parliament. 

We have before in their proper places occaſionally mentioned ſe- 
veral Actions relating to the Siege of Cheſter, needleſs here to be 
repeated, as how it was relieved, and the Forces before it forced 
to riſe, upon the approach of Prince Rupert, how afterwards Col. 
Jones ſurprized The Out-works of the City, and the King endea- 
vouring to relieve it, was repelld at Routon-Moor; after which 
time the Beſiegers both there and at Beeſton Caſtle plied their Buſi- 
neſs more earneſtly than ever, about the beginning of October 1645,

On Saturday, Ofob, 25. Sir William Brereton (who had been 


[call'd away to London) came down again, being appointed by the

the Siege, ſent Col. Foxes with 1400 Horſe and Dragoons, and Ad- 
jutant Louthian with 1000 Foot to diſſipate them, whom they 
found not to be above 2000 ſtrong at moſt, yet they tought brave. 
ly; but at laſt Jones and Louthian put them to flight, kill'd (as was 
computed) one hundred, and took two or three hundred Priſoners, 
and ſeveral hundred Horſes. | 

The 14th of November Beeſton-Caſtle after Eighteen Weeks con- 
tinual Siege, being reduced to ſuch want of Proviſions that they 
eat Cats, Sc. the Governour Col. Ballard in compaſſion to his Sol- 
diers conſented to beat a Parley, whereupon a Treaty followed, 
and having obtained very Honourable Conditions (even beyond 
expectation in ſuch Extremity, viz. To march out, the Governour 
and Officers with their Horſes and Arms, and their own proper 
Goods (which loaded two Wains) the Common Soldiers with 
their Arms, Colours flying, Drums beating, Matches alight, and 
a proportion of Powder and Ball, and a Convoy to Guard them to 
Flint-Caſtle. He did on Sunday the 16th of Novemb. ſurrender the 
Caſtle. The Gariſon being reduced to not above ſixty Men, h 
marched away according to the Conditions. x: 

The Siege of Cheſter continued ſtill with the utmoſt Efforts of 
Courage and Skill both on the Defendants part, and Aſlailants ; for 
the Lord Byron bouy d up with continual hopes and intelligence of 
Relief from Ireland, reſolved if poſſible to preſerve the Town ; 
and when he perceived thoſe Expectations fail, and began to hear. 
ken to a Treaty, inſiſted on very high Conditions, as appears by 
this Letter of Sir William Brereton's to him. ' 


My Lord, 


Cannot now ſend you ſuch Propoſitions as have been formerly reje- 

&ed, every day producing loſs of Blood, and expence of Treaſure ; 
neither will I trouble my felt with anſweting the Particulars ot your un- 
parallel'd Demands ; to which it I ſhould ſuit mine, I could require no 
leſs than your ſelf and all the Officers and Commanders to be my Priſon- 
ers, and the reſt to ſubmit to Mercy. Yet to witneſs my deſires of the 
preſervation of the City, I have upon ſerious conſideration and debate 
thought fit to tender theſe encloſed Conditions; for the perfecting 
whereof I am content Commiſſioners meet concerning them, and ſuch 
further Particulars as may be conceived conducible to the Welfare of the 
City and Counties adjacent, and have given Commiſſion to theſe Gen- 
tlemen to receive your Anfwer in writing to theſe Propoſitions of mine 
herewith ſent, touching which I ſhall not be ſo ſcrupulous as to demand 
their return, not valuing to what view they may be expoſed, therefore

"THESE Demands of mine which you term unparallel'd, have been 

heretofore granted (by fat greater Commanders than your felt, no 
diſparagement to you) to places in far worſe condition than (God be 
thanked) this is yet; Witneſs the Baſſe, Breda, Maeftricht, and as many 
other Towns as have been Beleaguer d either by the Spaniard or the Hol- 
Jander, or to come home, York and Carliſle, and neareſt of all Beeſton- 
Caſtle. And therefore you muſt excuſe me it upon the Authority of fo 
many Examples, I have not only propounded, but think fit to inſiſt up- 
on them as the ſenſe of all manner of People in the City. As for your 
conceit in the demanding of my ſelf and the reſt of the Commanders and. 
Officers to be your Priſoners, I would have you know, that we eſteem 
our Honours fo far above our Lives, that no Extremity whatſoever can 
put ſo mean thoughts into the meaneſt of us all. And that to ſubmit to 
your mercy, is by us reckon'd amongſt thoſe things that we intend never 
to make ule of. JI am nevertheleſs ſtill content that the Commiſſioners

Aſter ſeveral ſuch mutual Meſſages, Commiſſioners were at laſt 
appointed, and agreed upon Terms, and the City was delivered up 
Febr. 3. on the Articles following. 


. THA che Lord Byron, and all Noblemen, Commanders, Officers, 

Gentlemen and Soldiers, and all other Perſons whatſoever, now 
reſiding in the City of Cheſter, and the Caſtle and Fort thereof, ſhall have 
liberty to march out of the ſaid City, Caſtle, and Fort, with all their 
Apparel whatſoever, and no other or more Goods, Horſes or Arms, than 
are hereaſter mentioned, viz. The Lord Byron with his Horſe and Arms, 
and ten Men with their Horſes and Arms to attend him: Alſo his Lady 
and Servants, two Coaches and four Horfes in either of them, for the ac- 
comodating of them, and ſuch other Ladies and Gentlewomen as the faid 
Lord Byron ſhall think meet, with eighty of the ſaid Lord's Books, and all 
is Deeds and Evidences, Manuſcripts and Writings in his poſſeſſion; the 
ſaid Lord, his Lady, nor any their Attendants, carrying amongſt them gl 
above Forty Pounds in Money, and Twenty Pounds in Plate: The feſt 
ot the Noblemen with their Ladies and Servants, to march with their

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Horſes, each of the ſaid Lords attended with four Men, their Horſes and 
Arms; every ſuch Nobleman carrying with him not above Thirty Pounds 
in Money: Every Knight and Colonel to march with two Men, their 
Horſes and Arms; no ſuch Knight or Colonel to carry with him above 
Ten Pounds in Money: Every Lieutenant Colonel, Major and Captain 
of Horſe, with one Man, their Horſes and Arms; no ſuch Lieutenant 
Colonel, Major or Captain, carrying with him above Five Pounds in 
Moncy : Every Captain of Foot, Eſquire, Graduate, Preaching Mini- 
ſter, Gentleman ot quality, the Advocate and Secretary to the Army, 
every of them with his own Horſe and Sword (the Miniſters . withour 
Swords) none of them carrying with him above Fitty Shillings, and the 
Miniſters. to have all their own Manuſcripts, Notes, and Evidences: 
Lieutenants, Cornets, Eniigns, and other inferior Officers in Commiſlt- 
on, on Foot with every Man his Sword, and not above Twenty Shil— 
lings in Money: All Troopers, Foot-Soldiers; Gun-powder Makers, Ca- 
noniers, and all other not betore mentioned, to march without Horſe or 
Arms. And that none of the ſaid Perſons before mentioned, ſhall in their 
March, alter they are out of the City and Liberties thereof, be Plunder- 
ed, ſearched or moleſted. | 
2. That all Women of what degree ſoever, that pleaſe to march ont of 
the City, ſhall have all their Apparel with them; and ſuch Officers 
Wives, whoſe Husbands are Priſoners or abſent, may carry ſuch Sums of 
Money with them, as are allowed by theſe Articles to Commanders, 
Officers, and Gentlemen of their Husbands qualities.and no more. 
3. That none of the Commanders, Officers or Soldiers, or any other 
at or before their marching. out of the City, Caſtle or Fort, do injure or 
Plunder the Perfon or Goods of any, nor carry any thing away out of 
the ſaid City, Caſtle or Fort, but what is their own, and hereby allowed. 
4. That all Citizens and others now reſiding within the City, ſhall be 
ſaved and ſecured in their Perſons, and their Goods and Eftates within 
the City and Liberties thereof, preſerved and kept from the Plunder and 
violence of the Soldiers, and have the like freedom of Trade, as other 
Cities and Towns under the Parliaments Protection have, and ſuch Im- 
munities as they of right ought to have. And that every ſuch Merchant, 
and Tradeſman of Cheſter, as ſhall deſire to go into North-Wales, to look 
after his Goods, ſhall have a Paſs to go thither, and return back again; 
he firſt giving Security, that (during his abſence) he will do no act to the 
prejudice of the Parliament: And that no ſuch Perſon ſhall at any time 
without Licenſe carry more Moneys with him, than ſufficient to defray 


the Charges of his Journey. And that all Citizens and other Inhabitants, 
who ſhall now or hereafter deſire to march forth of the; City of Cheſter, 
and not act any thing againſt the Parliament, his, or their Wives, or Fa- 
milies, to have the benefit and priviledge of Inhabitants. 

5. That ſuch Officers and Soldiers as ſhali be left Sick, or Wounded 
within the City of Cheſter, or the Caſtle, or Forts thereof, ſhall have li- 
berty to ſtay until their recovery, and then have Paſſes to Conway, or any 
of the King's Gariſons not Blocked up: In the mean time to be pro- 
vided for. 

6. That the ſaid Lord Byron, Noblemen, Commanders, Gentlemen, 
Officers and Soldiers, and all others that ſhall march out of the Town, 
ſhall have liberty to march to Conway, and five days are allowed them to 
march thither with a Convoy of two hundred Horſe ; the * Officers 


and Soldiers to have liberty to go to their own homes, all of them to have 


free Quarter in their March, and twelve Carriages (if they ſhall have 
occaſion to uſe ſo many) which Carriages are to be returned on the ſixth 
day, and that Paſſes be giyen them for their fate return to Cheſter, and 
that they be ſecured until they return thither. 

7. That no Soldier in his March ſhall be inveigled or enticed from his 
Colours or Command, with any promiſe or inducement whatfocver, 

8. That all ſuch Perſons, Citizens, or others, who have Famitics in 
Cheſter, and are now in places remote thence, ſhall have the like benefit

12. That all thoſe Horſes and Arms belonging to thoſe that march out,

The Affairs of the City being ſetled, Col. Jones was there leſt 
Governour for the Parliament, and the Neighbouring Gariſons of 
Holt, Hawarden and Rut hen-Caſtle, were all ſtraitly begirt, and not 
able to hold out long aſter. 

But as this Year had generally been very fatal to his Majeſty's 
[ntereſts, ſo it concluded with ſuch a Sparring-Blow as deſtroy'd | 
almoſt all hopes of Reſource ; and this was the Defeat of the Lord 
Aſtley, who had the oniy ſtanding Force abroad for the King, and 8 
with them, amounting in all to about the Number of 3000, (the — | 
greater part Horſe) was advancing from Worceſter towards Oxford | Stow, March | 
to Joyn with his Majeſty, and by that Conjunction would have tur- |*** .

ley's Forces, conſiſting of 3000. I commanded. 400 Horſe, and 200 Fire- 
locks to Charge his Rear-guard, to put him to a ſtand before he ſhou!d 
dafs through Sten upon the Moold, and as my Intelligence informed me, 
ro King was to have joyned with him within ſeven miles of that place, 
where he made choice of his Ground, and had the Wind with him, yet 
truſting in God, I drew up and Charged him, whom halt an hour betore 
day on Satwd:y Morning I put to a total rout, killed many Gentlemen 
and Officeis ot quality, took Priſoners the Lord Aſley and all his Foct- 
Officers, whoſe Names are in the incloſed Lift, beſides 1600 Common 
Soldiers, whereof many being Wounded, I gave liberty to go co thei: 
own Homes, taking the Oath of the Filth of April, the reſt I have ſent 
to Glouceſter. There are alſo taken oo Arms, and all their Ammunition. 
Sir M. Brereton deſired that the Lord Aſtley ſhould be his Prifoner,which ! 
willingly condeſcended unto, not doubting but he will give a good ac- 
count of him to the Parliament. This good ſucceſs (the glory thereof ! 
defire may be given unto God) will prevent the King from drawing an 
Army into the Field which he expected: I am now marched towards 
Woreeſttr, where I ſhall obſerve ſuch Orders as I ſhall receive from the 
Parliament and the Committee of both Kingdoms.

Hereas many Complaints are made by the well affected Inhabi- 

tants of the Aſſociated Counties of Eſſex, Norfolk, Suffolk, Hert- 

ort, Cambridge, Huntington, and Lincoln, that the Service of the Parlia- 
ment is retarded, the Enemy ſtrengthened, the Peoples Souls ſtarved, 
and their minds diverted from any care of God's Caule, by their idle ill 
affected and ſcandalous Clergy of the Univerſity of Cambridge, and the 
Aſſociated Counties; and that many that would give Evidence againſt 
ſuch Scandalous Miniſters are not able to travel to London, nor bear the 
Charges of ſuch a Journey : It is Ordained by the Lords and Commons 
aſſembled in Parliameng, that the Earl of Mancheſter ſhall appoint one or 
more Committees in every County, conſiſting ot ſuch as have been No- 
minated Deputy Lieutenants or Committees, by any former Ordinance

Troubles continue, the more we ſhall all be of this Opinion and Affection. 
Sir, I hope I may be thought capable to know my Duty to my King, and to

When we came to the Earl's Lodg- 
ing, we found there the Earl of Southamptoy, the Lord Sawile, and ſome 
others; but it was fo far from an appointed Meeting, that I knew not of 
their being there, till I ſaw them in the Chamber. There was much Dil- 
courſe amongſt us about your Propoſitions, and they urged che Unreaſona- 
blenefs of them : We affirmed the contrary, and vindicated your Honour in 
them. There was alſo Diſcourſe concerning the Scots Commiſſioners, whom 
they affirmed to be averſe to Peace; we aſſured them that they were not, 
but willing to have a good Peace. There was likewiſe upon this occaſion, 
Diſcourſe of the Presbytery, and of the Point of Fure Divino: We told 
them that the Scots were off from the rigid Presbytery, and did not inſiſt up- 
on the Point of Fare Divino.

Mb and Mighty Lords, 5 5 

HE Lords and Commons aſſembled in the Parliament of England, ta- 
king into their Conſideration the late Embaſſy directed from your 
Lordſhips unto them; and well knowing by the ſucceſſive Tranſaction of 
Affairs between this Kingdom, and the States of the United Prowmees of the 
Low Countries, as by the notable Aſſiſtances given and received apainſt the 
Enemies of each other, that from che. very beginning of the Reſtoration of 
the Liberty of that Republick, even unto this time, there hath been a firm 
Union, and conſtant Intercourſe of Friendſhip and real Affection between 
this Kingdom and that State; and that the mutual Expreſſions thereof, by 
mariy Actions which each hath performed for the Good and Welfare of the 
other, have been by the Blefling of God very ſucceſsful for procuring great 
Additions of Happineſs unto both. And conſidering that the ſame Profeſſion 


Aſſiſtance, by reaſon of Situation, Commodities and Shipping, and the 
ſame common Enemies to both; which were the common Intereſts of Reli- 
gion and State, that firſt combined them in this happy League, do' ſtill con 
tinue: And that therefore upon the Obſervation of God's Bleſſing, and of 
the long Experience of the Fruits and happy Effects of it, they ought in rea-

The other to the Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, with a Me- 
morandum in theſe words, © Delivered by the Ambaſſadors of the Lords 
f ſtates upto Mr. Viliam Lenthal, Speaker, to be communicated to the Sr:

To the matter of theſe Papers, the Lords and Commons could give no 
Anſwer, in reſpect they were not addreſſed to them in ſuch words, either for 
the matter ot manner, as that they could legally, and according to the courſe 
of Parliament, take notice of them as directed to themſelves. And although 
they did not at this time, nor had at any time before, tendered any Letters 
of Credence from your Lordſhips to either of the Houſes, the — not 
being done until the Twelfth of July next following; Let in regard the Pa- 
pers purported an Embaſſy from your Lordſhips, they were readily received 
by the Lords and Commons; who were very much grieved that any thing 
ſhould make them uncapabl& .of giving a ſpeedy and ſatisfactory Anſwer. 
And that pretence of miſtakes through want of knowledge of the Stile or 
manner of Addreſſes, might be taken away, the Houſes were willing that 
ſome of their Members ſhould repair to the Ambaſſadors to acquaint them 
therewith ; who did accordingly, and left the ſame in writing with them; 
Although the Houſes had cauſe to believe, that the Ambaſſadors were not 


Papers to the Houſes, and in the Addreſs, (the ſame in ſubſtance with this) 
received no Anſwer to the matter of them. The Houſes after long expecta- 
tion received nothing from the Ambaſladors, and therefore the Eighth Day 
of April, 1644. returned this Anſwer to their Paper.

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or evil of all profeſſing the Proteſtant Religion; in particular, the High 
and Mighty States of the Unized Provinces , whole Proſperity, as our own, 
we ſhall with all true Affection promote. 

Although the deſired Mediation be not hereby admitted, yet they hope 
the ſame will not ſeem ſtrange to your Lordſhips , when you ſhall conſider 
the poſture of our Affairs both at the time of their Audience, as likewiſe of 
this Anſwer, That the Two Kingdoms were united by ſolemn Covenant 
made to Almighty God, and by League each to other, as one entire Body, 
to proſecute this Cauſe; and that in purſuance thereof, Propoſitions for a ſafe 
and well-grounded Peace, were then preparing in a joint way, by the Par- 
liaments of both Kingdoms; which they believe was not unknown unto the 
Ambaſladors at the time of their Audience. As alſo when your Lordſhips, 
from what formerly hath been ſet forth, concerning their not acknowledg- 
ing them the Two Houſes of Parliament until about Six Montks afcer their 
coming into this Kingdom, and from their Carriage otherwiſe, ſhall contider 
that they hat juſt cauſe to ſuſpect that they did promote the Deſigns of the 
Enemies to the Parliament, For in this particular they may well believe that 
that which is fo notoriouſly known to all who do but live amongſt us, was 
likewiſe known to them, That this Parliament was ſummoned according to 
the Fundamenta! Laws of the Realm, and made indiſſoluble fave only by 
Act of Parliament, by a Law paſſed this Parliament wich his Majeſty's Con- 
ſent ; and when their Letters of Credence from your Lordſhips, which 
ire made above Six Months before their acknowledging of the Parliament, 


directed C as by the Indorſement appears), 7o the Parliament of the Realm of ' 
England: And that as themſelves declared, they were charged by your Lord- 
jhips to advance the Protection of the Laws of this Kingdom, without pa- 
tronizing any Act which might tend to the eflfeebling or Deſtruction of the 
ſame. Whereas their Carriage in not acknowledging of the Parliament in ſo 
long time, in reſpect that thoſe at Oxford have declared againſt it, did bear an 
Implication of doubt, whether the Laws and Statutes of this Realm were of 
any force, otherwiſe than according to the Will and Pleaſure of his Majeſty; 
this Parliament having received the firſt Being by the Common Laws of this 
Realm, and the Continuance by Act of Parliament; by which only this 
Kingdom is governed, and without which the whole Frame of Government 
would be diſſolved. Neither, my Lords, could the Houſes well interpret 
their employing of one Dillon, as one of their Secretaries, and Interpreter, 
who was a Papiſt, and ſuſpected to have been an FViſh Rebel in the preſent 
Rebellion of Treland; and who upon all occaſions declared himſelf an Enemy 
unto the Parliament. | 

Thus having informed your Lordſhips in part what they did with us; we 
ſhall likewiſe intreat your Lordſhips to call to mind ſome publick Repreſen- 
tations which they have made unto your Lordſhips.

ſaid, could not be admitted by the one Kingdom, nor were ſo much as deſi 
red from the other. 

This was their Farewell from us: And when the Houſes knew their In-. 
tentions of repairing home, they gave Orders that the uſual Honours and 
ans ny Ambaſſadors ſhould be done unto them; which was accordingly 
performed. . | 
My Lords; The Houſes of Parliament, out of their earneſt deſires to con- 
tinue a right underſtanding between themſelves and your Lordſhips, have 
thought themſelves bound to make this true Relation, as that which by the 
Laws of Friendſhip (in ſuch a Caſe as this is) might juſtly be expected at 
their hands, from ſo good Friends and Ancient Allies; and that by the right 
knowledge of their Proceedings upon this Embaſſy, all cauſe or matter of 


Suſpicion might be taken from your Lordſhips : That the Offers of that State 
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no other State in the World, to whom they had cauſe to give more Credit in 
this Caſe, without the leaſt Jealouſy, than unto that: And likewiſe that it 
might appear unto your Lordſhips, that no Actions of theirs in this Tranſ- 
action (as they conceive) could give any juſt occaſion of laying the leaſt 
Blemiſh upon the Sincerity of their Endeavours for the obtaining of a good 
and happy Peace; which is the thing they have always moſt earneſtly deſired, 
and which they daily pray and labour for. | 

Concerning which particular they ſhould have thought it needleſs to have 
ſaid any thing unto your Lordſhips, had not the matter of the Two laſt 
Audiences from your Ambaſſadors required it: Becauſe we cannot conceive 
that your Lordſhips ſhould think otherwiſe of the Parliaments of both the 
Kingdoms, than that they were duely ſenſible of the Calamities of a Civil 
War ; and that they could not but know that the Continuation of it, with- 
out any abſolute neceſſity, would moſt redound to the prejudice of the Sub- 
jet, and ſo of themſelves, in reſpect they were to feel the Smart, and bear 
the Burthen of it more than others. And that your Lordſhips may know 
the better how to judge upon thoſe Papers, and upon the whole manner of 
the preſent Diſtractions and Calamities within this and his Majeſty's other 
Kingdoms; it may be uſeful to acquaint your Lordſhips at preſent in part 
with the Cauſe and Manner how they broke forth unto the preſent Di- 
ſtemper. 
Ie is well known, that of a long time there hath been a Jeſuiced Deſign 
of Papiſts and other ill- affected perſons to the Religion and Laws of theſe 
Kingdoms, to undermine, if not wholly to overthrow, the true Reformed 
Proteſtant Religion, the Laws of the Kingdom, and Liberty of the Sub- 
jets ; and that the Deſign was far advanced long before this preſent Parlia- | 
ment: And that when former Parliaments endeavoured to apply a Cure, | 
they were always broken. When they ſaw that within the Kingdom of 
Scotland they were not likely otherwiſe to prevail, they made trial of enfor- | 
cing it there by open War in the Year 1638. 4.10 coat 

When they found they were not able for the preſent to carry it on that 
way, they made a Peace with Scotland, with an intent to get themſely | 
thereby into a better poſture of War. This Treaty was broken by them, an 
a Parliament is ſummoned in this Kingdom, to meet in April 1640. and Aid 
defired for renewing the War againſt that Kingdom. And when they had 
cauſe to fear the Parliament would aſſiſt them in that Quarrel, the Parlia- 
ment is broken, and the War renewed againſt Scotland, contrary to the Trea- 
ty. But being worſted, and the Scots Army entred this Kingdom, a Parlia- 
ment 15 again —— to meet in November following. The Parliament, 
though the War was undertaken for the purpoſes, and in the manner as is 
before expreſſed, yet out of their earneſt deſires of his Majeſty's Happineſs, 
and of the Peace of his Kingdoms, they took upon themſelves the Payment 
of both the Armies, and gave their beſt Aſſiſtance to compoſe the Differen- 
ces: Both which by the Blefling of God were accordingly performed. 
During the time of this Treaty, and notwithſtanding the Payment of both 
the Armies by the Parliament, yet under-hand Meſſages were ſent, and 
means uſed to have engaged both the Armies againſt the Parliament; and 
for the bringing them from the Northern Parts nearer London for that end. 
Their Endeavours therein with the Eng/iſh Army was prevented by a timely 
Diſcovery ; and their Hopes from the Scors Army were fruſtrated by their | 
denia! of the great Offers with diſdain, which were made to them for that | 
purpoſe. And when they ſaw that the Brotherly Reſpects from each King 
dom co the other, had begot a Union, and were out of hope that the Par- 
liament of Exgland would ſubmit to the Deſign, and that the Parliament 
could not be diſſolved, but by its own Conſent, they proſecute the Deſign by | 
open Force in the Kingdom of Ireland, to the deſtruction of the greateſt 
part of the poor innocent Proteſtants there : And after Countenance given 
to the Rebels there, they procured his Majeſty to come unto the Houſe of | 
Commons then ſitting, with Armed Men, to take away by Force Five of | 
their Members; whereof failing, in regatd that thoſe perſons were not then | 
chere, they afterwards declared againſt the Parliament of England by open 


War. 
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War. And when the Kingdom of Scotland appeared with them in the Cauſe, 
they made uſe of the Lib Rebels, and the Papiſts, and Prelatical Party, 
againſt the Parliaments of both Kingdoms; and likewiſe of divers perſons 
accuſed in Parliament of high and great Crimes, long before this War. 

When both Kingdoms had from hence, and otherwiſe, cauſe to believe 
that the Plotters and Fomenters of this Deſign could not in likelihood, by 
any Succeſſes , be removed from their Purpoſes, the Parliaments of both 
Kingdoms held it neceſſary, That the Subjects of his Majeſty's Three King.“ 
_ | doms ſhould enter into the National Covenant before-mentioned ; wherein 
the Sincerity of their Intentions is expreſſed. | 

For which cauſe they have herewithal ſent it unto your Lordſhips; as alſo 
that your Lordſhips may hereby underſtand, That they are reſolved, by the 
Aſſiſtance of Almighty God, never to deſert or abandon chis Cauſe, ot of 
any Worldly Reſpects whatloever. 

By this ſhort Relation, che conſtant Reſolutions and unwearied Endeavour: 
of the Enemies of both Kingdoms will appear unto your Lordſhips, <a: 
when they could not after much labour and time ſpent, effect cheir dete. 
under pretence of Law, that they attempted them above Seven Yezrs ſince 
by open War; which had almoſt ever ſince been by chem continued in ſome 
of his Majeſty's Dominions, until within chefe Eight Years it hath been 
brought into and continued in them all. And thence your Lordihips may 
have cauſe to conſider, whether the Parliament of both Kingdoms have 
any other way or means left them for procuring of a Peace, other than the 
laying down of their Arms, and ſubmitting themſelves upon ſuch Terms as 
thoſe perſons will yield them: And whether the fomenting and che! 
riſhing of the Vi Rebellion, and the employing of thoſe Rebels, 
the Papiſts and the perſons accuſed , may be relied on as the means 
to preſerve the Proteſtant Religion, and Laws of the Kingdom, as is 
pretended by them. And likewiſe, in caſe they ſhould prevail within theſe 
Kingdoms, what may be expected by others who defire to continue the Main- 
tenance of the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws of their Country, from 
the Example of the Innocent Proteſtants in Ireland, who had never given 
the leaſt cauſe of provocation, either by way of Oppoſition, or otherwiſe. 

My Lords, The Houfe would not have your Lordſhips think that they 
have made this ſhort Relation, as that which ſhould fully ſer before you the 
whole Cauſe and Matter of the Quarrel; which for the clearer Satisfaction 
of your Lordſhips and of the World, concerning the Juſtneſs of their Cauſe, 
and the Neceſſity and Manner of their defending it, they refer unto a fur- 
ther time; and likewiſe the Proceedings upon the late Treaty of Peace at 
Uxbridge: But have done it only as in relation to your Embaſly, and to the 
matter of the Two laſt Papers of your Ambaſſadors ; whereby the Conti- 
nuation of the preſent Diſtractions ſeems to be laid at the doors of the Houſes 
of Parliaments of both Kingdoms. | 

My Lords; The Parliament doth reſt moſt aſſured, That God in his good 
time will clear their Integrity in this Cauſe to all the World, as he hath al- 
ready done in a great meaſure to all who have been Impartial Beholders of 
their Actions. They have ſent this Declaration out of their deſires that they |, 
may likewiſe ſtand right in the Judgment and Opinion of your Lordſhips 
hens and in what concerns their Reception of your Embaſſy.

H E Lords and Commons aſſembled in the High Court of Parliament 
of England, having not long ſince diſpatch d unto you, Af Hg

from your Lordſhips, in point of Interpoſition between the King and the 
Parliament, the Supreme Judicature and Repreſentative Body of this King 
dom, are confident that your Lordſhips remain moſt fully poſſeſſed of our 
real Intentions for a good Accommodation and Reeſtabliſhment of this pre- 
ſent diſtreſſed and diſtracted Kingdom, in a bleſſed Peace. Nor do theſe 
deſires of ours bound themſelves here at home; but it is well known (we 
hope) unto your Lordſhips, with what reality of ſincere Affection we en-

My Lords; Your Ambaſſadors having in the Month of Fuly, 1644. Audi- 
ence in both Houſes of Parliament, with their Offers of Mediation, pre- 
ſented likewiſe a Paper, entituled, Ships, Merchandizes, and other Goods, of 
which the High and Mighty Lords, the State, General of the United Provinces of the 
Netherlands, demand by their Ambaſſadors the due Reſtitution and Payment of all 
Damages and Intereſts, And in the beginning of Auguſt ſent to the Speakers 
of both the Houſe of Parliament, a Second Paper of Demands, entituled, 
Continuation : Other Ships, Merchandizes, and Goods, whereof the Ambaſſaders of 
the United Provinces demand Reſtitution, and Payment of Damages. And in 
the Cloſe of that Second Paper, made a Demand in theſe words following : 
That the Parliament would pleaſe to give Letters of Licenſe or Paſsport to Thomas 
Cave and Edward Man, dwelling at Amſterdam, ro withdraw their Merchan-' 
dixe and Goods which were then in the Town of Exeter, bought long ſince by their 
Order, and for their Account; and that they might lade them in a Ship, and carry 
them thence, And that the like Licenſe and Liberty be granted to all the Subjects 
and Inhabitants of the United Provinces ( being deſired ) for the fut ure.

ralty of Roterdam, appointed to go Northward for the Guard and Convoy of 


their Fiſhermen: But the Ships in our Service meeting with her at Sea, upon 
Examination found on Board her oge Colonel Og/e, a Man in Rebellion, 
and very active againſt the Parliament, and other Paſſengers, with Seventy 
Barrels of Powder, and Merchandize, to be carried to the Port of Scarbo 
rough, then held out by the Rebels againſt the Parliament; and had aboard 
her divers Letters directed to the Marqueſs of Newca#le, Sir Hugh Cholmly, 
and other perfons in Arms againſt the Parliament, Alchough this Action in 
it ſelf was moſt inconſiſtent with the Condition we then were in, and the 
ſame acknowledged by your Ambaſſadors, and the Laders were impriſoned 
and puniſhed by your State for that Offence ; yet being moſt willing to con 
tinue the Ancient Friendſhip and Amity, or rather to oblige both States in 
a ſtronger Alliance ; upon the bare Affirmation of your Ambaſſadors, That 
the Conveyance of theſe Rebels and Ammunition in that Ship, was a matter 
covertly tranſacted by the Captain and Company of the Urrechr, without 
the-lea't knowledge of the State, were moſt ready to give credit thereunto: 
And thereupon gave Power to that Committee to paſs an Oider for her Dif 
charge; which-was accordingly effected : Which Order was as followeth:

My Lords; We doubt not but that the bare repeating of the ſeveral Caſes 
of theſe Three Ships, doth give Satisfaction to your Lordſhips in point of 
Judgment, That they with their Lading were lawfully taken, and might as 
juſtly have been detained: And it did at firſt ſeem ſomething ſtrange to us, 
that your Ambaſſadors ſhould intereſt themſelves in the Ships, Goods, and 
Perſons of men in Rebellion againſt the Parliament. But becauſe they af. 


State, and repreſented the ſame as an Infringement to the Liberties, and De- 
rogation to the Honour of that State; although it appeared by your own 
written Laws then produced to your Ambaſſadors, That the taking of thoſe 
Ships and Goods in thoſe places, did not render them no Prize ; but was

Theſe Papers our Committee, according to their former Reſolutions, de- 
ſire to refer to the High Court of Admiralty of this Kingdom, there to re- 
ceive a Legal Proof, that all Parties intereſſed might be heard to the ſame. 
This, though moſt reaſonable and conſonant to the Rules of Juſtice, and 
Practice of all Countries, was by them utterly refuſed and denied, and there- 
upon Proteſtativns made by them againſt us. | 

My Lords; Having in ſeveral Meetings ſpent many Weeks for the tranſ- 
acting the buſineſs concerning the Four former Ships, ſuggeſted to belong to 
that your State; we proceeded to the Conſideration of — Ships and Goods 
that concerned the private Intereſt of particular men: Where in the firſt 
place your Ambaſſadors demanded Reſtitution of the Tyger of Roterdam, 
with her Lading, affirming her to belong to one Martin de Reux, and Part- 
ners, all Natural- born Durchmen ; and offered to produce ſome Writings 
firmed in Holland, to prove the ſame : Whereupon that Committee intending 
nothing more than to give all manner of Satisfaction, did cauſe the Officers 
of the Admiralty-Court of this Kingdom to attend them at their next Meet- 


ing in that Cauſe.; by which it did evidently appear, That by the Judicial 
Proceedings of that Court, all Favour had been ſhewed unto thoſe of your 
Subjects who made the leaſt colourable pretence to the Ship, or for any of the 
Goods belonging to your State: And the Remainder, by pregnant Proof of 
Witneſſes upon Oath, were condemned as belonging to Fd and others, 
Subjects of this Kingdom, men very active againſt the Parliament. But 
their Lordſhips not willing to receive Satisfaction therein, did with ſome Paſ- 
ſion inveigh. againſt the Proceedings of that Court, and preſſed ſomewhat

of Parliament. At this time, my Lords, we were engaged in very weighty 
Affairs, not only concerning the very Being of theſe Kingdoms, but alſo the 
flouriſhing of the Evangelick Proteſtant Religion both in this Kingdom and 
other Foreign States, (wherein your Lordſhips and che State had not the leaſt 
Intereſt), and upon theſe weighty occaſions requiring the continual Atten- 
dance of all our Members, thought ic not reaſonable to lay aſice theſe our 
great Affairs (which we might have done) to have taken up the others into 
particular Examination. And while this matter was under Ccntideration, 
your Ambaſſadors, by a Paper dated the 12:4 of December, ſent unto both 
Houſes Complaint , They could not hitherto obtain Juſtice : The contrary 
whereof, by what hath been hereby repreſented, we hope your Lordſhips 
are fully aſſured. . 

We therefore, on the former ſenſe of our Affairs, and ſeeing there was

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The Aſſembly of Divines in the beginning of this. Year had addrels'd 
to the Parliament, Thar Perfons Ignorant and Scandalous might be 
ſuſpended from the Sicrament, and might be excommunicated : Which 
xccaſion'd great and long Debatcs in the Houſe of Commons about 
he ſame : And amongſt the reſt, the Learned Mr. Seſden delivered his 
Opinion ſomewhat to this Effect: 


Hat for 4000 Years there was no ſign of any Law to ſuſpend Perſons 

from Religious Exerciſes : For under the Law every Sinner was eo No- 
mine to come to offer as he was a Sinner: And no Prieſt or other Authority 
had to do with him, unleſs it might be made appear to them, whether another 
did repent or not ; which was hard to be done. Strangers indeed were kept 
away from the Paſſover; but they were Pagans, and ſuch as were not of the 
Fewiſh Religion: The Queſtion is not now for keeping away Pagans in times 
of Chriſtianity, but Proteſtants from Proteſtant Worſhip. No Divinecanſhew 
that there is any ſuch Command as this to-ſuſpend from the Sacrament. If 
after Chriſt ſuffered, the Jews had become Chriſtians, the ſame ground upon 
which they went as to their Sacrifices, would have been as to the Sacrament ; 
and certainly no way nor Command to keep any one from partaking of it. 
No man is kept from the Sacrament, eo Nomine, becauſe he is guilty of any 
Sin, by the Conſtitution of the Reformed Churches, or becauſe he hath not 
made Satisfaction: Every man is a Sinner; the difference is only, the one is 
in private, and the other a Sinner in publick; but the one is as much againſt 
God as the other. Dic Eccleſiæ in St, Matthew, was the Courts of Law which 
then ſat in Jeruſalem. No man can ſhew any Excommunication, till the Popes,

Chriſt the great Shepherd of our Souls hath ſaid Take, Eat, &c. or to prohibit 
whomſoever they {hall judge unworthy, when our Saviour himſelf ſaid, Drink 
ye all of this. And St. Mark, Chap. 14. faith, They all drank of the Cup; though 
udas was one of them ? | 

In the Old Teſtament 3 Ho every one that thirſteth, come ye to the waters; and

more they have need of Inſtruction ; and where can they have it better, than 
from the Lips of the Learned and Pious Paſtors, which ought to preſerve Know- 
ledge. But it hath been ſaid, That the Ruling Elders are to join with them: 
Let us enquire who they are: In ſome Congregations in Country Villages, 
perhaps they may not be very learned themſelves, yetthe Authority to be gi- 
ven them is ſufficiently great. The word Elders amongſt the Hebrews fignified 
the men of greateſt Power and Dignitv. The Members of their great Sanle. 


had the Appellation in like eſteem ; ere nen, which we tranſlate Elders, 
Presbyters, or Prieſt, Presbytery, and Presbyterian Governement. The Len ⁰j,ꝛ, 


and ſtiled their Generals and Princes by the Name of Elders. The Rc mans 
did the like; their Senate and Senators, came all from Senes, Elders : And from 
them to this day the French, Spaniards, and Italians, retain the Titles of Seig- 
neur, Seigniori, Seniori, and the like, for their greateſt men. And in England, 


bimfelf the Title of Sir, abſtracted from Seigneur, an Elder. In Towns they 
ſtill keep the Title of Aldermen, that is, Eldermen, for the Chief and Rulers 
of the Corporation: And ſo they may allow the Title of E#/zr; to the chief 
and ſelect men of every Presbytery: Yet if this Power of Excommunication 
and Suſperſſun be allowed them, they may well challenge the Title of Elders 
in the t igheſt ſignification. The Power of the Keys is a great Power; the 
Remiſh Church will acknowledge it, and the Foundation of their Supremacy 
to be built upon it: Mhatſoever they bind or looſe on Earth, to be bound or 
looſed in Heaven, is a Power that may claim the higheſt Title imaginable. 
And though I can never preſume that the Reverend and Pious Learned 
Gentlemen who aim at this Power, can have the leafl ſuppoſition of any ſuch 
effect by it; yet if any Petitioners ſhould ſue to you to be made Judges or 


the leſs fit for ſuch Offices. But to this I make no Application, and I hope 
none ſhall make any uſeof it. But I am ſure the matter here deſired, deſerves 
great Conſideration : Power is deſired to be given to ſaſpend from the Sacra 
ment two ſorts of perſons 3 and Who are they? The Ignorant and the Scanda- 
kus? Now I am ſure that I am a very Ignorantperſon; and I fear we are all 
more ignorant than we ought to be of the Truths of Chriſt, and ſome more 
than others ; and the molt Learned, I doubt, may be called in the large 
ſenſe Ignorant. Even perhaps amongſt the Paſtors and Ruling Elders in ſome 
places, the moſt Learned may in other places be adjudged Ignorant. But the 
more ignorant people are, the more ſome will blame their Paſtors, who ought 
to inſtruct them, and by private Conference inform them, and rectify their 
Underſtandings; and that is a good part of Spiritual Food. But co keep an 
Ignorant perſon from the Ordinances, is no way to improve his Knowledge. 
Scandaicus Perſons are likewile to be ſuſpended; and who ſhall be-{aid to be; 
ſcandalous, is to be referred to the Judgment of the Paſtors and Ruling Elders. 
But where a Commiſion is extant for them to execute this Judicature, will be 
hard to ſhew. Both Paſtors, and Elders, and People, are all ſcandalous in the 
ma ſenſe 3 we are all of us groſs Sinners, and our beſt Performances, as 


| ar as they are imperfect, are but ſcandalous to the true and ſincere Profeſſion

of the Goſpel of Chriſt. Thoſe who are ſcandalous Sinners ought to be admo- 
[ nifheq to forſake theic evil ways, and to amend their lives; and where can 
they receive this Admonition, and hope for more Conviction of their Con- 
ſciences, than by hearing good Sermons, and being admitted to be Partakers 
of the Holy Ordinances ? But to excommunicate them, deprives them whol- 
ly of the belt means for their cure. The beſt Excommunication is for Paſtors, 
Elders and People to excommunicate Sin out of their own Hearts and Con- 
verſations; to ſuſpend themſelves from all Works of Iniquity: This is a Pow- 
[er which put in execution, through the Aſſiſtance of the Spirit of God, will 
prevent all Diſputes about Excommunication and Suſpenſion from the Sacrament. 
A man may be a good Phyſician, tho he never cut off a Member from any of 
his Patients: A Body may be very found, tho no Member of it was ever cut 
off : And ſurely a Church may be a good Church; tho no Member of it hath 
ever been cut off. I have heard many Complaints of the Juriſdiction formerly 
exerciſed by the Prelates, who were but a few; here will be by the paſting 
of this now deſired, a great Multiplication of Spiticual men in Government. 
Where the Temporal Sword (the Magiſtracy) is ſufficient for Puniſhment 
of Offences, there will be lictle need for this new Diſcipline, nor will it be 
ſo eaſily granted. a |

pel, and Place of Publick Worſhip. And by another printed Paper dated the 
234 day of 4uzuſt laſt paſt, entituled, An Ordinance of the Lords and Commons 
aſſembled in Parliament, for the more eſtectual putting in execution the Directory for 
Publick Morſhip, &c. particular Directions are ſet down for the diſperſing, pub- 
liſhing, and uſe of the ſaid Directory in all Pariſhes, Chappels, and Donatives;

ctorious Proceedings of the Marqueſs of Montroſs in that time: 
And to proſecute the Actions of that Nobleman, will comprehend the 
moſt remarkable Occurrences of that Kingdom ia this Year, he making 
the principal Figure therein at this time. | 


His firſt Attempt then was on the Town of Dundee; to which, upon (falſe) 
Intelligence that the Covenanters Army, under Sir 7obn Hurray, General of 
Horſe, and Lieutenant- General Bailey (which before were quartered ſome on 
the South-ſide, and the other on the North. ſide of the River Tay) were all gone 
over to the other ſide of the River, he march d about Midnight, April 3. from 
Dunkelden with ſo much Expedition, that he was at Dundee by Ten of the 
Clock next morning, and ſummon'd the Town, who (*tis ſaid ) had notice 
of his Advance, and promiſe of ſpeedy Relief from Hurray ; and ſo the Townſ- 
men and Inhabitants, there being few Soldiers there, got themſelves in a Po- 
ſture of Defence. Mentroſs ſent down the greateſt part of his Forces, who 
ſtorm'd the Town in Three places at once, gain'd one of the Forts, and poſ- 
ſeſſing themſelves of the Ordnance therein, turned them upon the Town, and 
ſet fire on the Suburbs in ſeveral places: In the mean time Montroſs with about 
goo Men ſtood on a Hill at fome ſmall diſtance, not doubting of being Ma- 
{ter of the whole Town, till his Scouts brought him word that Hurray with 
3000 Foot and 800 Horſe was near approaching; whereupon he immediate- 
ly gave Orders to his Men in the Skirts of the Town to retieat; which was 
difficultly obey'd, as being unwilling to part from that Booty, and eſpecially 
the Strong Drink they there met with: But in fine he got them off, the Enemy 


being almoſt within Muſquet-ſhat, and ſo as well as he could retreated, him- 


ſelf with his Horſe bringing up the Rear: But in the Aſſault and Retreat loſt 
great Numbers of his Men; and with much ado, and the Policy of a ſudden 
wheeling to the Sourhweſ# to baulk the Purſuers, Night growing on, and then 


next Morning turning Nert#ward, and paſſing over South-Esk at a place not 


far from Careſton Caſtle, and ſo to Brechm, he made his Eſcape to the Moun- 


 [tains. And tho this Expedition was unfortunately (by the Miſinformation of 
his Scouts) attended with Los, yet conſidering all things, as to the Valour 


and Prudence of the General, and. the Hardineſs and Patience of his Soldiers, 


who 
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E have before in the Year 1644. given ſome Account of the Vi- 
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who for Threeſcore Miles together were either in Fight, or upon a March, 
without any Refreſhment, it may be numbred amongſt one of the moſt re- 
markable Exploits of thoſe Times. 

His next Riſque was at a Village called Allerne in Marray, near Innerneſs, 
May 4. where being preſſed by Hurray, and fearing on the other fide to be en- 
compaſſed by Bailey's Forces (for after the Battel of Dundee they had divided

their Troops) he refolv'd by neceſſity to engage Hwray, chuſing the beſt ad- 
vantage of the Ground, whereon to expect the Enemy: Out of whoſe view, 
n a Valley, drawing up his Fortes, and planting a few choice Foot with his 
Ordnance, he committed the Right Wing to Alexander Mac-Donael, with 400 
Foot, and lodg'd them in places fortified to their hand with Banks and Ditches, 
Shrubs and great Stones, enjoining him not to depart thence, but lye ſafe 
there; as a Reſerve upon any occation 3 withal committing to him the Royal 
Standard, which Mentreſs himſelf had uſually born before fim; hoping by 
the ſight of that to engage the Enemy that way to their diſadvantage, whilſt 
he took the opportunity to infeſt them elſewhere: And this partly fucceeded 
according to his Wiſh ; only Mac-Donnel by a too raſh Courage advancing 
out of his Natural Advantages, to meet and charge the Enemy, was overborn 
and put to flight: Tho che Enemy's Wing, which Montroſs himſelf charged, 
was alſo roured : So that it ſeem'd a kind of drawn Game, and both Sides, 
as they had fought ſtoutly, pretended to the Victory, there being about 2000 
Men ſlain upon the place. |

manded by his Nephew Napier. Thus judiciouſly appointed, they ſmartly 
charged the Enemy, and x oo a brisk Diſpute forced them to retreat. The 
Loſs which Montroſe moſt regretted, being that of the Lord Gordon, who was 
there ſlain. | | 

But if Montroſs had here the Advantage, it was nothing comparable to that 
which not long afterwards he obtain'd at Kil/ythe, not far from Sterling, where 
he utterly defeated Baily's Forces, and had the killing of them for Fourteen 
Miles together, and took all their Ordnance, Ammunition, Arms, and Spoil. 
Argyle (who was there) eſcaping to the Scoriſh Frytb, ſhipp'd himſelf in a Veſ- 
ſe] and got out to Sea.

O; the Ceſſation made in Ireland, as alſo of the Lord Inchiguins 
| oppoſing it, and ſiding with the Parliament, we have before, in| 
the Year 1644. given an Account: Which Ceſſation, tho not well ob- 
ſerved by the Triſb, yet being ſtill continued, much Action cannot be 
expected; thoſe that adhered thereunto, ſpending the time in Treaties, 
in order to the concluding of a Peace; and for thoſe that renounced the 
| faid Ceſſation, many of the Scets, by reaſon of Montroſs*s Succeſſes 
there, were recalled home, and Supplies as yet came but flowly from 
England, fo that they were not able to effect much; yet ſome Rancoun- 
ters did occur, which are here to be mentioned. 

The Britiſh Army in Ulfer having received a Month's Victuals from the 
Parliament of Eng/and, about the 17:5 of Fune 1645. advanced out of their 
ſeveral Quarters, with about 4000 Foot and 600 Horſe ( not being able to 


intoComaught,| march with Ordnance, for want of Carriages): They came to a Rendezvouz 


near Augher, Tune 20. Sir Robert Stewart (by conſent ) commanding in Chief 
for that Expedition. Then they paſs'd over at Iniskillm, and ſent a Party of 
500 Foot and 100 Horle to Fames Town, over the Moſes, the neareſt way, to 
join the Connaught Forces in the Gariſons thereabouts, and to advance into 


| the County of Roſcommon, to ſeek for Booty for Relief of the Army, and to 


come up to a Rendezvouz fize or ſix days after with the Atmy at Bellinafad, 

near the Abby of Boyle. The Main Body marched Fune 24. to Mannor- Hamil- 
ton, and ſent out a Party of Horſe commanded by the Lord Montgomery, who 
advanced to the Borders of the County of Mayo; but underſtandingthe Coun- 
try was all deſerted, his Lordſhip attended the coming up of the Army at 
Aghaconry, near which place. ſeveral Caſtles were ow by che Rebels, which 
fired. upon that Party in their paſſage by ; but moſt of them were either taken 
by the Army as they marched up, or deſerted: Amongſt which one ſtrong] 


- | Caſtle, held by Captain O Hara, was taken by the Soldiers without Com- 


mand; for being at a Halt near it about Twelve a Clock, and ſeeing ſome 
Poultry under the Walls, ſome of the Soldiers ran down to get them for their 
Dinners; and ſome Shots being made at them by the Caſtle, they anſwered 
them again; which cauſed others to advance to their Reſcue; and fo after

I ſend you a Copy, ſo diametrically oppoſite to the ſaid Earl's Tranſactions : 
And laſtly, in regard that my Lord Lieutenant, to whom otherwiſe his Majz- 
ſty's Vindication in this kind might properly have belonged, was generally 
thought to be unworthily cozened and abuſed in the matter, in caſe there were 
any ſuch ſecret Authority given by his Majeſty to the Earl of Glamorgan, , 

This being our unanimous Judgment of what was fit to be done, and by 
whom, the only queſtion then remaining, was to the point of time; in which 


we were alſo of opinion, That if it were deferred till the buſineſs growing pub- 


lick otherwiſe, ſhould/begin' to work its miſchief, his Majeſty's Vindication | 
would loſe much bf its force, and be thought rather applied to the Notoriety | 
than to the Impiety of the thing; and rather to the pernicious Effects, than to 


the deteſtable Cauſe it ſelf: Notwithſtanding, I muſt confeſs unto you, That 
the conſideration of fruſtrating the Supplies of Three thouſand Men, which 
were ſo confidently affirmed to be in readineſs for the Relief of Cheſter, in caſe 
the Condition of that Place could not bear the Delay which this might occa- 
ſion, wrought in us a very great ſuſpenſion of Judgment, whether the Pro- 
ceedings againſt my Lord of Glamorgan ſhould not be forborn till that fo ne- 
ceſſary Supply were ſent away. But the Caſe being more ſtrictly examined, | 
we found, Firſt, That by the Lord of Glamorgan's Oath, the Forces were not 

to be hazarded till his Majeſty's Performance of the faid Earl's Conditions. 

And Secondly, That the Supply was never intended by my Lord of Glamor- 


Lieutenant durſt in no wiſe do, without a preceding Vindication of the King's 
Honour, fince this Tranſaction of my Lord of Glamorgan's was known unto| 
him, and known to be known unto him, by thoſe who wanted neither Art 
nor Malice to make uſe of it. So that the neceſſary Forbearance to conclude

ſuch a Converſion in many leſs well-inclined, that whereas before a Peace 
with the Iriſh, even by thoſe unavoidable Conditions upon which my Logd 
Lieutenant muſt needs within few days have concluded, it would hardly have 
been publiſhed in this Place without very much danger; mens minds are ſo

Soon after the Delivery of theſe Papers, and before the Two Houſes had 
return'd any Anſwer, the ſame were publiſhed in Print (ſuppoſed to be done 
by the Order or Connivance of the Scots Commiſſioners ) but with a Preface 
or Epiſtle as from a private Hand, pretending to ſtate the Caſe between the 
Parliament and the ſaid Commiſſioners. The Houſes being informed of this 
Publication, did on the 14:6 of April concur in a joint Vote, That the Matter 
contained in the ſaid Printed Papers was falſe and ſcandalous againſt the Parliament 
and Kingdom of England: That they ſhould be burnt by the Common Hangman; 
and that a Declaration ſhould be drawn 7. which ſhould hold forth to the whole 
World the Untruths therein contained, and the Innocency and Iniegrity of the Parlia- 
ment : And that the Author or Publiſher was an Incendiary between the Two King- 
doms. And on the 21/ of the fame Month, the Preface to the ſaid Pamphlet, 
entituled, The Scotch Commiſſioners Papers, and the ſtat ing of the Queſtion about the 
Propeſitions for Peace, was accordingly burnt by the Common Hangman, but 
not the Scorch Commilitoners Papers. And in the mean time, on the 17th the 
Two Houſes publiſt'd the following Declaration.

whereby our ſincere Intentions for the Publick were miſrepreſented, and the 
minds of many poſſeſſed with a belief, that our Reſolutions and Proceedings 
were grounded upon needleſs Fears and Jealouſies, and that there was no ne- 
ceſſary and juſt Cauſe of the preſent War; the Untruth and Deceitfulneſs 


our Enemies, diſpoſing and blefling our Affairs, Time and Experience have 
ſince fully manifeſted, to the undeceiving of thoſe that were ſeduced thereby: 
Which Miſtakes of the People, by this Artifice and Cunning of the Enemy,

Nor how unlikely it is, that he who is for the time Commander 
in Chief for the Scottiſh Forces in Veland, ſhould be for the ſpace of ſeven or 
eight Weeks totally ignorant of any ſuch Agreement ; or if he had known 
any ſuch thing, that he would have communicated it to the Commiſſioners of 
the Parliament, and immediately marched himſelf to the Fields againſt the

| more ſure and more publick Feſtimonies; ſince the date of chat lying Paper, 


which makes the Falſhood of it more than 24 as if Divine Providence 
had purpoſely ordered all the late Actions of the Kingdom of Scotland, and of 
their Forces, both before and ſince the Third of April, to be ſo many real 
Confutations of that groundleſs Invention: We mean, ſeveral late Fights with

But before that, on Monday Prince R 
dert and Prince Maurice, and divers Gentlemen of Quality, to the, number af 
about 300, left the City, and took their way towards Guildford in Surry, but 
came as near London as Oarlands 5 which the Two Houſes ſeemed offended at, 
as contrary to the Articles, and ſent them an Expoſtulatory Letter thereupon, 
and requiring them forthwith to repair to the next convenient Port- Town, 
chere to endeavour their Tranſportation within Ten Days; which if through 
their neglect were not done in that time, that then they ſhould loſe the bene- 
fic of the Articles: Whereunto the Princes returned a Complemental Anſwer, 
excuſing themſelves from any ill Intentions, and expreſſing their willing Com- 
pliance with what was required, by the firſt opportunity. And the Prince Ele- 
cor deſiring leave to viſit his Brothers, the fame was granted; and ſometime 
after, Princs Rupert and Prince Maurice, with ſeveral Gentlemen and other 
Attendants, took ſhipping at Dover, and went into France, whither his High- 
neſs the Prince of Males was alſo retired from the Iſle of Ferſey; being honou- 
rably received at his Landing, and conducted to the Queen his Mother at 
St. Germains, about the beginning of July. And his Highneſs the Duke of 
York was brought up from Ox to St. Fames's, -

Next followed the Reduction of Ragland, a ſtrong Caſtle in Wales, Gari- 
ſon'd for the King, under the Marqueſs of Worceſter, whoſe proper Houſe it 
was, being ſituated very conveniently to command all parts of Seath-Wales. It 
had been Fireightned by ſome Forces of Sir Trevor Williams, and Major-Gene- 
ral Lang bern, before Col. Morgan was ordered thither from Worceſter to Com-

Hough I have had the Honour to be named by the Kingdom of Scotland 
in all the Commiſſions which had relation to this Kingdom ſince the 
beginning of this War, yet I never had the happineſs to be with your Lord: 
ſhips till now; wherein I reverence God's Providence, that he hath brought 
me hicher at ſuch an opportunity, when I may boldly fay, it is in the power of 
che Two Kingdoms, yea, I may ſay in your Lordſhips power, to make us both 
happy, if you make good uſe of this occaſion, by ſetting Religion, the Peace 
and Union of theſe Kingdoms. The work of Reformation in theſe Kingdoms 
is ſo great a work, as no Age nor Hiſtory can parallel ſince Chriſt's days; for 
no one Nation had ever ſuch a Reformation ſet forth unto them, much lefs| 


Blood, which hate to be reformed, but Principalities and Powers, the Rulers 
of the darkneſs of this world, and fpiritual wickedneſſes in high places. As the 
| dangers ee we muſt look the better to our duties; and the beſt way to 

e, is to keep us by the Rules which are to be found in our Na- 
tional Covenant, principally the Word of God, and in its own place, the Ex 
ample of the beſt Reform'd Churches. And in our way we mult beware of 
fome Rocks, which are temptations both upon the right and left hand, fo that 
we muſt hold the middle path. Upon the one part we would take heed not 
to ſettle lawleſs Liberty in Religion, whereby inſtead of Uniformity we ſhould 
ſet up a thouſand Hereſies and Schiſms, which is directly contrary and de- 
ſtructive to our Covenant.

either to ſmother or extenuate the ſame : We deſire to be enlarged in the Ad- 
miration of the Power and Mercy of God the Author, and to diminiſh nothing 
of that Praiſe that is due unto you as Inſtruments. When the Lord ſet your 
Honours upon the Bench of Judgment, both the Kirk and Commonwealth of 
England were afflicted with inteſtine and boſom Evils ; the Cure whereof 
could not but be very difficult, becauſe they were not only many, but for the 
moſt part univerſal and deeply rooted, ſhelter'd under the ſhadow of Cuſtom 
and Law, and ſupported with all the Wifdom and Strength of the Malignant 
and Prelatical Party; who rather chuſed to involve the Land in an unnatu- 
ral and bloody War, than to fail of their ambitious and treacherous Deſigns 


. [againſt Religion, the Privileges of Parliament, and the Laws and Liberties of 


the Kingdom. Neither hath that miſerable Crew been wanting unto their 
own Ends, but for many years together hath deſperately purſued their Reſo- 
lutions in Arms; and was Prey to have prevailed, if the Lord had not pur 
himſelf in the breach, and furniſhed you with much Patience, Wiſdom, Cou- 
rage, and Conſtancy, in the midſt of many Difficulties and Diſtreſſes, and at 
laſt with ſo glorious and triumphing a Succeſs, that the Enemy hath fallen 
every where before you, and there is none left to appear againſt you. Theſe

As long as the Aſſembly of Divines was in debate, and an 
Enemy in theFields,we conceive tat theſe might be probable grounds of delay, 
which being now removed out of the way, we do promiſe our ſelves through 
your Wiſdom, Faithfulneſs, and Zeal, the perfecting of that which was the 
main ground of our Engagement, and a chief matter of Conſolation unto 
us in all our ſad and heavy Sufferings from the hand of a moſt cruel Enemy. 
We know that there is a Generation of men who retard the work of Uni- 
formicy, and foment Jealouſies betwixt the Nations, ſtudying if it were poſſi- 


| | ble, to break our bonds aſunder : But we truſt that he that firteth in the Hea- 


vens will laugh, and that the Lord will have them in deriſion; that he ſhall

dl E Commiſſioners for the Kingdom of Scotland preſented this 
day the following Paper to the Houſe of Peers : | 


H E ſame Principles of Brotherly Affection which did induce both} 
Kingdoms to a Conjunction of their Councils and Forces in this Cauſe, 
move us at this time to apply our ſelves to the moſt real and effectual ways, 
which tend to a ſpeedy Concluſion and amicable Parting, and to the preven- 
tion of Miſunderſtandings between the Kingdoms in any of theſe things, 
which peradventure our common Enemies look upon with much joy, as oc- 
caſions of Differences. For this end we have not taken notice of the many 
baſe Calumnies and execrable Aſperſions caſt upon the Kingdom of Scotland 
in printed Pamphlets, and otherwiſe ; expecting from the Juſtice and Wiſ- 
dom of the Honourable Houſes, that they will of themſelves take ſuch courſe 
for the vindication of our Nation and Army, as the Eſtates of Scotland have 
ſbewed themſelves ready to do for them in the like caſe. 
Upon the Invitation of both Houſes, the Kingdom of Scotland did chear- 
fully undertake, and hath faithfully managed their Aſſiſtance to this King- 
dom, in purſuance of the Ends expreſs'd in the Covenant: And the Forces 
of the common Enemy being (by the bleſſing of God upon the joint Endea- 
vours of both Kingdoms) now broken and ſubdued; a foundation being allo] , 


we truſt the Honourable Houſes will, according to the Covenant, ſincerely, 
really, and conſtantly proſecute till it be petfected: That we may manifeſt to 
the Conſciences of our Brethren, and to all the World, how far it is, and 
ever was, from the thoughts and intentions of the Kingdom of Sctland, to 
make uſe of their Army in this Kingdom to any other Ends beſides theſe ex- 
preſs'd in the Covenant; and how much they defire the preſerving and per- 
petuating of Peace and Amity between the Kingdoms, and the eaſing of the 
Burdens and Preſſures of this Nation; we do in their Name declare, that they 
are willing forthwith to ſurrender the Gariſons poſſeſſed by them in this 
Kingdom (which they did keep for no other End but the Safety and Secu- 
rity of their Forces) and without delay to recall their Army; reaſonable Sa- 
tisfaction being given for their Pains, Hazards, Charges, and Sufferings;| - 
whereof a competent Proportion to be preſently paid to the Army before 
their disbanding, and Security to be given for the Remainder, at ſuch times 
hereafter as ſhall be mutually agreed on. 

If any Forces ſhall be kept on foot in either Kingdom, we deſire that they 
be put under the Command of ſuch perfons as are known to be zealous for 
Reformation ane Uniformity in Religion, and moſt tender of the Peace of 
the Kingdoms, and againſt whom neither of the Kingdoms may have any 


vaded, and is ſtill infeſted by Forces from Ireland, it is expected that the Ho- 
nourable Houſes, — to the large Treaty, will give ſuch Aſſiſtance and 
Supply to the Kingdom of Scotland, as may ſpeedily reduce thoſe Rebels to 
obedience.

Having thus in the firſt place laid a ground for Unity of Counſels and Re- 
ſolutions ; I ſhall in the next place humbly deſire and proteſt, That whatever 
may be our Propoſitions or Debates concerning the King, it be not miſcon- } 
ſtrued, as if one of the Kingdoms were impoſing Conditions upon the other, 
or that we are abſolutely wedded to any one deſire more than to another;

For eicher we muſt take him as a King, or a Subject, ſince betwixt them 
two there is no Medium: As a King we cannot take him, unleſs we ſhould 
commit Treaſon againft our Natural Prince, and ſubje& our ſelves to any 
but to him; it being moſt certain, that there is the ſame Relation betwixt 
the King and his Subjects, as betwixt the Husband and his Wife; and as no 
man Can be ſaid to be a Husband, but to his own Wife; ſo no man can be 
ſaid to be a King but to his on Subjects; and therefore we cannot admit 
of any Regality in the perſon of a King of Scotland coming into England, 


For that it is moſt true, that as none can be faid to be Rex [ine Regno, ſo no 
mgn'can be ſaid to be Rex but in Rega. Therefore if a King of Scotland 
coming as aforeſaid into England, if againſt the Laws of Ergland he do of. 


abi quis delinquit, ibi punietun; and it is moſt ſure, that we have diſpoſed of 
the perſons of Kings of Scotland coming into England, both living and dead. 
And if we may diſpoſe of the perſon of a King of Scotland without the 
conſent of the Kingdom of Scotland, much more may we diſpoſe of the 
perſon of a King of England, he being now in England, without their Pri- 
vity or Advice, But if they have any power to diſpoſe of him, it is becauſe 
they are either our Maſters or our Fellows: If they be our Maſters, let 
them ſhew the time when they conquered us, or the price for which we 
were ſold unto them.

between which time ninety three Colours of Horſe of the Earl of Newcaſtle

ingly; and that we have not parted with this Right by the Covenant and 
Treaty, we have formerly ſhewed. | 

- You cannot apply the large Treaty, concerning the King's voluntary reſi- 
dency, to this queſtion, whilſt the King is not in a condition of exerciſing 
the daties of his Place, or diſpoſing of his Perſon into-any of his Kingdoms 
at his own Election, as in times of ſetled Peace; and if the King had been in 
Scotland in ſuch a caſe as ours is, we ſhould not have ſaid more to your de- 
taining of him, than we deſire you ſhould now ſay to us. And whereas your 
Lordſbips ſay, It ſeems ſtrange that you being come in upon invitation, as for o- 
ther ends, ſo to defend bis Majeſty's Perſon, your now being in England, ſhould be 
made uſe of for delivery of the King to be diſpoſed by us, we- underſtand not 
why the diſpoſing of the Perſon of the King in England by both Houſes of 
Patliament, and the defence of his Perſon according to the Covenant, may 
not well conſiſt together. We demand to diſpoſe of the King, becauſe the 
King is in England, and you of all other, who come to defend our Rights, 
ſhould not violate them; and it would be much more ſtrange, if any ſhould 
think that when we invited you, that by your aſſiſtance we might preſerve 
our [ntereſts, that we ſhould invite you todiſpoſe of our Intereſts. 

You Argue from the third Article, the words whereof are, That the 
be commanded by a General appointed by the States of Scotland, and ſubje&# to 
ſuch Reſolutions and Directions, as are and ſhall be agreed and concluded on m.

nicated to both Houſes) deſiring the Advice of this Kingdom, as int a mutter of com 
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mon Intereſt, and declaring they would obey the joynt Reſolutions of both Kingdoms, 
yet no anſwer or gdvice was returned unto them, either from the Houſes or their 
Commiſhoners, but immediately after the ſurrender of Newark, they received infor- 
mation that five thouſand Horſe and Dragoons from Sir Thomas Fairfax's Army, 
| were upon their march towards them Northward (which the Honourable Houſe of Peers 
was pleaſed to give order to ſtop ) there being no Enemy in thoſe parts to be oppoſed," 
upon conſideration whereof, the Quarters wherein they had ſtayed during the Siege 
| of Newark, being extreamly exbauſted, and the ſervice for which they came thi- 
| ther being performed, for: preventing of miſtakes or new troubles between the King- 
doms, they removed into Yorkſhire : And the King as he came unto them of bis 
own accord, did voluntarily march along with them, upon ſeveral occaſions after- 
wards they and we did carneſtly deſire the Honourable Houſes to ſend a Commit- 
tee to joyn and cooperate with the Committee of Eſtates there upon the place, in all | 
| things according to the Treaty, but-no anſwer was returned, and from time to time, | 
the Houſes acquainted with the proceedings in that Army, which were according to 
the Covenant, and the known Reſolutions of both King doms, to debar all ſuch of 
either or both Kingdoms as bad been in Arms againſt the Parliament from com- 
ing into their Quarters, or to the Court, or to the King's Perſon, according to 
the deſire of the Houſe of Peers; And whereas it is affirmed, that by the T1 reaty, 
the Scottiſh Army vught to do nothing without a joynt reſolution of both King- 
doms, or their Committees, there is no ſuch Clauſe in the Treaty, but they are to

HE truth is thus; on Tueſday the fifth of May laſt, our Committees 
before Newark had notice the King was come to Southwell, the head 
Quarter of your Army there, before they heard any thing from your Com- 
mittees of it, who ſent two of their Number to give our Commitees notice 
of the King's coming to Southwell ; which two did promiſe to deliver to the 
| reſt of their Number the deſires of our Committees, That the King might 

| not remove from Southwell, And afterwards our Committees hearing the 
ſame day the King came to your Army, that your, Army was preparing to | 
march, told your Committees of it, and of their former deſire, That the 
King might remain at Southwell: your Committees denied there was any in- 
tention in your Army to march. And to the deſire of the King's not re- 
moving from Southwell, they ſaid, he was gone to Kelbam before they heard 
from our Committees. Whereupon our Committees earneſtly preſſed them 
the King might return back to Southwell, and not to be at Kelbam, where 
the body ot your Army lay, to cajole, or diſturb your Souldiers; but | 
could not obtain the conſent of your Committee thereunto. The next day 
our Committees hearing that your Army had diſpoſed of their Proviſions, and 
ſent in for many Carriages, did again complain to your Committees, WhO 
again alſo abſolutely denyed ir, and ſaid nothing ſhould be done — 
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Committees having notice: Nevertheleſs, the next day being Thurſday, 
your Army marched away, and took the King with them; and when your 
Army were on their march, and not before, ſome of your Committees ac- 
quainted ours with it. Now it is molt evident, that by the Treaty our Com- 
mittees being equally to command and dire& your Army as your own, and 


your Army obliged by the Treaty equally to obey them as a joynt Commit- | 
tee, if you have any right becauſe the King came to your Army, the King | 
came to our Committees as to yours, and they had in that reſpect equal 


power to diſpoſe of him. But what was done is before expreſſed, 

You fay you did write to the Houſes, and your Paper intimates one reaſon 
of your going was, becauſe you heard not from the Houſes : You wrote on 
Wedneſday, and march'd away the next morning: Could you expect a re- 
turn from the two Houſes in that time, the diſtance being 100 miles ? 
You alledge your march was after the ſurrender of Newark, when as it was 
only after the Commiſſioners for the Treaty had agreed, but before the A- 
greement was ſigned by the Committees and Governour of Newark, and the 
Town was not furrendred til] the next day, which was done on ſome emer- 
gency a day ſooner than was agreed on by that Treaty. | 

And ſhall we think that your Army ſhould march away on the rumor of 
5000 Horſe and Dragoons of Sir Thomas Fairfax his Army marching Norttf- 
ward? But however, there was no ſuch thing, nor did any ſuch Order of 
the Houſe of Peers, as your Lordſhips mention, ever come to the Army of 
Sir Thomas Fairfax; neither did the General, Lieutenant-General, nor any o- 
ther Officer that ever they heard of, know of any ſuch Order, till your Lord- 
ſkips mentioned it in your Paper of the 20th of OGober laſt. And if they had 
marched, they are under the Command of the Parliament, and have ſhewed 
themſelves faithful and ſerviceable, and God hath exceedingly bleſſed their 


| ſervice to the good of both Kingdoms. . 
This being the true ſtate of that buſineſs, our Committee of both Houſes 


being upon the place at the Siege of Newark, and not ſo much as adviſed with 
by your Committees, what was fit to bedone with the Perſon of the King (the 
diſpoſing of whoſe Perſon with your joynt conſent you now make a matter 
of ſo high concernment) but your Army contrary to engagement not to re-

Your Lordſhips will now think our Committees 


had reaſop to deſire to return; and there was little encouragement for any 


other Committee to go down to your Army, eſpecially conſidering that you 
took Carlile from the Engliſh Forces there, againſt the conſent of the Com- 


I mittee then upon the place, And that when your Army was at Brambam- 


Moor, a little before the King took Leiceſter, (the King then being very 
ſtrong, and our affairs in a hazardous condition) they were earneſtly preſſed 
by our Committee, then a joynt Committee with them, according to the 
Treaty to march Southwards; but contrary to their deſires, and agaialt their 
conſent, your Army marched away Northward. 

It's true, that you ſent out Orders to debar all ſuch of both or either 
Kingdoms as had been in Arms againſt the Parliament, from coming into 
your Quarters, or to the Court, or to the Perſon of the King: And tis as 
true, that they did come notwithſtanding that Order, and yet no Man pu- 
niſh'd for breach of thoſe Orders, that evet we heard of. 

Your Lordſhips ſay, there is no ſuch clauſe in the Treaty, as that the 
Scotch Army ſhould do nothing without a joynt Reſolution of both King- 
domy, or their Committees; and thence infer, you having no joynt Reſo- 
lution to the contrary, you might march away, But it is moſt evident from 
your Argument (for your example, the Army under the Earl of Eſſex or Sir 
Thomas Fairfax is not at all applicable to your inference) that tis wholly in 
your power whether the Kingdom of England ſhall ever joyn in directing of 
your Army or not, You had no Committee for fifteen weeks before New- 
ark, and all that time our Committee could not order your Army for want 
of yours 3d joyn with them; when yours did come, they having a ne- 
gative voice, did not agree to our Committees deſires for the King's ſtay at 
Southwell, or acquaint them with your Armies going away, but denied . to

of a broken Covenant; Let all who fear an Oath, remember the vows of

CHAP. XI. 
The State of Affairs in Ireland during the year 1646. 


THO” the two Houſes had nominated the Lord Liſte to be 
Lord Lieutenant General of Ire/azd, in the latter end of the 
car 1645. and afterwards ordered that he ſhould carry with 
1 forty thouſand Pounds for the Service of that Kingdom, yet 
he met with ſuch delays in raiſing the ſame, and other diſappoint- 
ments in things requiſite to his Journy, that it was near the end 
of this year 1646. before he could arrive in Irelaxd, for he Land- 
ed at Cork on the 20th of Feb. 1645, And his Commiſſion expired 
the 15th of April following, 4 | 
In the mean time one of the firſt moſt remarkable Occurren- 
ces in Ireland, was that grand defeat received by the Scots under 
Major General Monroe, from Owen Roe Oneil and the Iriſh at Ben-

from Scotland two days before, conld not be gotten in readineſs to joyn 
with us. It was alſo condeſcended on by the Engliſh Commiſſioners and 
me, that the Laggan Forces ſhould march unto Connagbt immediately, to 
keep the Enemy buſied there, who were ordained to keep correſpondency 
with us on all occaſions; having parted with our Commiſſioners the ſe- 
cond night of our march near Drummore. The fourth in the Morni

band four miles from Armagh, and ſent for our Party to retire upon the 
Army, being impoſſible for them to get through to Colonel Monro. Friday 
the fifth by four of the clock in the morning 1 marched to Armagh in view 
of the Enemy, thinking the nearer our Army was to theirs, to hinder them 


from ſending any ſtrength to fall upon Colonel Monro, his way lying Are

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1 1646. realy towards the Enemies Quarters. And having viewed the Enemies 
Army in a poſture to defend the paſſage at Benburgb, which being hard for us 


to force by reaſon of the ſtraitneſs of the paſs, the Enemy being Maſter of 
| the Bridge and of the Ford, very Advantagious for him; preſently I conveen- 


ed the Officers of the Army, to conſult what was belt for us to undertake, 


| where by joynt advice it was reſolved to march with the Army in the Ene- 


mies view to Kinnard, to croſs the Water there, and ſo to draw the Enemy 


from his Advantage, and from Colonel Monro, his Party being but weak, 


which being effectuated we were betwixt the Enemy and his Victuals, having 
gained the paſs at Xinnard without diſpute, and had the Enemy betwixt us 


and our Party, and our Baggage ſecured in our Rear; all our Army both 


Foot. and Horſe did earneſtly covet fighting, which was impoſlible for me to 


gainſtand, without being reproached of Cowardiſe; And therefore having 


provided our ſelves for Battel, and that orderly, with reſolution we ad- 


] vanced towards the Enemy about ſix a Clock at night, and beat in their com- 


| manded men and fore Troops to their Army, where they ſtood ready in Bat- 


| tel to receive us. Lieutenant Colonel Cunmgham with 500 Commanded | 
men cleared the paſſage for our Horſemen to advance, who were com- 
| manded then in abfence of Colonel Moure, by the Lord Viſcount of , 


Ardes; The Army followed up after the Fielding Pieces, and drew up in 
Battel forth againſt the Enemy, who had poſſeſſed themſelves with the 
Advantagious ground, where their Foot were covered with Scrogs 
and Buſhes; the ſervice begun hot on both ſides, continued from ſix a 


| Clock at Night till after Sun ſet. The Enemy could not get charged on 


our left or right Wing, having the Blackwater on the right hand, and a mar- 
riſh bog on the left Wing, and we being drawn up in the plain, having our 


I pieces before us and our Horſemen behind our reſerve, and it being impoſli- | 
| ble for the Enemy to charge us but in our Van, our Horſemen could receive 


them marching up, and charging through the intervals, betwixt the Bri- 
gades of Foot. About Sun ſet I perceived the Enemy making ready for a gene- 
ral aſſault, firſt with his Foot, and his Horſe coming up behind his Foot to 


|| ſecond them, I had given order to a Squadron of our Horſe to break through | 


them before they ſhould advance to our Foot, that Squadron of Horſe conſiſt- 


| ing for the moſt part of Jriſh Riders, although under the Engliſh Command, 


did not charge, but retreated diſorderly through our Foot, making the Ene- 
mies Horſe for to follow them, at leaſt one Squadron, notwithſtanding thereof 


| our Foot ſtood to it, and received the Enemies Battalions body to body with 


puſh of Pike, till at laſt our ſecond Squadron of Horſe charged the Enemies 
Horſe, and fell pell mell amongſt our Foot, who being carried in diſorder, had 


| no way of retreat but to wade the Black-water where it was ſcarce fordable, 


and by that means and the darkneſs of the Night many of our Foot eſcaped, 
with the loſs of ſome few Officers, fix Field Pieces, and, ſome Colours, 
ſo that by all appearance the Iriſh under the Leſnegarvey Horſemen had a pur- 


| poſe to betray the Army by their running away, leaving the Foot to be cut 
down, who were alſo deſerted by the reſt of the Horſe after retiring from 


their laſt charge; the Enemy falling on our Baggage, the Baggage Horſes 


| | being all gone, the Enemy loved the ſpoil better than to proſecute the Victo- 


ry. So that we loſt of the Foot at the neareſt conjecture five or fix hundred, 
and twenty Officers were taken Priſoners, the Lord of Ardes being one; we 


And notwithſtanding of all our loſſes, the Enemy as yer (praiſed be God) 


Monro with his Party miraculouſly retreated home from the Enemy, who 
viewed them, without the loſs of a Man. And now we are making up our 
Forces again, having not loſt of our Horſemen above thirty, and one Cornet 
who was killed; we are both ſcarce of Arms and Victuals, and for ought 1 
can underſtand, the Lord of Hoſts had a controverſie with us to rub ſhame 
on our Faces, as on other Armies, till once we ſhall be humbled ; for a grea- 
ter confidence did I never ſee in any Army than was amongſt us, and we be- 
hooved to taſte of bitterneſs as well as others of both Nations; but praiſed 
| be God being now humbled before God, we increaſe in courage and reſolu- 
tlon; ſo according to your intereſt in us and in the poor inhabitants in this 
Province, uſe ſome ſpeedy means to ſupply-us. Thus recommending your

in your Letter to the King, (mentioned in your exceptions) your Lord- | 


ſhips expreſſions are fall, to proceed with the Parliament upon the Overture 
made to them in the Propoſitions, not only without deſiring Anſwer, but 
without expecting Conſent or Direction from his Majeſty before ſach time 
as you would conclude the fame, and your Lordſhip doth only give an ac- 
count of your Reſolutions, his Majeſty unconſulted with, as already fixt 
with expectation only of a benign conſtruction from his Majeſty thereupon ; 
And that not only from the conſideration of neceſſity, but (as we conceive) 
of your Lordſhips Duty alſo, as the caſe then ſtood, (no leſs than a King- 
dom lying at the Stake) to make your application in ſuch manner to the 
Parliament. | 

3. May it not alſo be conſidered, what Reaſon the Parliament had to con- 
ceiv2 your Lordſhip intended, not fo to inſiſt on the King's Direction as 
without it you would not conclude, when they obſerved that by thoſe Pro- 
poſitions from your Lordſhip, a Copy whereof you have delivered us, you 
offered. (i they ſhould accept thereof) to put your preſent Army and Forces, 
called by your Lordſhip his Majeſty's Army, (Notwithſtanding any intereſt 
you apprehended che King had therein) under the ſole Direction of both 
Honſes of Parliamenr. And yet in thoſe Propoſitions, we find no mention 
made of Conſent or Direction to be firſt had from the King, which was be- 
lieved your Lordſhip then, as at this time alſo, might the better do, for 
that by At of Parliament, the mannaging of the War of Ireland is eſtabliſh- 
ed in both Houſes of Parliament alone. 

4. It may be conſidered, that however many caſes of this nature in the 
late troubles in England have happened, where Perſons under great Obli- 
gations to the King, have frequently ſurrendred to the Parliament, Garri- 


ſons and Forces, which they received by Command from his Majeſty, as in 


particular that ot Oxford, where remained not only the Duke of Tork and 
his Majeſty's Council, but alto the Sword, the great and leſſer Seals with 
other Enſigus of the Regal Power, (and all theſe) without firſt having any 
explicite Direction from the King to deliver up the ſame. | 
5. When we alſo conſider how paſſionately it was repreſented to the 
Parliament by your Lordſhip, ot how great importance the City and Caſtle 
of Dublin (together with the Garriſons under your Command) were in Or- 
der to the recovery of the Kingdom of Ireland, the preſervation of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, together with all the Proteſtants therein, as alſo how un- 
doubtedly all muſt miſcarry, if Supplies did not timely come; We can- 
not but wonder, that in caſe of ſo high concernment, and ſo great neceſſity

We hold it our Duty to deal thus clearly and freely with your Lordſhip,

make return, 

Our firſt Exception was, Not that none of the Propoſitions of the firſt 
way of Overture, which were tranſmitted by us to the Parliament, are aſ- 
| ſented unto, as in that Paper is expreſſed, but that none of the Propoſiti— 


(as you are pleaſed to term it) or the ſecond way of Overture, are aſſen- 
ted unto, And to the end that this may be the better underſtood, we hold 


ted by us from hence, were ſigned by us a- part, whercin we did undertake 
the Proſecution of the War, as vigorouſly againſt the Rebels, as we ſhould 
be thereunto enabled by the Parliament; which Propoſitions are expreſſed 
at large in our ſecond Paper of November 18. 1645. and theſe ſcem only to

Your ſecond anſwer is, That (it any ſuch be) it is probable the number is 
not conſiderable ; And if they have done nothing againſt the Parl. they need 
not any ſpecial ſecurity, but may expect as much as others, that have in like 
manner demeancd themſelves, although they be of the Proteſtant Religion; 
which Anſwer doth not ſatisſie, but give us more cauſe to inſiſt upon the 
Exception, becauſe you ſay, it is probable that the number of them is not 
conſiderable, whereas we who have been upon the place know it to be other» | 
wiſe both in number and quality of Perſons. 
And ſince his Majeſty's Proteſtant Subjects, who have ſerved againſt the

Our firſt Anſwer is, we have declared, that their ſubmitting to all Ordi- 
nances of Parliament is to be underſtood, no otherwiſe tham as all others 
do, who have always adhered to, and never offended the Parliament; with 
which anſwer we are not fatisfied, it being no more, than that we are to ſub- 
mit to all the Ordinances of Parliament; to which thoſe who are of the Par- 
liament party ſubmit, as the Covenant, the Directory, the aboliſhing of the

* ſecond anſwer is, we know of no Ordinance of Parliament that re- 
quireth the Covenant to be taken in the Kingdom of /reland; with 
which anſwer we are not ſatisfied, for we know that it hath been prelt in all 
parts of the Kingdom, where the Parliament hath prevailed, as in the Pro- 
vinces of Munſter, Uiſter, and Connaught, there being ſame Miniſters not 
long ſince employed into Ulſter, who went from Town to Town, and from 
City to City, preſſing the Covenant, whereupon many Proteſtants did acquit 
their Commands and Habitations in thoſe parts, rather than they would ſub-

| which was the ground of haſtning the ſaid Supplies, whereas the words of 
Inſtructions were, That it within a reaſonable time after Landing of our Con 
miſſioners, they did not advertiſe us, that thoſe things we delired were on- 
the way hither, or at leaſt a conſiderable proportion of Mony and Munition, 
| | and probable hope of the reſt ſpeedily after, that then we would take it for 
granted, not that no Supplies would come, but that our Propoſitions were 
rejected there; which ſtrongly implyed, and ſo was intended, that if we un- 
derſtood Supplies were an the way, we might then take it for granted, our 
Propoſitions were accepted, which alſo we had cauſe to believe, for that our 
Commiſſioners by command of the Committee, hefore whom they were | 
heard, ſignified to us, their meſſage was chearfully accepted, whereof the 
ſending of Supplies was but a part; nor can it be reaſonably objected to us, 
that we refuſe thoſe Supplies, ſince none of the Conditions wherein we ex- 
preſſed our willingneſs to receive them, is offered to us in manner as was de- 
ſired, eſpecially that fundamental one, of procuring the King's Command for 
delivering up the Sword, and Garriſons, which being the way fixed on by 
the Parliament, we much wonder, was not endeavoured (as well it might 
have been, and an anſwer had) before you came from London, and if it had 
been obtained, there had been no need of ſending it to us till your arrival, 
and if it had been refuſed, the Parliament in their great Wiſdom and Know- 
ledge of the duty of one fo highly truſted, would have found ſome other ex- 

-pedient to extend their aſſiſtance and Protection to the Proteſtants, other 
than ſuch as muſt blemiſh our honour and fidelity to all Poſterity, nor is it a 
| ſufficient diſcharge to us, that his Majeſty hath not inhibited us to proceed 
and conclude with you, his expreſs Command being in this caſe abſolutely 
neceſſary. And as for the ſuppoſitions and inferences, which you make out 
of the Letters writ by us to his Majeſty, and both Houſes of Parliament ; as 
that it could not be imagined, the neceſſities being ſo great, under which 
we then were, that we would refuſe ſuch Supplies from the Parliament in 
manner as they directed, till our Letter ſhould be from hence ſent to New- 
caſtle, and anſwer thereof returned to us: And that the Parliament had no | 
reaſon to conceive, that we intended fo to infiſt on the King's direction, as 
without it we would not conclude, &c. As alſo conſidering how paſſionate- 
ly we repreſented to the Parliament, the importance of the City and Caſtle 
of Dublin, & c. and how undoubtedly all muſt miſcarry, if Supplies did not 
| ſpeedily come, that yet the King's conſent ſhould be ſo inſiſted upon, as 
none of the forementioned conſiderations ſhould purchaſe a diſpenſation 
therein; And to induce us thereunnto, you propoſe unto us examples of the 
delivering up of other Garriſons and Forces in England, as in particular, 
that of Oxford, &c. without having any explicite direction from the King to 
deliver up the ſame. We conceive the caſe of Oxford to be different from 
this ; For Sir Thomas Fairfax, to whom the City of Oxford was rendred, 
. | (after ſome time of formal Siege, and the ſhedding of blood on both ſides) 
- | was not invited thither by thoſe within to defend and relieve it againſt the 
expected attempts of another Enemy ; as thoſe Forces now here with you 
were (upon certain Conditions) by us, but his coming before Oxford was 
unſent for, openly and declaredly to take by force of Arms that City: In 
the caſe of Oxford alſo, we have ſeen his Majeſty's Command directed to the 
Governour for the rendring thereof, which if you can produce to us for the 
giving up of theſe Garriſons, with the Enſigns of Royalty belonging to the 
Crown of this Kingdom, we - will in like ſort readily obey the ſame, not- 
| withſtanding ſome other diſparity in the caſes. And if the Inſtructions we 
gave our Commiſſioners be looked into, Copies whereof were delivered by 
them to the Committee of both Houſes, all theſe ſuſpitions, inferences, and 
Arguments will vaniſhy, it being a certain and true rule, that no inference 
nor application is to be made contrary to that which is expreſt, as our in- 
| fruftions were in this particular; for our firſt and principal Inſtruction was, 
That we would ſurrender our Place of Lieutenant, Cc. to ſuch as the Parli- | 
ament ſhould appoint, upon theſe following Conditions. Firſt, |

Firſt, That they procure his Majeſties Direction for the doing thereof, &. 
But further to clear it, in our ſeventh and laſt Inſtruction delivered unto 
our Commiſſioners, whereof the ſaid Committee had likewiſe a Copy, it is 
further given in charge unto them in this manner, viz, If in the mean time 
whilſt they take theſe Propoſitions and the reſt into their Conſiderations, 
and till they have procured his Majeſties Direction as aforeſaid, the Parlia- 
ment be pleaſed to ſend over ſuch Supplies, as may relieve the Garriſons 
from ruin, through want, or by the hoſtile attempts of the Rebels, the ſame 
ſhall he well Husbanded for them, and 1mployed only to thoſe ends; both 
which Inſtructions leave no place for inference or implication to be made 
contrary to expreſs Inſtructions. If the Parliament hath procured his Ma- 
jeſties Direction, the condition is performed, but if that be not done, the 
Forces notwithſtanding may be received and imployed in the preſent ſer- 
vice, and ſo all thoſe inconveniencies may be prevented, which are feared : 
But if nothing that we can do can give ſatisfaction, but to deliver up the 
Sword, render all the Garriſons, and other Commands to the pleaſure of 
the Parliament, which we are bound by Oath to preſerve and keep for his 
Majeſty, before we do receive his Direction therein, We doubt not bat we 
ſhall be acquit herein before God and Men, if we infiſt upon the refuſal 
of that which we cannot do without the violation of our Oath to God and 
the King, 

To ſum up in brief thoſe particulars wherein we are not ſatisfied by any 
of your Papers, nor by any thing which was delivered in the Conference. 

Firſt, You have ſhewed us no Direction from his Majeſty to deliver the 
Sword, Cc. Which you ſay you have not procured. 

S:condly, You have not offered aſſurance to the Papiſts of this Kingdom, who 
have adhered to his Majeſties Government ſince the 22. of October, 1641. 
for their Eſtates, which is confeſſed by you. | 

Thirdly, You have not undertaken, that the Covenant ſhall not be preſſed 
nor that the Book of Common-Prayer ſhall not de ſuppreſſed. 

Fourthly, You have given no aſſurance either for the continuance of the 
Judges and Officers of the Civil Liſt, or the Officers of the Martial, in their 
reſpective Imployments, or the Clergy in their reſpective Rights and In- 
cumbencies. 

Fiſibly, You have given us no ſatisfaction in that great and main Objecti- 
on touching the preſent Parliament, which would be diſſolved, if that we 
ſhould deliver the Sword in manner as is deſired, The Papers do clear none 
of theſe particulars, and nothing was delivered poſitively in the Conference 
which doth any. ways enlarge the former Papers. We know that in mat- 
ters of ſo high and great concernment, you will go to the utmoſt Limits of 
your Inſtruftions, and that in theſe things which ſeem doubtful to us, you 
will (if any expedient can be found for the continuing the Treaty) repreſent 
them to thoſe who imployed you, in the beſt manner you can, for our Satiſ- 
faction; according to the promiſe made by you in your laſt Paper, for 
which we do return you thanks in the behalf of all his Majeſties Proteſtant 
subjects, and thoſe who have faithfully adhered to them. And for that full 
ſatisfation cannot be given to us without your further Application to the 
Parliament, for enlarging your Powers. We being reſolved to leave no 
means unattempted, that may conduce to the preſervation of his Majeſties 
Proteſtant Subjects in this Kingdom, and the Rights of the Grown of Eng- 
land, and to the end the Forces brought hither by you, may be employed to 
to thoſe good ends, whilſt his Majeſties pleaſure by us, and that of the Par- 
lizmentby you is ſought, do offer theſe following Propoſitions, | 

Fi, That the Officers and Souldiers, ſent hither by the Parliament of 
England be put into one, or more convenient Garriſons, and be command- 
ed by their Reſpective Officers, who are to receive Orders from us and the 
Goverr.ours of the Places where they ſhall be Garriſon'd, and to be ſubject 
to the Laws Martial now in force in this Kingdom, 

Secondly, We deſire, towards the keeping of the Army now under our 
Command for ſix Weeks, three thouſand Pounds, whereof two Parts in 
Mony, and a third Part in Victuals. 

Thirdly, That there be an Ingagement from you to us on the behalf of 
a Parliament, that the Officers and Souldiers which are to be Garriſoned, 
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preſent Government here; And that in caſe we ſhall not at or before the 
expiration of the ſaid fix Weeks agree, that they ſhall remove from thoſe 
places out of our Quarters, at ſuch time as we ſhall direct

A Letter from Saffron Walden, April 3. 1647. 


Sir, . 

W Hilſt our Enemies appeared only as men out of Place and Authority, 

and we looked upon them as the common Enemies of the Kingdom, 
we conceived there might be ſomething done to vindicate our Actions up- 
on the Publick Stage; but now the Diſeaſe is grown ſo Epidemical, that 
all our endeavours are like to prove invalid. And indeed thoſe who are 
now prejudiced againſt us, are our Superiours; nay further, thoſe whom 
we looked upon as our beſt Friends: (and the wounds of Friends are 
grievous; ) who would have thought that ſo modeſt and moderate an Ad- 
drels, as the late Petition drawn up to be Subſcribed by the Army, to be 
preſented to the General, would have raiſed ſo much duſt? Or, have the 
Souldiers only, who have been inſtruments to recover the loſt Liberties of 
the Nation, fought themſelves into Slavery ? Sure there is right of Petition- 
ing for us, as well as there was a Petition of right for the Parliament. If 
we had been ſo raſh, as at firſt ad venture to have knock'd with a Petition at 
the Parliament's doors, it might have been cenſured as too Saucy and Mala- 
pert : For Souldiers ro repreſent their grievances to their General, is a |. 
Liberty which the Law of Nature and Nations will not deny ; for this 
was to go no further, but left to his Excellency to retract, or repreſent, as 
ke thought either fit or ſeaſonable. 

The firlt Vote of the Houſe of Commons for the ſtopping of che. Petition 
| ſeemed ſtrange to us, and we could not but have a very deep Senſe of our 
unhappineſs, in being miſunderſtood in our clear intentions, which are n 
other than by way of Petition to repreſent the inconveniences which muſt 
neceſſarily befal the Army after Disbanding, which the Parliament through 
multiplicity of buſineſs might not ſo well provide againſt ; beſides ſome 
have already ſuffered for want of a general Act of Indempaity, and many 
Officers (as I believe is obvious to your Eyes) have been ſtarved for want 
of ſubſiſtence, whilſt they ſought to obtain their Arrears. But how great 
ja cauſe of amazement and aſtoniſhment was it to vs, to ſee a ſecond Decla- 
Jration of both Houſes of the 30. of March, wherein that Petition 
is declared to tend to the putting the Army into a Diſtemper und Muti- 
ay, to put Conditions upon the Parliament, and obſtruct the relief of lre- 

land; 
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land; That they ſhould pronuunce their high diſlike thereof, and that they 
would proceed againſt the promoters as Enemies to the State, and Diſtur- 
bers of the Publick Peace; but that which yet heightens the amazement is, 
that ſuch a Declaration ſhould be grounded upon Letters and Informations 
of ſo flight Credit, which it I might be ſo bold 1 might term both frivo- 
lous and fictitious. One of the Letters directed to Colonel Harley, ſays, that 


at a Rendezvous of the ſaid Colonel's Regiment, the Petition was read and | 


ſigned by a 1 100 Hands, and ſuch as refuſed it were threatned to be caſhiered, 
The Muſter-Maſter will tell you there was not 1000 Muſtered the laſt 
Maſter ; and yet 1100 ſet their Hands, and the reſt ooo were caſhiered: 
But this is not all the Diſcovery. The other Regiments were coming up; 
and ſays one, except the Parliament take high Reſolutions, they will enſlave 
the Kingdom. To anſwer this, there was none came from the North, but 
Sir Hardres Waller's, and that was ſent for at Major General Skippow's re- 
queſt, who complained that the Country there was not able to bear it. And 
Colonel Herbert's, and Colonel Hammond's Regiments being about Cheſter 
ready for tranſportation for Ireland, but (their good will not accepted) 
coming back towards the reſt of the Army. But another Member acquaints 
the Houſe, that. thoſe who would not ſubſcribe the Petition were to be left 
out of the Muſter-Roll. And another ſays, that he heard Lieutenant Ge- 
neral H. and other Officers were to reſide at the Head Quarter to receive 
Subſcriptions : yet not one of them received a Paper or Subſcription, nor 
any brought in at that time. But this was not all; there was another Letter 
from an Officer of Colonel Roſiter's (who would do nothing without his Co- 
lonel's conſent) and he takes exceptions at nothing but at the deſiring the Royal 
aſſent : This Colonel Fines very excellently vindicated the ſame day in the 
Houſe ; declaring that there was nothing deſired more than what the Par- 
liament themſelves demanded in the Propoſitions; (but Colonel Rofiter had 
thanks, and his Regiment voted their Arrears.) 

Sir, Give me leave a little to clear up the intentions of the Army : For 
that charge of Mutiny ; I can aſſure you there was no ſuch thing, the Petition 
being generally approved of, and whole Regiments unanimouſly ſubſcribing 
it, except here and there ſome indifferent Commanders ſeemed to oppoſe it: 
The truth is, it is the Maſter-piece of our Enemies to ſuppreſs it in ſuch 
high Language, if it were poſſjble to bring the Army to a Mutiny, and fo put 
an Odium upon them at the laſt, which they could not hitherto faſten: For 
putting Conditions upon the Parliament; I dare ſpeak the hearts of the Pe- 
titioners (the Commanders Pm ſure) it never entred into their thoughts: 
And I may ſay the like for the obſtructing of Ireland, and add further, That 
the Parliament will find thoſe men, who were moſt forward in this Petition, 
more ready to go for [reland, than any of the Septem decem viri, who only 
to curry favour and ingratiate, have tendered their Service (in a Declarati- 
on which J ſuppoſe you have ſeen) leaving the Conditions, Conduct, In- 
dempnity, and Arrears at pleaſure; which indeed they may, for moſt of them

1 diced at Aſſizes and Seſſions, and otherwiſe grievouſly moleſted for ſuch 


Actions, and many lately ſuffering for the ſame. Notwithſtanding that 
Proviſion you lately made againlt ir, that divers have had Verdicts paſt againſt 
them this laſt Aſſizes, for Actions done as Soldiers, (as we are credibly in- 
formed; ) if this be practisꝰd during the time of your Seſſion, for what we did 
through the exigence of your Service, what cruel and violent Proceedings 
are we like to find, after you are pleaſed to diſſolve, 

For the particular Intimation, That the Royal Aſſent may be deſired, we 
never intended it to leſſen your Authority; but ſince you have by offering 


the Propoſitions, judged the deſiring the King's Aſſent convenient; Since 


likewiſe the City of London made the ſame deſire without Offence ; and 
your Orders to the Judges, we know not how effectual they may prove to 
ſave us from ſuch Proceedings after your Seſſions; All theſe Reaſons conſi- 
dered, will we hope manifeſt our Intentions in that Intimation to be only a 
provident Caution for our future Safety, without the leaſt thought of Diſre- 
ſpe& to your Authority. For the delire of our Arrears, Neceſlity (eſpecial- 


ry, or propoſed Gain as our End, the ſpeedy ending of a languiſhing War 
will teſtifie for us, whereby the People are much eaſed of their Taxes and 
daily Disburſements, and decayed Trade reſtored to a full and flouriſhing 
Condition in all Quarters, We left our Eſtates, and many of us our Trades 
and Callings to others, and forſook the Contentments of a quiet Life, not 
fearing or regarding the difficulties of War for your ſakes : - After all which 
we hoped that the deſires of our bardly earned Wages (by the Mediation of 
our General) would have been no unwelcome Requeſt, nor argued us guilty 


| of the leaſt Diſcontent, or intention of Mutiny, 


We know not any thing further in our Petition which hath been excepted 
againſt, but your Apprehenſions that it tendeth to binder the relief of Ireland, 
which we. do not underſtand wherein, having always manifeſted in all our 
Actions, our readineſs to further that Work; unleſs you mean by that de- 
fire, that thoſe who have ſerved voluntarily, ſhould not be preſſed to go out 
of the Kingdom; to which we humbly offer this: That thoſe who have vo- 
luntarily ſerved in theſe Wars, and left their Parents, Trades, and Liveli- 
hoods, and without any Compulſion engaged of their own accords, ſhould, af- 
ter all their free and unwearied Labours, be forced and compelled to go out of 
this Kingdom, whoſe Peace they have ſo much endeavoured with unwearied 
Pains, hoping thereby to have lived and enjoyed the fruits of their Labours, 
would to them ſeem very hard; but beſides this, our ſeveral Votes and En- 
gagements, March 21. to endeavour the Service of Ireland what we could 
will clear us, and our good Affections in promoting that Work; and there- 
fore we hope what hath been ſaid will remove all Scruples, and reſtore us to 
the good Opinion of this Honourable Houſe : In aſſurance whereof, and in 
conſideration of the Premiſes, we are further emboldened to make theſe our

HIS day at the firſt fitting of the Houſe of Commons, the 

Petition and Vindication preſented laſt 7ze/day by Colonel 
Hewſon, Colonel Okey, Captain Reynolds, Captain Grfe, Lieute- 
nant Chillington, and other Officers of the Army, were read ; at 
which time Major General Skippon (being in the Houſe) produ- 
ſed a Letter preſented unto him the day before, by ſome Troop- 
ers of ſeveral Regiments in the Army, in the behalf of cight Re- 
giments of Horte, wherein they expreſſed ſome Reaſons why 
they could not engage in the Service of Ireland, under the preſent 
Conduct, and complaining of the many Scandals and falſe Sug- 
geſtions, that were of late raiſed againſt the Army, and their 
proceedings; whereupon they were declared Enemies to the 
publick ; and that they ſaw deligns were upon them, and 
many of the Godly Party in the Kingdom, and that they 
could not engage for Jreland, until they were ſatisfied in their 
ExpeQations, and their juſt Deſires granted. This the Major Ge-. 
neral thought fit to tender to the Conſideration of the Houle. Up- 
on reading whereof the Vindication was laid aſide, and the three 
Troopers (wviz.) Edward Sexby, William Allen, and Thomas Sheppard, 
who came with the Letter, (and had preſented Copies of the {ame 
to the General and Lieutenant General, both which were brought 


into the Houſe at the ſame time) were ſent for into the Houſe ; 
where ſeveral queſtions were propounded unto them, concerning | 
the contriving, drawing up, and ſubſcribing of the ſame. The 


affirmed it was drawn up firſt at a Rendezvous of ſeveral of thoſe

anſwer was returned, that they had engaged in the Parliament's 
Cauſe ever ſince Eage-Hill Battle, ſome wounded there. At Brain- 
ford, at Newbury, at Henley, under Major General Skippon, and 
were engaged in all the Services ſince his Excellency firſt March- 


ed into the Field ; and one of them particularly declared, that | 


when he was upon the grouud with five dangerous Wounds upon 
him, Major General Skippon came by, pitying his ſad Condition, 
gave him five Shillings to procure him tome relief; which the 
Major General in the 'Houſe did aver to be true. Then they were 
demanded, what the meaning of that Clauſe was, wherein the 


Word a Soveraignty was expreſt? They ſeverally being called one 
by one, anſwered. 
That the Letter being a joynt Act of thoſe ſeveral Regiments, 
they could not give a punctual Anſwer, they being only Agents; 
but if they might have the Queries in Writing, they ſhould ſend 
or carry them to the ſeveral Regiments, and return their own An- 
ſwers together with and comprized in the reſt. After all theſe Ex- 
aminations, they were Ordered to attend the Houſe upon Sum- 
mons. Afterwards the Houſe {for the better preventing of any 
Diſorder in the Army) paſſed ſeveral Votes, and Ordered, That 
Major General Skippon, Lieutenant General Cromwell, and Com- 
miſſary Ireton, and Colonel Fleetwood, be ſent down to the Army

FT" H E Houſe of Commons had a further Debate, about the

Not much more conſiderable this day, but from Scotland. Lieutenant 


General Leſky is Marched againſt Kotkitoth, with four Regiments of 
Foot, fix Troops of Horſe, and three Troops of Dragoons, and not 
without great need, for this Aliſter Macdonell Kyglkitoth rageth in 
the Marquiſs of Argy/e*'s Country, he ſpareth neither Sex nor Age, 
but putteth both Man, Woman, and Child to the Sword ; having 
taken away the Lives of theſe innocents, he taketh all that lies be- 
fore him for Proviſion for his Army, in procuring of which he is ve- 
ry diligent. The Letters mention, he expects from Ireland Recruits 
both of Men and Arms, and other Expedients. It is ſaid, that the 
Enemies in a great Body have taken the Field in Ireland, and 
it is to be feared they will uſe the like Inhumanity in that King- 
dom, and go over their old Tragedies again. 

And of the Affairs of Ireland, the Letters ſpeak thus, that the Re- | 
bels now begin to beſtir themſelves apace; and that the Rebels in 
Leminſter have beſieged Caterlagh, a very ſtrong Garriſon under the 
Marqueſs of Ormona. The Marqueſs of Ormond propounds to raiſe 
5000 native 1riſþ to go beyond Sea, and offers to give his three Sons 
for Hoſtages, and his Lands to be engaged, that they ſhall never 
come againſt any of the King's Dominions. 

From the City of Cheſter, Tueſday the 27. was ſhipped 9 Foot 
Companies, under the Command of Colonel Hengerfor making 
841. men, on Weaneſaay they ſet Sail from Pœetaire; thele it's believed 
are now in Dublin, for though contrary Winds have been, yet there 
have been enough to carry them thither more than once. Captain 
Meredith's Troop is come hither, to add to the other {mall torce. 
The Commiſhoners incline ſtill to ſtay until they have more men 
to poſſeſs what they are to take, wherewith to accommodate them, 
which otherwiſe may be loſt ſo ſoon as had, either by the violence of 
the Enemy, or want from Friends; 5oo. is ſent by the laſt men, part 
of that little the Commiſſioners have, to be diſpoſed of by the Lord 
of Ormond, as he ſhall ſee it fit for the relief of the out-Gacriſons.

'HIS day the Houſes fat not; but from the Army we had by | 


Letters, of the Proceedings of the Commiſhoners ſent trom 
the Houſe, and the reſult of the meeting with the Officers of the 
Army, which was not until Friday, May 7. the Particulars take 
thus: Field Marſhal Skzppon, Lieutenant General Cromwell, and the 


reſt of the Members of the Army {ent down thither, communicated | 


unto the Officers the Votes of the Houle, concerning their Aricars 
and Indempnity ; and that they were enjoy ned to employ their En- 
deavours to quiet all Diſtempers in the Army. 'Thele Votes be— 
ing read unto them, it was ſaid by ſome, that they delired to know 
what was meant by Diſtempers in the Amy; it it were meant of 
Grievances, (which the Soldiers complained of) they had then 
ſomething to offer; but in regard that it ihe Oteus ſhould de- 
clare their Senſe, without the conſent of the Soldiers in their reſpc- 
Aive charge, it might perhaps be taken as an unadviſed and for- 
ward act in them, to undertake to declare the Senſe of the Army, 
before they know the general reſolution of the Soldiery ; as it was 
too much forwardnels in thoſe, who, in the firſt Paper preſented to 


the Parliament, ſubſcribed their Names, hereby the Parliament 


was inclined to believe they could engage their whole Regiments, 
of which there have been ſome failing, &c. And therefore theſe 
Offieers now preſent, being unwilling to declare the Senſe of the 
reſpective Regiments, Troops, and Companies, without firſt ac- 
quainting them therewith, (that the Unanimity of the Souldiery 
may the more clearly appear, and their entire Reſolution be diſcern- 
ed) the Officers have time given them, *cill Friday the 14. of May, 
to communicate the Votes of the Houſe, and to repreſent to the 
Field Marſha], and the reſt of the Officers ſent down, an account 
of their Proceedings therein. And leſt it may be thought that the 
Army hath no cauſe of Grievance, obſerve, that they being de- 
clared Enemies by Vote of the Houle, it they perſiſted in their Pe- 
tition to the General, (being merely tor things relating to them as 
Soldiers) they think it an hard caſe. They likewiſe think, that 
for any Perſon publickly to declare (ſo as to inſinuate a belief, that 
a Petition was ſent from the Army to the King, to come to them, 
and they would ſet the Crown on his Head) it is a great Scandal, 
and expect Reparation. And likewiſe it is trouble unto them, that 
it ſhould be ſaid, that the Army is no more a new Model, that 4000 
Cavaliers are in it; when as all the World cannot tax the Army 
(conſiſting of 21000 Men) for having one commiſſionate Officer, 
that ever was on the King's ſide againſt the Parliament, but one *, 
and he was by one or both Houſes intruſted in buſineſs of Con- 
cernment after his coming in, and made a Colonel by them, and 
afterwards recommended by Authority derived from them to the 
Army; as for the common Foot Soldiers that are in the Army, who 


being taken Priſoners liſted themſelves in the Army, have been 


engaged on ſeveral deſperate Services, as in ſtorming of Towns, 
and proved faithful and valiant to their Truſt. 

Yet to make the Army more adious to the Kingdom, a Gentleman, 

a Servant to the Duke of Buckingham, rid poſt into the North, 

at every Stage ſcattering a Copy of this Paper, luppoled to be ſent 

from the Army to the King; deſiring the Poſt-Maiter of Royſton,

and Caperqueen was ſurrendered before a Shot was made 2gainſt 
it, for they were forced to yield for want of Powder; The Soul- 
diers are enraged that they had ſo good Terms as was given them. 
They marched out from all theſe Garriſons with their Arms, Co- 
lours flyipg, Drums beating, Bullet in Mouth, their Goods and 
Proviſions. The Rebels made two Sallies out of Dungarvan, a Sea. 
port and a walled Town, in half an hour, and killed two of our 
Captains and ſome others; after we had poſſeſſion of the Caſtle 
which ſtands cloſe to the Town, and deprived the Rebels from 
Water, they ſurrendered it on the ſame Terms, But ſome twenty 
Engliſh men of the Red-Coats, that had run to the Rebels, that 
were taken in the ſeveral Garrifons, were hanged.

Hereas upon the Report made to the Houſe of Commons on Friday, 
May 21. concerning the Grievances of the Army, that Houſe was 
pleaſed to paſs ſeveral Votes, ſeeming to tend towards the Satisfaction of the 
Army in ſome Particulars; and on the Tueſday following (May 25.) to paſs 
divers Roſolutions upon a Report from the Committee at Derby-Houſe, con- 
cerning the disbanding of the Foot of this Army, each Regiment apart, at 
ſeveral times and places. We humbly declare, That the ſaid Votes of Fri- 
day do come far ſhort of Satisfaction, (as to the ſaid Grievances) or to the 
Deſires propoſed by the Officers in the Concluſion of their Narrative. And 
that the latter Votes of Tueſday, importing a Reſolution of disbanding the 
Army in part, before equal Satisfaction be given to the whole in the Grie- 
vances, or ſo much as any Conſideration had of ſome others, as are moſt 
material; and alſo before any effectual Performances of that Satisfaction, 
which the Votes of Friday ſeemed to promiſe as to ſome of the Grievances ; 
we cannot but be much unſatisfied and troubled at it, as in the Particulars fol- 
lowing we have cauſe. 

Firſt, The Proportion of but eight weeks Arrears to be paid at disbanding, 
as it is unreaſonably ſhort of what is moſt due, and what we conceive may 
be paid, or might eaſily have been provided, fince the Parliament had the 
Kingdom ſo long cleared, all Trading and Commerce opened, vaſt Sums of 
Money brought in upon Delinquents Compoſitions and otherwiſe, and great 
Foundations of Security in their Hands, (beſides thoſe formerly engaged for 


Succeſs ; and much leſs to enable thoſe that have left good Trades, or other 
ways of livelihood, and ſuffered much in their Trades or Stocks by ſo doing, 
to ſet up again in their former Callings and Conditions; fo it is but little 
(if any thing) more than what hath been due to us, ſince that time that we 
firſt went about to have petitioned for our Arrears, and ſo not to be ag- 


counted in Satisfaction towards former Arrears, which the Petition was 


meant for. 


Debentures for our Arrears by the Committee of the Army, we find no 
Conſideration or Regard had of our Arrears incurred in the former Army or 
Services; which to the moſt of us are much greater than thoſe under the 
new Model, intended to be ſtated by the Committee for the Army ; (as the 


claration) did intimate before. 

Thirdly, We cannot but conſider, that (whatever the Officers expectan- 
ces upon Debentures may prove) the private Soldier may well make little 
account of whatever part of his Arrears he receives not before disbanding, 
as the Reaſons expreſt in the Narrative do ſhew. And whereas we hear of 
ſome Inſtructions paſt in an Ordinance for ſtating of Arrears, we underſtand 
that they direct 3s. a week to be abated to Foot Soldiers for Quarter; which 
being 6 d. or 8 d. per diem above the rate they ſhould have paid for them- 
Soldier ſhould allow Intereſt for the forbearance of his own Due. 

The like diſproportion we find in the Abatements to Serjeants of Foot, 
for their Quarters. In the Abatement for Quarters to Officers of Horſe and 
Dragoons, we find one third part of the whole Pay to them due, both for 


themſelves and their Horſes, is to be defalkated, though the full Pay for

the Scotts.) And as it is but a mean Reward for all our Labours, Hardſhips } 
and Hazards in the Kingdom's Cauſe, and a very fender Supply to carry us 
to our homes, in a Condition ſuitable to the Parliament's Honour and our | 


Secondly, In the Orders given for the ſtating of our Accompts, giving | 


Narrative of the Officers, Printed by miſtake under the name of their De- 
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their Horſes is not allowed in the Account, unleſs they make it appear by 
Muſters that they kept their fall Numbers; and the third part of their full 
Pay amounting to the half 8 near the half of their preſent Pay, ſeems an 


unreaſonable Allowance for Quarters, eſpecially in the caſe of Captains and 


Field Officers. 8 : f 
We find alſo no Proviſion made for private Soldiers of Horſe and Foot, or 


any Officers in Commiſſion or not in Commiſſion, in relation to any Quarters 


diicharged by them; but all ſuch are abſolutely to abate the reſpective Rates 


for Quarters during their whole time, whether they have paid Quarters for 
any part of their time or no. Whereas we know aſluredly, and can make 
appear, That all of them, during their Service in this Army, (and moſt of 
them in their Service in the former Armies) have really diſcharged their Quar- 
ters, for a very great part of the Pay received they were bound to have 
done; having, without reſpect to that, many times paid treely as far as their 
Money would hold out, partly out of deſire not to be burthenſome at all to 


the Country as far as they could, and partly upon expectation (grounded up- 


on the many Promiſes, and often renewed, of conſtant Pay for the time to 


come) that Money would come in time to pay them off, and reimburſe them | 


their full Pay again, without Defalcation for Quarters. We find it alſo 
provided, That no Trooper is capable of Allowance or Debenture for Ar- 


| rears, unleſs he deliver in ſuch Horſe and Arms with which he hath ſerved, 


or a Certificate that ſuch Horſe and Arms did not appertain to the State, or 
elſe was loſt in actual Service 5 which extends to the total taking away from 
them thoſe Horſe and Arms of the States which they have uſed and preſerv- 
ed in the Service, contrary to the Favour allowed, and never (that we know 


| of) denied in the disbanding of any other Army: And if that, being but a 
matter of Favour, the Horſe-men in this Service be thought unworthy of it, 


and muſt for account of their Arrears rebate for ſuch Horſe and Arms as 
upon disbanding they thought to have been given them ; yet it ſeems hard, 
that ſuch as cannot deliver in thoſe States Horſes and Arms, which at dis- 
banding they ſo underſtood to be their own, and ſo perhaps have ſold or 


otherwiſe diſpoſed of, ſhould for that loſe their whole Arrears, or be inca- 
| -pable of Account or Debenture-for any part thereof. 


Fourthly, The viſible Security for what Arrears ſhould not be paid at diſ- 


propounded in the Votes of Tueſday, May 25. appears not to be either a Se- 
curity ſufficient, or to us viſible. 

1. Becauſe that Security of the Exciſe in courſe, propoſed for the Ar- 
rears of private Soldiers and inferior Officers, is known to be already pre- 
ingaged for vaſt Sums, amounting to above a Million, that are to take place

2, Becauſe that Security propoſed for Officers Arrears, viz. the Profits

will amount unto, or what the Pre-ingagements or Pre- diſpoſures by the 


Parliament may be, or what incumbrances of Debts, or limitations of Eſtates 


(as they were in the hands of the Owners) may be updn the ſame ; none of 
which we would be any occaſion to defeat or avoid, fo as to have the Cur- 
ſes and Grudges of defrauded Creditors or ruined Families to lye upon us 
or our Poſterities. | | 

3. Neither the one Security nor the other, are yet, for ought we find, or 


could well before the appointed times of disbanding, be fo ſettled by Ordi- 
' nance to the uſes propoſed (as the other Securities for Monies borrowed by 
the Parliament have been) which we conceive requiſite to render the tame |

vice, were not brought in and paſſed before the appointed Disbandings, nor 
do we yet hear that they are, though we hope they will be. 
| . Sewenthly, The Ordinance paſſed for Indempnity, ſeems to make but ſlen- 

der — for our Quiet, Eaſe, or Safety, in relation to things done in 
the War as Soldiers. 3 

1. Becauſe the things it provides for throughout the Ordinance, compri- 
zed only in theſe Terms, (viz. ) Things done by virtue of any Ordinance of Par- 
liament, or for the Service and Benefit of the Parliament; We conceive, that 
upon every Treſpaſs, or other thing done in the War (which we may be 
queſtioned for) it will be very chargeable and difficult either to derive a 
clear Authority for the ſame from the Ordinance of Parliament, or to bring 
Proofs ſufficient to make up ſuch a conſtructive Concluſion, as that it was for 
the Service and Benefit of the Parliament; eſpecially to do this fo fully, as 
to meet with all the Evalions and Eluſions of a ſubtle Lawyer, or to convince 
the Senſes, of a Country Jury, whom we know not by what Rules or Mea- 
ſure they may go, in judging what was for the Service and Benefit of the | 
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it had been for the Service and Benefit of the Parliament to have had no 

War at all, or to have had fewer or no ſuch Garriſons or Forces as ſome of 
us have been engaged in. In ſum, We cannot think it ſafe to be left to the 
Senſe or Conſtruction of a Country Jury, concerning the Exigencies of War, 
or Duty of a Soldier, upon ſo doubtful an Iſſue: We ſhould rather think, | 
that the old Iſſue, which (as we underſtand) ancient Laws have provided 
for in ſuch caſes, (viz. whether the thing were done Tempore in Loco Belli) 
was much more clear and ſure; and an Act or Ordinance of Oblivion for all | 
Treſpaſſes or other things ſo done by Soldiers in this War, would be moſt | 


ſafe and ſatisfactory. 


plaint to a Committee of Parliament at London, (which ſeems to be meant 
for ſaving of Charges to Poor men) we doubt will prove a very remote help, 
and far more chargeable for a poor Soldier Impriſoned or Arreſted in the 
Country, than the former. And though we highly honour that Committee 
named in the Ordinance, (for the Major part of it) yet we confeſs we ſhall 
be ſorry that our relief (if it may otherwiſe be provided for) ſhould be the 
occaſion of ſetting up more Arbitrary Courts than there are already, with 
ſo large a Power of impriſoning any Free-men of England, as the Ordinance 
gives to that Committee; Let the Perſons intruſted appear at preſent never 
ſo juſt and faithful, or though ell the Committee were as good Patriots, as 


of the Committee for Accompts, and their Sub- Committees, whoſe Conſtitu- 
tion (in moſt Counties) being at leaſt of Neuters, diſaffected to the War, 
and conſequently to the Soldiery, and whoſe vaſt and Arbitrary Power to

And whereas at the ſame time and ſince, divers eminent Officers of the Ar- 
my have been brought into queſtion and tconble about the ſaid Petition, 
whereby both they and the reſt of the Officers were diſabled,or diſcouraged 
for the time from further acting or appearing therein on the Souldiers be- 
half; And whereas by the aforeſaid proceedings, and the effects thereof,

few Diſſenting Officers) did again joyn in a Repreſentation of their com- 
mon Grievances, and the Officers (except as before) did agree upon a 
Narrative Account of the Grounds, riſe, and growth of the Diſcontents of 
the Army, ahd their proceedings in relation thereunto, with an Overture 
of the belt Expedients to remove or ſatisfie the ſame, both which were 
preſented to the fame Members of the Houſe, and by them reported to the 
Houle 3 and whereas the Parliament having thereupon voted, and Ordered 
{ome particulars only towards ſatisfaction of our Grievances, hath ſince 


| procceeded to certain Reſolutions of ſudden Disbanding the Army by 


pieces, which Reſolutions being taken, and to be executed before full and 
equal ſatisfaction be given to the whole Army in any of the Grievances, 
before effectual performance of that ſatisfaction in part which the preceding 


Votes ſeemed to promiſe as to ſome of the Grievances, and before any 


Conſideration at all of ſome others moſt material (as by the reſult of a 
general Council of War on Saturday, May 29.) was in general declared, 
and is now more fully demonſtrated in particular, by a Repreſentation 
thereupon, and agreed unto by us : We all cannot but look upon the ſame 
Reſolutions of Disbanding us in ſuch manner, as proceeding from the 
lame Malicious and Miſchievous Principles and Intentions, and from the 
like indirect Practices of the ſame Perſons abuſing the Parliament, and is 
as the former proceedings againſt us before mentioned did, and not with- 
ont Carnal and Bloody Purpoſes (for ſome of them have not ſtuck to de- 
clare or intimate) after the Body of the Army ſhould be Disbanded, or 
the Souldiers divided from their Officers : Then to queſtion, proceed a- 
gainſt, and execute their malicious Intentions, upon all ſuch particular 
Officers and Souldiers in the Army, as had appeared to Act in the Pre- 
miſes in the behalf of the Army; and whereas upon a late Petition to the 


preceeding Conſiderations) relating to the ſame Reſolutions of Disbanding, 
the ſame general Conncil of War, to prevent the danger and inconvent- 
ences of thoſe Diſturbings or Tamultuous Actings, or confluences, which the 
Diſſatisfaction and Jealovſie, thereupon alſo grounded, were like ſuddenly to 
have produced in the Army, to adviſe the General, firſt to contract the 
Quarters of the Army, and then to draw the ſame to an orderly Rendez- 
vous for ſatisfaction of all, and that his Excellency would. immediately fend 
up to move and deſire the Parliament to ſuſpend any preſent proceeding 
upon the ſaid Reſolution of Disbanding, to reſume the Conſideration of the 
Grievances and Deſires ſent up from the Army, and not to Disband it in 
pieces, before juſt and equal ſatisfaRtion be given to the whole; And whereas 
ſome of the Regiments appointed for Disbanding, upon notice thereof,

Judge of all) We the Officers and Souldiers of the Army ſubſcribing here- 
unto, do hereby declare, agree, and promiſe to and with each other, and to 
and with the Parliament and Kingdom as followeth. 

1. That we ſhall chearfully and readily Disband, when thereunto required 
by the Parliament, or elſe ſhall many of us be willing (if deſired) to en- 
| gage in further Services either in England or Ireland, having firſt ſuch ſa- 

tistaction to the Army in relation to our Grievances and Defires hereto- 
fore preſented, and ſuch Security, That we of our ſelves (when Disband- 
ed, and in the Condition of private men) or other the free-born People of 

England (to whom the conſequence of our Caſe doth equally extend) ſhall 
not remain ſubject to the like Oppreſſion, Injury, or Abuſe, as in the Pre- 
miſes have been attempted and put upon ns while an Army, by the ſame 
mens continuance in the ſame Credit and Power (eſpecially if as our Judg- 
es) who have in theſe paſt proceedings againſt the Army, ſo far prevailed 
to abuſe the Parliament and us, and to endanger the Kingdom; and alſo 
ſuch Security that we our ſelves, or any Member of this Army, or others, 
who have appeared to act any thing in behalf of the Army, in relation to 

the Premiſes before recited, ſhall not after Disbanding be any way queſtion- 
ed, proſecuted, troubled, or prejudiced for any thing ſs acted; or for 

the entering into, or neceſſary Proſecution of this neceſſary Agreement; 


be agreed unto by a Council, to conſiſt of thoſe General Officers of the 
Army (who have concurred with the Army in the Premiſes) with two 
Commiſſion Officers, and two Souldiers to be choſen for each Regiment, 
who have concurred and ſhall concur with us in the Premiſes, and in this 
Agreement ; and by the major part of ſuch of them, who ſhall meet in 
Council for that purpoſe, when they ſhall be thereunto called by the General. 
That without ſuch Satisfaction and Security as aforeſaid, we ſhall not 
drag Disband, nor Divide, nor ſuffer our ſelves to be Disbanded or 
Divided. | 
2. And whereas we find many ſtrange things ſuggeſted or ſuſpected to our 
| great prejudice, concerning dangerous Principles, Intereſts, and Deſigns in 
this Army, as to the overthrow of Magiſtracy, the ſuppreſſion or hindering 
of Presbytery, the Eſtabliſhment of Independent Government, or upholding 
{of a general Licentiouſneſs in Religion, under pretence of Liberty of 
Conſcience, and many ſuch things; We ſhall very ſhortly tender to the 
Parliament a Vindication of the Army from all ſuch ſcandals, to clear our 
Principles in relation thereunto, and in the mean time we do diſallow and 
diſclaim all purpoſes or deſigns in our late or preſent proceedings, to ad- 
vance or. inſiſt upon any ſuch Intereſt ; neither would we (if we might and 
could) advance or ſet up any other particular Party or Intereſt in the King- 
dom (tho' imagined never ſo much our own) but ſhall much rather (as far 
as may be within our Sphere or Power) ſtudy to promote ſuch an Eſtab- 
liſhment of common and equal Right and Freedom to the whole, as all 
might equally partake of, but thoſe that do, by denying the ſame to others, 
or otherwiſe, render themſelves incapable thereof.

And conſidering alſo how , miſinformation” may 
ſeduce yon, and draw you away from the knowing of things in their true 
unmixt Nature, and conſequently from acting and walking accordingly, 
ſo that not only our ſelves may be drawn by ſuch Miſrepreſentati- 
ons of things, into inexpreſlible, extraordinary Sadneſſes, Miſeries, and Ca- 
lamities, but alſo you into perpetual irrecoverable Servitude and Bondage, 
even in a moment of time, 5 you or we are aware of. And alſo con- 
ſidering, that certain of the Houſe of Commons, have ſold the Record of 
Magna Charta (which doth demonſtrate the Subjects Rights, Liberties, and

Cornet Joyce, an appointed Agent by the Army, obſerving a ſudden } 
alteration, in perſwading the King to go to my Lord Spencer's to Bowls, | 
when the King had reſolved before to go two Miles further; and at the 
King's taking -Horſe, Colonel Graves and a Scotty/h Lord whiſpered, and 
were more than. ordinary earneſt in their privacy, which did occaſion jea- 
lie at that opportunity; after the King had been at Bowls one hour, Graves 
queſtioned a Souldier, and asked him from whence he came; the Souldiers | | 
Aniwer was, from Oxford; and that he had been lately with the Army, 
Then Grabes asked if the Army was not contented with the Ordinance of |

Then Graves asked him more News, and ſaid, he need not be afraid; but . 4 
he ſaid he was not afraid of him, or any Man in the Kingdom, for he had *F B 


done nothing that he knew of to make him afraid; and he further ſaid, 3 
he would deal ingeniouſly with him, and tell him the truth of any thing he : 
ſhould ask him. Then Graves asked, if he did not hear of a Party of Horſe, | 
he anſwered he did more than hear of a Party, for he ſaw them the day bes 
fore within 30 Miles of Holdenly : This made Graves tremble, as if he had 

been guilty of ſomething he had done or intended to do; otherwiſe h | 
ſhould he afterwards, and the Scottiſh Lord his Confederate, have run away, 
when no Man intended to do them the leaſt hurt in the World.

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that by it you may ſee the deſign of a cunning Scott, and what ſuch w ill do 
to get Mony and Honour, even againſt King and People. | 

Further for the Security of the King's Perſon, the Party marched towards 
Holdenby, and when they came to the Houle, the Commiſſioners ſent one 
Captain Middleton to know of us what we came for, and what we would have, 


| and who commanded ? Anſwer was made him, All commanded. Then Captain 
Middleton replyed, If you have any thing to do here, the Commiſſioners 


would know what it is, and defired they would ſend in to the Commiſſioners 
one or more to certifie what was the Intent of coming thither. Whereup- 
on Cornet Joyce, by unanimous Conſent of the Party, went in to the Com- 


ſecure his Majeſty's Perſon, and to protect them; there being a ſecret de- 
ſign, as they were informed, to convey or ſteal away the King, and to raiſe 
another Army to Mppecs this under his Excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax : 
' Likewiſe he ſaid, he knew no other way to keep this Kingdom from Blood, 
or another War, but by the preſent Security of the King's Perſon, and that 
he may be no more miſs-led; and if he were, that the Kingdom was utterly 
| undone for ever. If this be all, ſaid the Commiſſioners, it is well done. 
But after it, Cornet Joyce ſpake more to the Commiſſioners, and told 
them, he did humbly conceive that there were ſome who did delay Juſtice, 
and ſeek only to disband the Army, who were raiſed for the defence of the 


unjuſt Men to condign Puniſhment, ſuch who did endeavour to ſubvert the 


fundamental Laws of the Kingdom: And he ſaid he did believe, that there 
were ſome who did endeavour to pull down King and People, and to ſet up 
themſelves ; and who they were, the Commiſſioners and the World may 
judge and fee by their Actions. 


Whereupon, he took his leave of the Commiſſioners for a while, leſt the 
King ſhould be diſturbed in his Bed-Chamber. Then Major General Browne 
went to the King, and did aſſure his Majeſty of the truth of the buſineſs, 
and deſired his Majeſty not to be troubled, for no hurt ſhould come unto 
him, for they were all civil Gentlemen; and his Majeſty ſhould find it ſo. 
After this was done, the Cornet went to the Commiſſioners again, and de- 
fired them to give him Orders, he being willing to obey them, becauſe they 
were appointed by the Parliament to be there to that end. Then Major Ge- 
neral Browne ſaid, Come again by and by, and we will give you Orders; in 
the mean time ſet your Guards, and place your Sentinels ; which Directi- 
on of his we followed, and told him and the reſt of the Commiſſioners, if 
they would give us Orders, I would obey them, provided they were juſt, 
and for the Security of the King's Perſon. All this being done, it grew 
towards Noon. After that, Cornet Joyce deſired the Soldiers to mount to 
Horſe, and told them they ſhould all go to Quarters; at which word of 
Command all was done: And the ſaid Cornet was to give in a relation to 


but, becauſe of the multiplicity of buſineſs, could not give it in that form as 
otherwiſe he might, if he had time. 

All this being done, all was quiet in the ſaid preſent Security of his Maje- 
ſty, until Tidings came that Graves was gone quite away; and thereupon it 
was ſuppoſed he was (and thought himſelf alſo) guilty,or elſe he would have 
ſtayed, but none could tell what was become of him; and ſome of his dam- 
ming Blades did ſay and ſwear, they would fetch a Party; which Party 
could not be from the Army, but muſt be from ſome other place. And 
therefore to prevent Diſturbance and Blood, and for the Peace-ſake of the 
Kingdom, all declared unanimouſly, that they thought it moſt convenient to 
ſecure the King in another place,” from Perſons as could cunningly or defpe- 
rately take him away: contrary to Order; which was endeavoured very ear- 
neſtly (as we are informed) by ſome that are Enemies to the Peace of the 
Kingdom, and the Proſperity of the Army. 

But another cauſe of Jealouſie was, not knowing the Reſolutions of thoſe 
who quartered Soldiers, and pretended for Treland. 

And further to give all ſatisfaction to the whole Kingdom, and to the real 


to the Commiſſioners at ten of the Clock at Night, who delired the Com- 
miſſioners to let the King know he would ſpeak with him: Some of the 


Commiſ- 
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miſſioners, and told them the truth of their coming thither, which was to 


juſt Rights, Properties, and Liberties of the Subject, and the bringing of all 


effecting of a buſineſs of ſuch Concernment, the Soldiers ſent Cornet Joyce | 


the Commiſſioners of his coming, and the Grounds in writing, and did; 


— 
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Commiſſioners being unwilling, held the Cornet in diſcourſe about half an 
hour, until the King was afleep in his Bed; yet notwithſtanding the ſaid 
Cornet could not be contented till he had ſpoken with the King, it being the 
only way and means to prevent Trouble for the future, and Blood thar 
might come upon the face of the Kingdom; and therefore the ſaid Cornet 
judged it in his own Conſcience requiſite to ſpeak with him at that Opportu- 
nity, and therefore he offered the Commiſſioners to go with them with as 
much gentleneſs and tenderneſs as he could, to tell his Majeſty ſomething 
for his and his Kingdom's good; which was to take him from thence, there 
being a ſecret deſign to ſteal and convey away his Majeſty's Perſon, to ſide 


with ſome who pretend Juſtice, and deceive the Kingdom, and obſtruct the 


Relief of poor diſtreſſed Jreland ; intending to break the Army in pieces 
now under the Command of Sir Thomas Fairfax our General, and to raiſe 
another Army to carry on their Deſign, and that ali rational Men may ſee 
it by the Actions of ſome Men, (as Stappleton, Giynne, Greene, Erle, and 
others) who ſaid, /t's now come to that, that they muſt ſink us, or we ſink 
them, But more was ſpoken by the ſaid Cornet, but this in brief. I was 
willing to let all paſs without giving a Relation, until I heard that the Scot- 
tifh Lord had falſely told the Parliament of our Proceedings with the King, 
who ſaw or heard it not; for he was not within a Mile of the Court, when 
all theſe forementioned Paſſages were: For the Scotti/h Lord, as we are in- 
formed, reported that the King was taken away againſt his Will. For al- 
though the King told Cornet Joyce before the Commiſſioners, he was unwil- 
ling to go with us, yet he ſaid, That ſuch Reaſons might be produced that 
might prevail with him, and then he did proteſt nothing ſhould ſtay him, 
but he would go whether the Commiſſioners would yea or no. And Rea- 
ſons were given accordingly, which did prevail with his Majeſty to promiſe 
to go the next Morning, and he gave a Confirmation of his willingneſs, by 


| ſaying to the Cornet, He ſhould be the more willing to go, if the Cornet 


would promiſe him ſome things which he ſhould propound. The Cornet 
ſaid he would, if they were juſt and warrantable in his Underſtanding, and 
deſired his Majeſty that he might hear the things. Then his Majeſty ſpake 
before the Commiſſioners, and ſaid, Mr. Joyce I have this to propound unto 
you. May it pleaſe your Majeſty I am willing to hear, ſaid Cornet Joyce, 
but am ſorry I have diſturbed you out of your Sleep; but the King ſaid, No 
matter, if you mean me no hurt; and then ſpake, viz. If you will promiſe 
me that I ſhall have no hurt, ſaying, you may take away my Life if you will, 
having the Sword in your hands. This Anſwer the Cornet made, That the 
Parliament had declared to preſerve his Majeſty's Perſon, and that they be- 
ing the Parliament's Army ſhould not but endeavour the ſame; only they 
did deſire to ſecure him from being taken away, leſt he ſhould be at the | 
Head of another Army, and ſo this Kingdom involved into danger. And all 
this was ſaid in anſwer to his Majeſty's firſt Propoſition. 

The ſecond was, That he would not be forced to any thing againſt his 
Conſcience by us. He anſwered, That he would be unwilling to force any 
Man againſt his Conſcience, much leſs his Majeſty 3 and alſo ſaid, That he 
hoped. he was ſenſible of thoſe that did endeavour to force Men againſt 
their Conſciences, and yet delayed to do Juſtice or ſettle the Kingdom, for 
which they were ſent ; and did endeavour to disband or break this Army 
in pieces, who ſought nothing but Juſtice, as will appear hereafter to all 
the World. Pray God it may, ſaid the King. 

Thirdly, He demanded whether yea or no he ſhould have his Servants 
with him, and whether he ſhould be provided for like a Man in his Place; 
and that he had been courteouſly uſed by thoſe Commiſſioners that were 
with him, as ever he was by any. - The Cornet anſwered, That he ſhould 
endeavour as far as in him lay, to ſhew him all juſt and due reſpect ; and 
that he might be no otherwiſe attended on than before, the Cornet deſired 
the Cammiſſioners of Parliament to go with the King, and diſcharge that 


Truſt impoſed on them, and the Soldiery ſhould aſſiſt them ſo long as they | 


were juſt and honeſt, Then ſaid the King, I will willingly go along with 
you, if the Soldiery will confirm what you have promiſed me; the King 
believing I had ſaid nothing but what they would ſtand to, All this being 
ſpoken at ten a Clock-or eleven at Night: And when the King had done 
propounding theſe Queſtions to — he gave his word to be *

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by fix the next Morning, to hear if the Soldiers would confirm what I had 
promiſed, and if they would he would willingly go with us; for it was ſo 
bad an Air, that he could never be ſo well as he had been, and if he were 
once gone, he would be unwilling to come back again to that Place any 
more : Many other Reaſons he had which he gave not, According to his 
Promiſe he came in the Morning at fix of the Clock, where he found all the 


| Soldiers ready mounted to march with him ; but before he would march, he 


deſired to ſpeak the ſame things to the Soldiers, which he ſpake over-night to 
the Cornet, to ſee if they would confirm what he ſaid and had promiſed ; 
which they did with one conſent : And before the Soldiers the King was 
pleaſed to ask the Cornet, what Commiſſion he had to ſecure his Perſon? 
Then ſaid the Cornet, If the Parliament had ever made an Order that the 
Army ſhould not have ſecured the King's Perſon, he fhould not have dared 
to do what he had done ; but he being informed his Majeſty was to be con- 
veyed away, which, if not prevented, might have cauſed another War, and 
involved the whole Kingdom in Blood again; this was the only cauſe of our 
ſecuring the King's Perſon. This Anſwer did not ſatisfie the King; but he 
asked what Commiſſion 1 had for doing that I did ? I told his Majeſty, the 
Soldiery of the Army ; or elſe I ſhould not have dared to have done what I 
ha ve; and conceiving it to he the only way to bring Peace to England, and 


| Juſtice with Mercy, which is the thing which all honeſt Men will defire, and 


none will hinder but ſome guilty Conſciences, who by their Will ſeek to deitroy 
both King and People, to ſet up themſelves. Yet the King was not fatisfi- 


ed with this, but asked, Whether 1 had nothing in Writing from Sir Thomas | 


Fairfax our General, to do what I did? The Cornet deſired the King he 
would not ask him ſuch Queſtions, for he did conceive he had ſufficiently 
anſwered him before. Then ſaid the King, I pray Mr. Joyce deal ingeni- 


ouſly with me, and tell me what Commiſſion you have? The Cornet's An- | 
ſwer was, Here is my Commiſſion. Where, ſaid the King? He anſwered, 


Here. His Majeſty again asked, Where? He anſwered, Behind me; point- 
ing to the Soldiers that were mounted; and deſired his Majeſty that that 
might ſatisſie him. Whereupon the King ſmiled, and ſaid, It is as fair a 
Commiſſion, and as well written as he had ſeen a Commiſſion written in 
his life; a Company of handſom proper Gentlemen as he had ſeen a great 
while. But what if I ſhou'd refuſe yet to go with you, I hope you would 
not force me? I am your King, and you ought not to lay violent hands on 
your King; for I acknowledge none to be above me here, but God. Then 
ſaid Mr. Joyce, Our Deſires are not to force your Majeſty, but have humbly 
intreated your Majeſty to go with us, and not only your ſelf but the Com- 
miſſioners, and to this end, that the Commiſſioners might diſcharge that 
Truſt impoſed on them as honeſt Members of Parliament. Then ſpake one 
of the Commiſſioners of Parliament, and ſhewed us a Paper; what was 
therein we ſaw not. They all ſpake to us in order, the laſt that ſpake, as I 
remember was Major General Browne, who ſaid the Commiſſioners had an 
Order of Parliament to look to the King at Holdenby ; and if he had Strength 
we ſhould have had his Life, before we ſhould have brought the King away. 
Indeed, ſaid the Cornet, you ſpeak like a faithful and gallant Man; . but he 
knew well enough he had not Strength, and therefore he ſpake ſo boldly, 
Major General Browne ſaid further, But ſince it is ſo, I muſt do what you 
will have me, being not able to reſiſt you. Then ſpake Cornet Joyce fur- 
ther, We came not to have the Blood of any Man, but for Peace; and did 
hope ſhould manifeſt it to all the World, for he ſought Peace with all Men 
as much as in him lieth ; and further ſaid, They were Servants to the Par- 
liament and Kingdom, and had ſerved them faithfully ever ſince the begin- 
ning of this War, or elſe more Heads had been cut off before this time: 
And if the Soldiers had been ordered not to ſecure his Majeſty, they would 
not have dared to have done ir, becauſe they were Servants to the State, as 
well as the Commiſſioners; they did what they did to keep the Kingdom 


| from Blood and a ſecond War, which if not prevented might unhappily 


have come upon us ſuddenly; as you may ſee is the Endeavour of

From the Army we had further Intelligence, by Letters, to this 
purpoſe, 21. | 

Wedneſday laſt there was a Faſt kept in St. 8 in Cambridge, 
to deſire a Bleſſing upon the preſent Affairs of the Kingdom. There 
preached before his Excellency Dr. Hill, Mr. Saltmarſb, Mr. Peters, 
and Mr, Seaman ; Providence ſo ordered it, that they all pitched 
upon one point, The Reconciliation of things in Love: They perfor- 
med their Duties with much Zeal and Affection. The Commiſſio- 
ners came that Evening to Cambridge, the General went and waited on 
them; they communicated to him and his Officers the Votes of both 
Houſes,defiring his Advice for the communicating of them to the Army. 

Thurſday Morning the General and his Officers met, and agreed 
upon the Way ; and accordingly that Afternoon, the Army being 
drawn up to a Rendezyous, upon a plain Ground within Four Miles 
of Royſton, the Commiſſioners and the General firſt riding round 
the Army, which indeed was a very gallant Body both of Horſe] . 
and Foot ; yet there were Five Regiments of Foot, and 1400 Horſe 
abſent : They began firſt with the Generals Regiment of Horſe, to 
whom the Votes were read: Then Major General Stippon made a 
ſhort Speech to the Regiment, moving, that the Votes might take 
a deep Impreſſion upon them for the advantage of the Kingdom. 


| Then an Officer of the Regiment returned this Anſwer, * That the 


Regiment did delire, that there might be an Anſwer returned, after 
© the peruſal of the Votes, by ſome” ſelet Officers and Agitators, 
© whom the Regiment had choſen ; and that it was the Motion of 
© the Regiment. 

The Officers deſired the General and rhe Commiſſioners to give 
leave to ask the whole Regiment, if this were their Anſwer? To 
which the whole Regiment cried, All, All. 

Then he put the Queſtion, That if any Man were of a contrary 
Mind, they ſhould fay No? and not one Man gave his No : The 
Agitators, on the behalf of the Soldiers, preſs'd to have the Queſti-

And though had we (upon our firſt Addreſſes for our undoubced Rights 
and Dues) tound a free and candid Reception, with à juſt Conſideration 
and reaſonable Satisfaction, or at leaſt a free Anſwer therein, we ſhould 
have been eaſily perſwaded to have abated or forborn much of our Dues, 
and not to have inquired into, or conſidered ( fo fer as we have) either the 
poſſibilities there ate for more preſent ſatisſaction of Arrears, or the credit 
of future Securities propoſed; yet ſince upon theſe former Addreſſes we 
have found ſuch hard dealing as in the ſaid Paper is ſet forth, and thoſe 
additional (though hitherto but partial) Satisfactions coming ſo hardly as 
they have, we find no obliging Reaſons in the leaſt to decline or recede 
from what is our due, but rather ſtill to adhere unto our deſires 
of full and equal ſatisfaction of all the things mentioned in the aforefaid Pa- 
pers, not only in behalf of our ſelves and the Army, but alſo the whole 
Soldiery throughout the whole Kingdom, who have concurred, or ſhall 
concur with us in the ſame deſires. | 
And to all our former deſires as Soldiers, we cannot but add this ( where- 
in we find our ſelves fo nearly concerned in point of Juſtice and Repata- 
tion) that more care, & c. ſtriter courſe may be taken for making good all 
Articles granted upon Surrenders, according to the true intent and meaning 
of them. As alſo for remedy and reparation in caſe of any Breach; and 
this without thoſe delays which divers have found as prejudicial to them, or 
more than if they had been totally denied the performance of them. 
Nor will it now, we hope, ſeem ſtrange or unſeaſonable to rational and 
honeſt Men, who conſider the conſequence of our preſent Caſe, to their own 
and the Kingdoms (as well as our) future Concernment in point of Right, 
Freedom, Peace, and Safety, if from a deep ſenſe of the high Conſequence 
of our preſent Caſe, both to our ſelves, in ſuture, and all other P we 
ſhall, before disbanding, proceed in our own and the Kingdoms behalf, to 
propound and plead tor ſome Proviſion for our and the Kingdom's ſatiſ- 
faction, and future ſecurity, in relation to thoſe things, eſpecially conſider 
that we were not a meer mercinary Army, hired to ſerve any Arbitrary Pow- 
er of a State, but called ſotrth and conjured by the ſeveral Declarations of 
' Parliament, to the defence of our own and the Peoples juſt Rights and Li- 
berties. And ſo we took up Arms in Judgment and Conſcience to thoſe 
Ends, and have fo continued them, and are reſolved, according to your firſt 
juſt deſires in your Declarations, and ſuch Principles as we have received 
from your frequent Informations, and our own common ſenſe ing |

| thoſe our fundamental Rights and Liberties, to aſſert and vindicate the — 

Power and Rights of this Kingdom in Parliament, for thoſe common Ends 
ptemiſed againſt all Arbitrary Power, Violence, and Oppreſſion, and againſt 
all particular Parties or Intereſts whatſoever. The ſaid Declarations (hill 
directing us to the equitable ſenſe of all Laws and Conſtitutions, as diſpen- 

ling with the very Letter of the ſame, 2 to it, when the 
ſafety and preſervation of all is concerned, and aſſuring us, that all Autho- 
rity is fundamentally ſeated in the Office, and but Miniſterially in the Per- 
{ons 3. neither do or will theſe our Proceedings (as we are fully and in Conſci - 
ence perſwaded) amount to any thing not warrantable before God and Men, 
being thus far much ſhore of the common Proceedings in other Nations, to 
things of a higher nature than we have yet appeared to. And we cannot 
but be ſenſible of the great Complaints that have been made generally to us 
of the Kingdom, from the People where we march, of Arbitrarineſs and 
Injuſtice, to their great and inſupportable Oppreſſions. 
And truly ſuch Kingdoms as have, according both to the Law of Nature 
and Nations, appear d to the vindication and defence of their juſt Rights 
and Liberties, have proceeded much higher; as our Brethren of Scotland, 
who, in the firſt beginning of theſe late Differences, aſſociated in Covenant, 
from the very ſame Gronnds and Principles (having no viſible Form either 
of Parliament or King to countenance them ;) and as they were therein ju- 

ſtified and protected by their own and this Kingdom alfo, ſo we juſtly ſhall 
expect to be. | 

We need not mention the States of the Netherlands, the Portugals, and 


others, all proceeding from the fame Principles of Right and Freedom: And 
| : accor- 
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accordingly the Parliament hath, declared it no. reſiſtance of Magiſtr acy, to 


fide with the juſt Principles and the Law of Nature and Nations, being that 
Law upon which we have aſſiſted you. And that the Soldiery may lawfully 


on purpoſe to deſtroy them; the Seamen the hands of the Pilot, who wilfull 
runs the Ship upon a Rock (as out Brethren of Scotland argued ). And ſac 
were the proceedings of our Anceſtors of famous Memory, to the purchaſing 
of ſuch Rights and Liberties as they have enjoyed, through the Price of their 
Blood, and we ( both by that, and the later Blood of our dear Friends and 


| Fellow-Soldiers, with the hazard of our,own) do now lay claim to. 


Nor is that ſupream End (the Glory of God) wanting in theſe Caſes, to 
ſet a price upon all ſuch proceedings of Righteouſneſs and Juſtice. It being 
one Witneſs of God in the World, to carry on a. Teſtimony againſt the 
Injuſtice and Unrighteouſneſs of Men, and againſt the Miſcarriages of Go. 
vernments, when corrupted or declining from their primitive or original

Now having thus far cleared our way in this buſineſs, we ſhall proceed to

And for that purpoſe, though (as we have found it doubted by many Men, 
minding ſincerely the publick Good; bit not weighing fo fully all Conſe- 
quences of things) it may, and is not unlike to prove that upon the ending 
of this Parliament and the election of a new, the Conſtitution of 
Parliaments (as to Perſons elected) may prove for the worſe many ways; yet

We therefore humbly conceive, that, of two Inconveniences the leſs being 
to be choſen, the main thing to be intended in this cafe (and beyond which 
bumane Providence cannot reach, as to any aſſurance of poſitive Good) ſeems to 
be this, vi. to provide, That however unjuſt or corrupt the Per ſons of Parlia- 
ment Men, in preſent or future may prove, or whatever ill they may do to par- 
ticular Parties (or to the whole in particular things) during their reſpective 
Terms or Periods, yet they ſhall not have the remptation or advantage of an 
unlimited Power fixed in them, during their own pleaſure, whereby to per-
